H E King of Portugal had ſent to the 
King of $:4am a very [plendid Embaſly: 
To anſwer the civility of this Eruropean 
Prince, the King depured three great 
Mandarins in Quality of his Ambaſſadors, with 
fix other younger Mandarins, and a confidera- 
ble Retinue, ro £0 to the Court of Portuzal. We 
embark'd for Goa in the year 1684. where we 
abode eleyen months, and departed thence for 
Europe in a Portugal Veſſel, Jan. 27. 1686;: bur 
on the 27th. of April we unhappily run aground. . 
on. the Cape-ef the Needles, and that in this. man- 
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nur © Tar very day feveral Mariners were or- 
verd 10 2iC2nd the Maits, ro obſerve_the Land 
thas we delcry da iutle rowards rhe right hand'; 
uy - th-ir relations the Caprain and Pilor judg'd 
tar it was the Cape 57 Go:d Hepe, fo wirkout ob- 
{erving themiclves wherher the Mariners {poke 
trath or not, they continu d their courſe till rwo 
or three hours, attcr Sun-ler, when theyobeliev'd 
they had already pait the Land we had before 
diicoverd, then changing the courſe,” rkey bore 
# little more towart:!s the North. I know nor 
what prctage of the misfortune that rhreatned-us 
had ſo filld me with re.tleſs rhoughts, that I 
eauld.not fo much as clole my Cyes to fleep ; I 
then came out of my Cabbin, and amusd my 
telf with bcholding the $Inp thar ſeem d tg fly on 
the rop of 'the waters. Calting my eyes a little 
fiFrher, I perceiv'd on a ſudden a very dark ſha- 
gow near, our right bde ; this fight ſtruck me 
with error, and unincdiately I ſaid to the Pilor, 
Is ir-nort the Land thar I fee? As he approachd 
'ro look, we heard them crying our in the Fore- 
caſtle, Land, Land before us, we are loſt. 

The Pilor run- to the Helaz ro change the 
courſe, har we were ſo near _the ſhore, that the

had/not, rime, - for the Wint drove tlie SNpup; 
on the thore. .  Thele Mountains of Water breaks 


ing inco.- faazny Billows upon the points, ofthe: 


Rocks 
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aving themſelyes. They made ſeveral Ratrs of 


Unheard of Tranſattions. F 
Rocks thar jutred our into the Sea, lifred up the 
Veſſel to the Clouds, lerring her fall on a ſudden 
upon the Cliffs |wirh ſuch violence rhar ſhe could 
not hold out long. You might have heard cher 
already cracking on all fides, ſome parts of her 
falling off from the reit ; and ar Iait, rhis great 
Maſs of Wood being for a while rhus dreadfully 
ſhaken and. toſs'd from Wave to Rock, was 


- daſh'd to pieces with a Fo-rible noiſe. The Poop: 


bore the tirit ſhock, and accordingly was the firit 
part that bulg'd : To no purpoſe they cur, down 
the Maits,-and threw over-boarg the Guns, and 
all that Jay 1n rheir way ; all their precautions 
were in vain, for the ſhip ſtruck uponthe Rocks: 
ſo-ofren, and ſo rudely, that art laſt the opend-\_ 
under the Gunners-Room. The Water then en- 

ring in abundance, ' began to gain rhe firſt 

Deck, and to fill the Gunners .Room, ir advan» 

ced.even ro the great Cabbin, and in 4 momeng _ 


after-ir reach'd roitheir Girdles thar waff upd 


the ſecond Deck, and fill aſcending infenhibly,. 


our ſhip ar lait ſunk quite down into the Sea, £.ll 
the Keel reach'd -the botrom, rhe body of the 


- Veſſel remaining for ſome time immoveable. lx 


would be a hard rask to repreſent the aitonifh- 


- ment, terror and conlternation, that ſeiz'd up- 


onevery Hearr in. the Ship: Nothing now was: 
heard bur cries, fighs and groans : Some- 
proitrare upon the Deck implor'd the afliitance - | 


of Heaven : Others were throwing into the Sea. 


Barrels, empry Casks, Sail-yards,” and pieces of. 
Boards, to aid them in making. their »eſcape. 
Aſter the violence of the crying was oyer, they 
that remain'd in the Veſſel began to. rhink of 
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the Boards and Maſts of the Ship, becauſe they 
that firit threw themſelves-4nto the Sea, not ha- 
ving been cautious enough were drown'd, being 
exther ſwallow'd up, or daſh'd to pieces by the 
violence of the Wayes, which cait them upon 
the ledge of Rocks that run along the ſhore. 1 
was no leſs alloniihd than the reſt, bur ſeeing 
that they afſur'd me thar there was probability 
of eſcaping, I placd my ſelf upon ſome boards 
ry d together, and by ſwimming gain'd the ſhore, 
ro whach already ſome Portugals had eſcapd. 
When they ſaw that no more were to be ex- 
peCtec than rhole already arriv'd, they reckon'd 
up what were favd, and were fourd to be near 
wo hundred perſons ; ſo that only ſeven or eight 
were drowned, by endeavouring ro fave them- 
{elves too ſoon. The ſecond day after our 
Shipwrack, we ſer forth all rogether. The Cap- 
_Jain aageilon rold us, that we were not far from 
the Cape of Good. Hope, where the Hollanders 


haye a very numerous Colony, and char in a 


day or wo at moſt we might be with them. 


This aflurance made moſt parr of our company 


leave behind them the Victuals which they had 


fav'd our of the Veſſel, that fo being free of all | 


incumbrances they mighr perform rhewr Journey 
with greater a We Lack ul that day 
without ſtopping bur twice to repoſe a little ; 
abour Four a Glock afrer Noon, we found a 
great Marſh which comforted us nor a little, the 
Porzugals were of opinion that we ſhould paſs 10 
further, bur reft by this Dirch the approaching 
Night. The next day we departed very early, 
the Portugals got the ſtart of us, becauſe we wE® 
eblg'd to ſtay for the fir Ambailador, who b* 
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ing-very weak and languiſhing, could not hold 
pace with the reſt : Bur ſeeing there was a nc- 
ceiry not to loſe them, we divided our ſely es 
into three companies, whereof the firſt kept al- 
ways the Portuzals in fight, and the rwo others 
obſerving the ſame diſtance, were inform'd by 
Signals from the firſt Band, when the Portugals 
ſtopr, or alter'd. their courſe. In all this davs 


Journey we found bur one Well, the Warer. 


whereof was ſo brackiſh, that none of us could 
drink of ir. Ar the ſame time we rook norice 


by the Signal, that the Portugals had ftopd, we 


doubred nor bur that they had found good Wa- 
ter, and this hope made us redouble our pace ; 


nevertheleſs, we could not bring the Ambaſſador . 


thither till after Sun-ſer. Our Men rold us that 
the Portygals would nor ſtay for us, ſaying, That 
in would avail us nothing to dye all rogether, 
with hunger, thirſt and miſery. Theygigt Am- 
baſlador hearing this, told us, He felr himſelf 
ſo feeble and farigu'd, that it was impoſſible for 
him to follow the Portugals, and therefore deſired 
us that were in health ro make haſte ro ferch 


them up ; only he order'd us, thar ſeeing "the - 
-Hollanders Habiration was nor far off, ro ſend 


trom thence a Horſe and Victuals, ro bring him 
tothe Cape if he were alive. Thisſepararion 
was very tad, but it was neceſſary. There was 


a young man of abour fifteen years, a Manda- 


rins Son, that would nor be perſwaded to leaye 
the Ambaſſador, ' of whom he was very tmuch 

vd,-and whom he alſo loy'd in a particular 
manner ; tus Gratitude and Love made him re- 
folye to live and dyewnh the Ambaflador ; and 


one old Servant abode allo with his Mater. 


oo 
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The ſecond Ambaſſador, anocher Mandarin and 
1, bidding him adieu, ſet forward, and made 
great haſte, thar in the Evening we join'd the 
Portuga/s. Continuing'our March for ſome days, |þ 
we found a lictle Iſland cover d almoſt over-winh | 
Muſcles, and warter'd with a Spring of running 
Water, we went thither with a purpoſe to-ftay 
Qae Nighr, but found our {elves fo well accom- 

- 'modared, that we remaind there all the nexr 
day, and the following Night ; after which we 
(er forwards in vur Journey. 

Before our departyre we perceiv'd certain dry 
Trees of 2 conſiderable bigneſs, pierc'd through 
both cnds afrer the manner of 'Trumpets ; the 
thirſt thar had hitherto fo cruelly rormented us, 
made us bethink or ſelves of an Invention that 
was of great uſe to us in the'reit of our Journey. 
Every eng provided himſelf of one of thete lon 
Luba and having clos'd up the lower end, fill 
ir with Water for a days Proviftion. We had 
lot ſome $:4mets in our March, fo that therere- 
main d bur ren -of us in all, reckoning the wo 

+  Ambaſladors, This lols, and the. action of rhe 
Porzugals who left us, pur us in a great conſter- 
nation, yet we. rook courage, and relblvd-to 
follow them. Abvur Noon we atrived' at the 

- bank of a- River abour fixty foot broad, and fe- 
ven. or eight deep, we attempted to wade over, 

- but the-current was fo rapid, that we were 
danger of being carried away by it,-and forc'd 

to return to the bank, . therefore concluding 
that the Portuge/s had not patt over this. River, 
bur continued their march along the banks rhere- 
of; following the ſame courſe we arrived as the 
foor of a Hill, which was hollow below asit | ' 
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Nature had defign'd to provide a Lodging for 
Travellers. ' There was room enough. here to 

contain us all, and in it we abode all Night, 

which was very cold. My feer and legs had been 

for ſome days ſo {well'd, that I could neither 

wear Stockings nor Shoes. We coalted all the 
nexr day the banks. of the River, in hopes 'to 

overtake the Portugals, whom we judg'd were 

not very far before us. From time ro time we 

aw marks of them ; one of our men found a 
Carbine, with a Box full of Lowder, lefr with- 
out doubr by ſome Portugal, unable ro carry them 

furcher, ” This tell into our hands very f{eafonably 

to kindle a fire withal, and ſeeing my fwelling 

render'd my Shoes uſeleſs ro me; I curred them 

in pieces, - and being boild we ear rhem- very 

preedily. Ar laſt, having endurd' all rhe miſe- 
ries of hunger, thirlt, cold and wearinelſs, the 
One-and: Thirrieth day after our Shigwrack, we 
arriy d at the Fort which rhe HollandFhave in 

the Road of the Cape of Gocd Hope. The Com- 
mander receiv'd the Ambaſſador and Mandarins 
of his Train, with great Teſtimonies of reſpe&t 

and forrow : We conjur'd him to ſend with-all 
diligence ſome men with Proviſions ro the firſt 

Ambaſſador, whom we had left nor far from 

the ſhore on which we were Shipwrack'd, be- 

cauſe we hop'd he was yer alive. He rold us,, 
that during the ſeaſon of Rains, ir was impoſiis 
ble ro ſend any, bur that as ſoon as it was over 

he would nor fait to rake all imaginable care to 

ſeek our the Ambaſſador, and furniſh him with 

neceſlary accommodations for his return. 

- The Portugals arriv'd at rhe” Cape before us, 
taving undergone more dzfficulries 
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A Portugal Father, of the Order of St. Auyuſtin 
made ſuch a relation of their ſufferings, as drew 
rears from our eyes, bur chiefly when- he in- 
form'd us of the {ad accident that befel rhe Cap- 


rain of the Ship. . He was a Perſon of Quality, / 


very, rich and courteous ; he had been long Cap- 
rain of a'Veſlel, and had done great ſervice to 
the King his Maſter upon ſeveral occaſions, in 


Which he had given proofs of his Valour and Fi- 


deliry. I cannot call ro mind the Nameof his 
Houſe, burl have often heard that few-Families 
were more illuttrious in Portugal. - This Gente: 
- man had carried along with him to the Indies 
his only Son, of the Age of ten or twelve years, 
either becauſe he was defirous thar he ſhould be- 
gin to learn his Irade berimes, and accultom 
himſelf in+his Youth to the Fatigues of the Sea, 
or that he would not entruft ro any other the 
Educauon of a Child whom he lov'd better than 
hinſelSAnd indeed, this Lad had all rhe qua- 
liries neceflary ro make himſelf beloy'd, he was 
handſome, well educated, and of an excellent 
Judgment for his Age ; bur his reſpect, obedi- 
ence and tenderneſs to his Parent, was admira- 
ble, and merired a particular Elogy. - His Father 
when he left rhe Ship, took care himſelf ro cof- 
vey him ſafe aſhore. During the Journey, he 
cauſed his Slayes to carry him, bur all” his Ne- 
gro's being either dead by the way, or fo feeble 
that they could hardly draw their legs after rhem, 
three days after rhe Portugals left us, the poor 
Boy became ſo weak and iwoln, that lying down 
upon a Rock to reſt a little, he was nor able ro 
' riſe again, his Legs being fo ſtiff that he could 
'-not {© much as moye them, This fight ftabd 
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the Father to the Hearr, he affay'd ſeveral times 
to ſer him upright ; rhey w_ him to walk a 
lircle, thereby to cure him of his numnefs, bur 
his Legs were no longer able ro perform their 
office, they could do no mere but drag him 
along, and they whom the Father had intreared 
toafliſt him 1n this charitable office being ſcarce 
able ro ſuſtain rhemſelyes, told rhe Caprain free- 
ly that they could nor carry his Son any longer, 
unleſs rhey reſolved to periſh with him, "The 
poor man giving himſelf up ro deſpair, derer- 
min'd to carry his Son himſelf, and endeayour'd 
to take him upon his Shoulders, bur his ſtrength 
fail'd him, and he could not advance one ftep 
further ; he fell down together with his Son, who 
was more afflicted with his Fathers grief than 
his own pain : He often conjur'd him to leave 
him to dye alone, and told him that rhough they 
ſhould carry hum further, he could n 1d- opr 
that Night, and thar his ſorrow and "rhe tears 
thar he ſhed, were infinitely more grievous to 
him than all the rorments that he endur'd. Theſe 
words far from perſwading the Caprain to retire, 
melred his hearr yet more, and made him relolve 
to-dye with his Son : The Child ſurpriz'd art his 
Fathers reſolution, and ſeeing he could nor per- 
fwade him to alter it, rurn'd to the other Portw- 
gals, 'earneſtly beſeeching them with exprefſions 

that rent his Fathers Hearr, ro rake him away, 
fince his Fathers preſence was only a cruel addt- 
tion to his miſery and pains, and rhat the fight 
of him would bur haſten his Death. A Franci/can 
began to repreſent to the Caprain thar he could 
not in conſcience execute his refolurion, that he. 


was obligd to preſerye his own life, and that if - 
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he died ta, that condition he would be eternally 
Damn'd, Afcerwards the Portuga!s took hinyup 
by force, and carried him ſome paces out of the 
ſight of his Son, whom they had remoy'd a lit- 
tle our of the way. This ſeparatioa was :{ 
ſharp and afllicting ro the Caprain, that he ,was 
never able ro recover: his ſtrength, and his grief 
was ſo violent that he dicd two days after lis ar- 
rival at the Cape. 

We abole near four months at the Cape of 
Good: Hope, expecting the coming of ſome Duc) 
Veſſel ro carry us to Batavia. Mott part of the 
Portugals embark'd themſelves in Ships bound 
for Amſterdam, from whence they might have 
paſſage to their Native Country ; the reſt went 
- with us abcard a Veſlel belonging to. the Dutch 
Company, + which catried us all ro. Batavia, 
where every one 109k what courſe he pleas'd, 
As for us, after {ix months abode in Batavia, we 
ſet ſailS&©fS:um, where we arriv'd in the inonth 
of September 1687. The King our Matter .xe- 
ceiv'd us with extraordinary goodneſs and 'ten- 
derneſs, he order'd new Garments and Money, 
x0 be preſented ro every one, giving us hopes 
that he would not be unmindful of us, whenany 
occaſion of adyancing our Fortunes ſhould offer 
it ſelf. Father Tachard's Voyage to the Kingdom of 


- Siam, 
Treaſons and Revolutions, 


CH rhe Second King of Denmark, having 
evied numerous Troops to recover the 
Crown of Sweden which Fohn his Father had loſt, 
* he gaind a Bartle in which Steno. King of Swedev 
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was ſlain; he made all the advantage he pofii- 
bly could of this:Viftory, and rhe Death of -his 
Competitor. TheGovernors - of the Provinces 


came to meer him, and ro ſwear Allegiance to 


him ; Steno s beſt Friends did not think them- 
elves oblig'd ro preſerve their Fidelity after his 
Death,” and Stockholm, the Capital City of -rthe 
Kingdom, only Waired ro be Invefted before it 
ſurrender d. The Conquerour-- ro cajole | the 
Swedes, aftected -a Behaviour which they ought 
to have ſuſpected, becauſe ir was not natural to 
him. He ſhed no other blood bur what was loſt 
in the Fight, -he granted all rhe favours that were 
beg'd of him withour diſtinction'or reſerve, none 
were excluded out of the Indemniry that he 
causd to be publiſh'd, .rhe Offices and Govern= 
ments were continued to thoſe that were in pol 
feflion of rhem, and the only defign- that the: 
new King ſeemed to have, was the re-uniring of 
the rwo Factions thar divided Sweden.*After all, 


- he made choice of the firſt of November 1520; for 


the ſclemniry of his Cotonation,”»to which: all 
the perſons of Quality were invited. The Cere- 
mony was perfarm'd in Stockholm, and rhe Swe- 

aſp Nobiliry, notwithſtanding their natural ayer- * 
hon to the Danes, flock'd rhither in ſo great num- 
ow that there was not orie Man of Note 
aDIent. ; "2141 


The firſt day was ſpent in the pomp of the 


Coronation. the ſecond in running at the Ring, 


the third in 'Vilting, the fourrh in Turnaments 
within Rails, rhe fifth in Dancing, the fixthvand: 
ſeventh all ſorts of p2rſons were treated ar rfic 
1ngs: expence, ll the 'eighth, rhe lait day of 
the. Feaſt, was deſtin'd by His Majeſty far a * 
magnificent 


$ * 
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magnificent Entertainment ro the Senators and 
Officers of the Crown of - Swiden. The Guetts 
were no {ooner aſſembled to the number of aine. 
ty four perſons, but the King march'd before 
them to the principal Church, where Thankſgj- 
ving was ws made for his Coronation. Maſs 
was ſolemnly Sung, and at the Communion the 
Kirg ſwore upon the Euchariſt ro preſerve invio- 
lably the Priviledges of the Swedi(> Nation, to: 
__ what was paſt, to make no Innovations, 
and to Govern according to the Laws of the 
Country. Afterwards he call'd the Senators 
and Grandees of the Kingdom to make a Cove- 
nant with them : The King, and after him all 
the Afembly, laid their hands upon the Pix 
and Chalice, ſwearing ta. each other by all that 
1s moſt Sacred in Religion, to maintain a fincere 
and reciprocal Friendſhip, and devored them- 
ſelves ro Hell torments if their Words did not 
proceed from rhe finceriry of their Hearr, pro- 
tefling that they rook the Sacrament of the Ke- 
conciliation of Men 'to God, for a pledge of 
their particular agreement. Each of rhem 'a& 
cording to his Qualiry receiv'd, viz. The King 
firſt, andafter bim the five principal Officers df 
State, which are the Droſſart, Conſtable, Chan- 
cellor, Admiral.and Treaſurer ; and ſo proceed- 
ing in order to the youngeſt Senator whio receivd 
laſt The Company rerurn'd to the Palace Roy- 
al in the ſame order that they march'd ro the 
Temple, and were ſeated ar a Table, where all 
their thoughts were employ d in contriving new 
Divertiſements, when the King aroſe under pre- 
text of ſome natural Neceſſity, and paſt into & 
* Cloſer. A moment after was. heard a terrible 


F , 
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Din of Daniſh Soldiers, who ſeifing upon all the 
Avenues of the Palace, entred violently uygo the 
Court,. and tumultuouſly mounting the Statrs, 
came running furiouſly with their Swords 
drawn into the Gallery appointed for rhe Feaſt. 
All the Gueſts were made priſoners m the Kings 
Name, and in the ſame inftant the Gares of the ' 
Town were ſhut by his order. The Daniſh 
Souldiers began then .to pillage the Houſes of 
the Burgeſſes, liberty of plundring being granted 


to animate .them to the executions of the nexr 


y. |

fore the Palace-Gate, and to begin the Tragedy, 
the Biſhops of $q and Str were 
brought rhither, and | ul loſt their Heads. The 
reſt of rhe Biſhops, the Grandees of the King- Þ 
dom, and the Senators, were put to death in {| 
the ſame manner, all bur rhe Grand Prior of 
the Order of St. Fohn of Feruſalem, who os: Ita- 
ving ſery'd his Prince wath. greater Fideliry rhan 
the reſt, was Nail'd .ro-a St. Andrews Gol; 
"wy ript up his Belly, pluck'd} out his Heart, 
and ſtruck him therewith on the face. After 
they had rank'd the headleſs Trunks in order, 
put the Heads on Pikes planted round abour, 

the ſignal was given to the Sduldiers to/cur in 
pieces the multitude of common people, thay 
were flock'd rogether to ſee the Execution, The 
altoniſh'd crowd found rhemfelyes as ir were 
eaughr in a Net, forthe Danes were Maſters of 
the Streets that abutred upon that place, and rhe 
Kings Guards atrack'd them in the Franr, while 
at the tame rime rhoſe who favour'd rhe Execut» 
von fell upon the Rear ; they made a wb 


| , King 
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and prodigious Burchery. The flaughter'd Bo- 
dies lay three days in the ſame places wheie 
they fell, and had lain longer bur rhar they fear'd 
the Air would be- iufeted with Peſtilential Vas 
pours. This conſideration alone oblig'd them 
10 burn theſe mangled. Carkaſſes in heaps, and 
the Body of King Steno was us'd with no greater 
reſpect. ''The Guards poſted round Srockbobn,

He wheedled them in under pretence 
of adviſing with them concerning an affair of 
great importance, yer no ſooner were they en+ 
rer'd inro the place appoinred for the conference, 
bur by: the Kings order ir was ſer on fire, and 
ated to Aſhes. | 
© Whar ever precaution the Danes could ule to 
conceal this Attion; ir was quickly divulge 
ring all Sweden ; and rhe four Eſtares of. rhe 
om, conſiſting of\'the Clergy, Nobllity, 
Cirizens and Peaſants, roſe up ragether in 4' 
; manner that hath no-parallel in Hiftory, whe- 
ther Ancient or Modern. [The rwo oppoſite 
Factions "that' had' for ſo many Ages laid waſte 
their Native Country, join'd rogerher in ani 
Union ſo perfect, rhar ro this day rhere hath ap- 
" peared no mark of their former Diviſions. All 
ran to Arms, and ſo vigoroaſly purſu'd the King 
and his D:mes, that they were conftrain'd 10 
abandon-Sved:n, into which Chriſtian could -ne- 
' ver returr» again; and fone years afrer Guſtavis | 
theFirit was choſen King. Chriftian - 
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Chritian continued his Barbarities and Crimes 
in the Kingdom of* Denmark. A Dutch Widow 
named Sigebrit, was forC©d by poverty to leave 
her Na:ive Country, and withdrawing into Nor- 
way. with her Daughter Celombin; they found 
means to ſubfiſt there by ſelling Victuals ro'Sea- 
men that Landed in that place. Sigebrit\had a 
Wir proper for the Intrigues of the Court, rho” 
ſhe was Born, ' Educated, and had ftill liv'd 
among the Dregs,of the people, and Colombmn 
was a compleat Courtezan. With this laſt a 
Knight call'd Valquendef fell in Love, who by a 
youthful Imprudence inform'd his Malter of his 
good Forrune, rhinking that the Prince would 
be as ſocn cur'd of his paſſion as himfelf ; bur 
he was decetv'd in his conjecture, and the en- 
joyment of Colombin infpir'd.cthe King with a 


. Love that ne had never before. found for any La- 


dy : Not but that he had Married I/abel.of Auſtraa, 
dilter of rhe Emperor Charles rhEFifth, one of rhe 
fairelt and moſt yirtuous Princeſſes of her Age ; 
but as he had Married her only -for-intereſt_ of 
ate, 1o he liv:-d with her as one Ignorant of 
the Treaſure he poſlels'd. Thus Colombin find- 
Ing the place void, and her Lovers Hearr nor yer 
preingag'd, and employing to the beit advan- 
tage. the Charms of her Beaury, and the Secrers 
of the Art that ſhe profeſs'd, made Chriſtian 
love her with an extream patſion. After Colombins 
death, which was ſuſpected ro have been haſten'd 
by Poyſon, the King fell in love with the Mo- 
ther of her whom he had loſt. Ir was the cun- 
ning $:gebrit, who not content to ſucceed in her 
Daughters room, . extended her power much. 
beyond what hex Predeceſior had afſum'd, : .. 
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All Stare-affairs paſt through her hands, and her 
reſolutions were preferrcd to thoſe ot the Senate, 
During theſe Amours, which causd murnny 
rings 1n all the Orders of the Kingdom, the 
King erected a Scale of Trade at Copenhagen; 
This contribured not a little ro his Ruine, for 
Lubeck, and the other clanſe Towns, finding 
themſelves thereby prejudicd, declard War 
againlt him, and Kigd our a Fleer that bray'd 
him, making ſeyeral deſcents in Denmark, and 
pluadring Elſexore. The King ar the time of this 
laft action was at Cronenburg, where he raifed 
near ten thouſand men tor the relief of this Ca- 


pu City, that was then threatned by his - 


nemies. 

He form'd a kind of Camp at the Burgh of 
Lolberg adjacem ro the Town, and often viſited 
ir ro encourage his Souldiers- One day going 
chither accompanied _y with S:gibrit and a 
Waiting-Maid of hers, he met on the- way a 
Troop of Strangers, who not knowing him'took 
him tor a Bargher of Copenhagen, and Sigebrit 
for his Miſtreſs. They immedaately refolyed ro 
take herfrom him, and executed it with the lels 
difliculty, becauſe rhe King ſeeing himlelt fo un- 
equally match'd, fled rowards his Army. "The 


Waiting-Maid did not think her ſelf obligd to * 


ſhew greater courage than he, and S:gebrit tound 
her ſelf alone expos'd to the fury of theſe Brural 
perſons, who caft her into the Lake of Scholſtrs 
not far from thence, The King arriving at the 
Camp, tarried no longer rhan was requiſite to 
cauſe a Troop of his Crate ro mount thelr 
'Horſes : He rerurneg to the place where he had 


left the object of his Love, and finding no bocy... 
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there, he doubted what had befaln the Unforru- 
nate Sipebrit ; he approached to the Lake, and 
235 a Lovers eyes are more piercing than thoſe of 
an indifferent perſon, he perceived afar off Sige- 
brit in the Water, making her laft efforts ro dif- 
ingage her ſelf from the mire which would have 

ickly ſuffocated her, bur for the timely af- 
ifance ſhe had from the King, who conſidered 
not a moment whether he ſhould hazard his life 
to fave hers. Bur Sipebrit was only reſcued 
from the Lake to fall into a mote threatning 
danger, and the King by roo diligent a-care for 
the alone perſon, for whont- he was ſenfible of 
tenderneſs, almoſt became the unwilling cauſe of 
her ruine. He ſeized upon the firſt Coach he 
could find to convey Szgeorst back ro Copenhagen; 
this happened: ro be an open Coach, which no 
- ſooner approached to one of the Gates of the Ci- 
fy, bur Szgebrit was known by the Guard there. 
Vnluckily for her ir fell our that this Company 
confiited of the Burghers of Rochi/d, who were 
particularly incens'd againſt her for invading the 
principal Priviledge of their Ciry, which ex- 
empred them from all Impofitions ordinary and 
extraordinary, becauſe rhe Kings of Denmark 
-had choſen it for their Burial place. 

The fad and lamentable condition in which 
this Object of 'pity appear'd, and the report of 
the misfortune that preceded ir, was fo far 

om moving compaſſion in them, or — 
their unrelenting hearrs, that they redoubl 
their hatred againſt her, mix'd with Indigna- 
ton, Anger, om and Sorrow, for her eſcape, 
which tranſported them to ſuch a height, thar 
| Without deliberating or conſulting together, as 
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if they had been inſpir'd with the fame motign 
they diſcharg'd all art once their 'Harquebuſſe, 
againi(t her. Bur in vain do men atrempr to 
puniſh the crime for which God has reſery'd tg 
himſelf ro execute Vengeance in another life : 
Sipebrit receiv'd no hurt'from/{o many perſons 
thar'levelld rhcir pieces directly againlt her, and 
all che Bullets thar were thor art her, did ether 
paſs through her Hair, or: graze - upon. her 
.Clorhes. 

Bur the time was . come thar- the King ſhould 
feel the puniſhment of the many crimes that he 
had commirred, which had occalion'd the Revalt 
of ſoine Provinces ; and he depriv'd himſelf of 
rwo: Crowns upon a falle alarm, a vain report 
that had no certain. Author. He was inform'd 
that 2 Rumour was iprcad through the Town, 
that his Rebellivus Subjets had drawn in the 
Hanle "Towns to their party, and thar haytag 
forrity'd rhemielves with ſo powerful a Conte- 
deracy, they had obtain'd a promile of rhele jea- 
lous Republicks to ſend a Fleer before Copenha- 
gen, to cur off the Kings rerrear This was fo 
unprobable a- piec2 ot ' News, tha: the Kings 
Enemies. had nor the confhdence to vouch it ; nc- 
vertheleis it produced an- effect, which ja vain 
they. might:have expeted from their Aims and 
Piors. The King was lo ſtrongly perlwaded cf 
rhe truth of1r, that he derermin'd ro prevent, by 
a ſhameful flighr, the danger thar he beliey'd 
would orherwite incvirably, overwhelm him, 

One ot rhe principal points: of. rhe Dana pO» 
licy, contiited in keepiag alwavs th the Port of 
Copenhagen twenty :\Veilels ready to Sail on all 


occativns ; and Reaſon, and the Hiutory of the 
Country, 
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Country, prove manifeſtly rhat this precaution 
is. very beneficial ro the Stare, and hath ſeveral 
rimes fav'd ir from imminent Ruine. The King 
order'd all the valvable things thar wer? in his 
Palace ro be carried on Board theſe Ships, and 
cauſed the reſt of the Furmrure rhereof, which 
was not worth the. while ro be Tranſporred, bur 
might nevertheleſs accommodate a Cacceti tO 
be detiroyed. Afrerwards he went te Cronenbu'g, 
and cauſed the Treaſury ro be Ranſack'd in his 
preſence, of rhe Money there reſerv'd for extra- 
ordinary Exigencies Wirth theſe b= Loaded rhe 
Ailmiral Ship of his Fleer, forgerring, or art lcalt 
ſeeming 10: ro remember t:1ar he had Sworn up- 
on the Day of his Coronation, Thar if ever he 
touch'd rhe Publick Treature withour the advice 
of the Nobility, he thereby conſented ro his own . 
Depohrion, 

But he was not only guilty «f one kind of 
Sacriledge, for he ſpoil d the Churches of Copen- 
bazex of their faireit Ornaments Nevcrthelels, 
neglecting his Honour, Oath, Interett and Con- 
ſcience, he did not neglect his Infamous Concu- 
bine, though he was bur roo well convinc'd thar 
ſhe was the faral ſource of all his Milcries, and 
t ought not ro be eſteem'd the laſt of his Mis- 
torrnaes that he preſerv'd an entire fayour for 
that Montter of Unchatiity, for whom he had 
lt in all other things. He knew there was 
not one of his Servants who did not mortally 


tare her, and rhar if he entrutted them with the 


are of her perſon, they would rhrow her into 
the Sea, and pretend that ſhe had dycd cither 
through fear or by chance. If he carricd her 
Yong with him, he could not always keep his 
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eye upon her, and every moment that he lo 
ſight of her, he run a hazard never to ſee her 
again. Should he ſend her on Board before him,

Ulran I5rahim, Emperor of the Turks, order'd 
rwo Gallies ro carry Peter Foſcarini as far as 
Negropont, wn his return to Venice, from whence 
he came as Ambaſſador Extraordinary, to Con- 
gratulare with the Sulran upon his Accefſion-to 
the Empire. Ihe Ambaſſador embark'd ar the 
Port of Conſtantinople on the 10th. day of My 
1641. in a Galley commanded by anold Officer 
_ of the Grand Signiors Naval Army, call'd- Kare 
Kodzia, in which 1 alſo was with: his Children 
andalome Gentlemen. In three days we made 
the Dardarels, ang Anchor u on the Aſian tide, 
where next day our Captains ſpent ſome time in 
conſulting, whether in their intended courſe to 
Lemnos they ſhould paſs behind Tenedos, or be- 
rween that {fand and the Coaſt of Troas.

One 
rime air.onglt rhe reſt, he lay all Night in an 
adjoyning Hamler, and found himſelf awaken'd 
by the Voice of a tall great Old man, who lay- 
ing his Hand on his Breait, ſaid unto him, Ge- 
neral Veldelini, think ſeriouſly upon the Conqueſt of 
Muran, know that thou mayeſt take it by the af- 
ſiſtance of a Widow that liveth at preſent in the Ci- 
ty. As ſoon as this Phantom ditappear'd, he 
{tarred up aitoniſh'd, and the noiſe that he made 
awak'd ſome Officers who lay in the Chamber; 
they ſearchd all rhe Room bur ound nothin 

; In rhe mean time rhe Words of that old Myr- 
phens ſtuck continually in his mind, his Imagina- 
ron admitted no other Idea than that of the 
Old man pointing ro Muran ; and this was the 
Subjett of all his Dreams. Ir was only then that 
the Artempt appcar d eafie unto him, bur in the 
day rime he rerracted all the Reſolutions he had 
taken up during his Sleep, and confelſs'd- that 
Mzuran \ as [mpregnable; yer the remembrance 


of the Widow returnerh tro rorment him with 


new Inquierudes, he Loves her though he hath

him that he was Domeſtick Servant to May 
Secfxi, Widow of Stephen Bethlem, Brother 10 
B:thlem Gabor Prince of Tranſylvania. This 
Name aftoniſh'd him as ſoon as ir was pro- 


nounc'd, and he aſſurd himſelf rhar this was the 
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Wilow he lov'd ; a ſecrer Joy inſpir'd him with 
Hope : He care(s'd thar Man, and made him a 
elent of one hundred-Crowns, and gain'd him 
{o ablolurely, that he promisd to deliver his 
Miitrels a Letrer which rhe Count inftant] 
wrote. The Imporrtance of the place oblig'd the 
Governour to extraordinary precautions, to that 
it was neceſſary ro hide this Lerter very careful- 
ly leſt ir ſhould be difcover'd, rhe cuſtom being 
to ſearch all rhar enter'd the Town. For this 
reaſon the Count berthoughr himſelt of a Strata- 
gem, he made up the Letrer into a lirtle Ball, 
which he cover'd over with Wax, and becauſe 
it was the Seaſon of Fruits, he purir into a Me. 
lon, in the borzom of a Basker full of other Me. 
lons, which rhis Servant carried to the Cattle of 
Muran, as if he had brought them from one of 
his Miltrefſes Country Houſes. To-take away 
all ſuſpicion, he gave ſome of rhem ro the Corps 
du Guard, he carried others for a preſent ro ſome 
Ladies Relations of Mary Secski, and: then all 


_ over trembling, went to preſent the ret ro her 


ſelf, and rold her in a low Voice, Thar in one of 
theſe Melons was enclos'd a Letter from General 
Veſſelins. 

That Name which ought to have aſtoniſh'd, 
did not art all furprize her, although ſhe had ne- 
yer ſeen, nor heard of him, bur as the Enemy 
of her Prince. She knew not that he,was 2a 
Widower, nor of what Age he was, yer as if 
Love had in a moment render'd her a Complice 
of his Deſign, ſhe was well pleas'd with the 
Letter, the enjoin'd the Man filence, andentet'd 
into her Cloſer to farisfie her curiofiry : Scarce 


read ir over, when ſhe found her Fideliry.. 
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to her Prince berray'd by favourable Inclina- 
'rions to Veſſelins, and a little after diſparch'd one 
of her Gentlemen, whoſe Fideliry ſhe had proy'd, 
with an Anſwer. This Meſſenger was very wel- 
come, the Count careſs'd him extreamly, and 
as Preſents have a particular Charm in that Coun- 
try, he gave him two hundred Crowns, with a 
profniſe of as mnch more, if he would Nego- 
riate an Enrerview between his Miltreſs and him. 
The Afair ſucceeded according ro his defire, 
Mary Seeſxi appointed him to come with ſeven 
Followers, at moit, ro a Wood near a ſmall 
Brook that walherh the foor of the Hill of Muran, 
where ſhe would be, under prerence of raking 
the "Divertiſemenr of Fiſhing, with an equal 
number of Atrendants. He was firit upon the 
place with fix Gentlemen only, and would nor 
prefer the Counlels of Reaton to thoſe of Love, 
to which he had abandon'd himſelf ; or rather, 
the force of his Deltiny drew him thirher, and 
promis'd him fecurity«in the mid{t of ſo many 
Dangers, 

The Counr left the Thicker into which he had 
retir/d, ar the arrival of the Lady, nor did they 
look upon each orher with the ordinary aſto- 
niſhmenr of rhoſe' that have never before ſeen 
one another ; he ſpread his Cloak on the Grals, 
and they fate down, and made a fign to their 
Follower's to retire. He related ro her how by 
Inſpiration he was moy'd ro demand rhis Enter- 
view, - wichour having the Honour ro know her ; 
and rold her, that after ſuch happy ſucceſs in his 
firſt deſign, he preſum'd ro flatrer himſelf with 
pes of her aſſiſtance in the execurion, of that 
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that this would be a Breach: of her Duty ro Ra» 
keczs, and thar though ſhe were willing' to be- 
come unfairhful to him, ſhe could only be fo in 
her Mind, Muran being impregnable, not orly 
by irs Scituation,” bur alſo b rhe Diligence and 
Strength of the Garriſon, which was compos'd 
of fix. hundred choſen men, drawn our of the 
bett Troops of Tran/yfvania. The Count per- 
fiſted in unploring her affiitance, and his Elo- 
uenced1d nor fail him on rhis occafion, ro per- 
{wade her thar their Marriage was Decreed in 
Heaven, which would be favourable to them: 
both in this Enterprize; that he aſpir'd ro no 
other Honour rhan-that. of being hers, and thar 
ſhe would gain Immortal 'Glory, when Muran 
Conquer d by her Aid ſhould become the pledge 
of their Love, and rhe Scene of the moiſt famous 
Marriage that ever Hungary beheld: . 

_ Nor one of theſe words fell to the ground; 
Mary Secſxi could not deny to admit into 'Mu+ 
ran that Love which had already ſtorm'd her 
Heart. In fine, the Count propoting to Scale « 
the Walls in a certain place, ſhe promis'd to act 
ſo thar he ſhould find 10 Sentinels in his paſſage, 
and to furniſh him wich a Ladder, % 

The Day appointed for the'Scalado was the 
third of Auguſt 1544. bath of them ſwearing Fide» 
lity, and A polible Diligence. The day being : 
come, Veſſelani deraching tive hundred men, 
mads eighty of them ſwear not to abandonchim. 
Ar Night he march'd at the head of theſe rowards 
the Caltle, and commanded the reft ro follow at 
4 diſtance. His, Gnide led. hiqa, through a longer 
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kept Watch, the Senrinel (topr him, ard preſent- 
ed his Carbine to his Breait, crying out amain, 
and he as low as he conld, endeavour'd ro per- 
{wade him that he was a Friend, and had a de- 
ſign upon ſome of the Enemies Troops ; ar length 
heappeas'd him, deceiv'd him, and eſcap'd, bur 
ir was only to fall trom Scy/la into Charybdis, tor 
after rhis, deſcending into another Village, he 
was ſuddenly affaulred by the- Rabble. This 
Misfortune had near made him lote all dope, 
and had almoſt contented himlelf with Sackin 

that Hamler, initead of purtuing his creed 
Exploit. Neverthelels, his Courage and Anger 
yielded ro Prudence, he retir d, ana ro make the 
ſum of his Miſeries complear, he wander'd fo 
far in a Garden berween the Mountains, that he 
remain'd a great while as lo!t, his Guide raking 
anorher way. , Mighr he nor then have judg'd 
thar he was betray'd 2 And would he nor have 
dy'd deſperate in ſuch a conjuntture ? Yer he 
{tiff ſought a paſſage our of this Labyrinth. Ar 
length, thinking he had ditcover'd a Grot, he 
perceiv'd the ſhadow of a Man, and running th- 
thcr with his Piſtol in his Hand, he knew tn 
to be one of his Souldiers that was come in 
quelt of him, and ro inform him that his Troops 
were rallied in the firlt Village chrough which 
he had patt. Departing from this wild place, he 
went 10 them in that Village, where the freenels 
of their behaviour had made them be kindly en- 
tertain'd by the Inhabirants, wha judg'd them to 
+ be their Friends. They departed all rogerher ro 
ſeek out a place where rhey might aſcend rhe 
Rock: They were already mounting ir, when 


they heard rhe noile of the Guns of Mara, Thets 
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it was that the boldeft of rhem began to quake, 
and he vvas conur'd by them all to give over a 
diſcover'd Attempt; he intreated them ro leave 
him, and ſuffer him rather to perifh, than to con- 
ſtrain him to preſerve a wretched Life, and per- 
ſwaded them, contrary to his ovvn Judgment, 
that they vvere nor diſcover'd, and that, fome 
other reaſon occaſion'd the firing of the Guns.

In the mean while the Generous 
Mary Sccskz ſuffer'd ſtrange inquierudes, in- ex- 
po of the Counr ; ſhe had a great white 

ore ſhur-up the Sentinels, under pretext of 
making them Drink, and alſo had ftaid the Ser- 
fant who ſhould have mounted the Guard, un- 
der colour of engaging him to play with her 
Women. She walk'd along the Walls with a. 
great deal of Impatience, endeayouring to diſco- 
ver V-ſſelini, that ſhe might rhrow down a Lad- 
der to him, and fearing that he had raken- the 
Alarm, ſhe difpatch'd him whom ſhe had ſenr 
to him or.ce before, ro afſure kim of rhe facility 
that he would find in the Execution of his De- 
gn. This Man deſcrying ſome already ad- 
Yancd, made a fign ro them with his Handker- 
Cmief, which rwo or three of them perceiving 
were frighren'd. The Count advanc'd ro know 
what made them recoil, they told him whar the 
| fad ſeen; he run up with his Piſtol in his Hand, 

the other knew him, and guided him to the 
place by which he was to aſcend before he could 
come at the Wall. Ir was a very high and crag- 
87 Rock, The Count ſcrambled up one half of 
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'1r without difficulry, burton a ſudden he felt him- 
fetf facigu'd, breathleſs, and unable to proceed ; 
hs Men reliev'd hum, and drew him up to the 
rop of rhe Hill and foot of the Wall. Ir was \. 
' not long beiore the Lady arriv'd : She caſt down 
the Ladder ; twenty of the Imperial Souldiers 
mounted, rhe Count follow'd, and afcer him 
the fixty orhers only, the reſt having Orders ro 
March to the Gares of the Cattle, and there tro 
watt till ir ſhould be open'd. Mary: Secſx1i dil- 
pers. d rhe Souldiers in the Chambers of her 
apartment ; ſhe went to Bed on purpoſe to.re- 
move all ſuſpicion, and fent to pray the Goyer- 
nour to come to lee her, _ that ſhe had 
an Advice ob Importance to communicate .to 
him. He was no ſooner enter'd bur they ſeizd 
upon him ; they led him to a remote Chamber, 
and ſer Guards abour him. The other Officers:

Veſſelini ſent to ſurprize the Corps du Guard; and 
in tine, made himſelf Maſter of the place. At- 
rer he had given neceſſary Orders to ſecure his

Labourcur's'Voyage of Poland. 
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The Adventures of ſome French-men in the 
Iſlands of Antilles. 


T Hreeicore and fix of the Inhabirants of 

St. Chriſtophers Iſland, departed thence in 
the month of September 1647, roſertle a Colo- 
ny in the Ifle-of Virgins. The Spaniards who 
Inhabited' che Ifle of Sr. Fohn Portrico, near t0 
thar of. the Virgins, having Advice thar the 
French were arrivd there, Rigg'd out five Men 
of War, which caſting Anchor, Man'd their five 
Sballops with Souldiers, and drew towards the 
place where the French were, who having per- 
ceiv'd: them, run to their Arms, and:refoly'd to 
fight it out tothe laſt extremiry. Their Boats: - 
Crew, to the number - of fifreen men, joind 
them, and all rogether they valiantly made head 
againſt the Spaniards, whole number alone was' 


able ro overwhelm them, The Comoros -* 
D + & oa SS aa viruur Ut 


« v41360s Nephew, who commanded the Afﬀail- 
ants, and; a Mortal Wound, of which he dt- 
ed ſhortly afrer his return to thar Iſland. 'The- | 
French foughr like deſperate men, and kill'd fo 
grear a number of the Spaniards, that they forc'd 
them ro rerire to their- Shallops, where: they 
took counſel rogether; and. then rerurn'd to re- 
new their charge, and couragiouſly affaulted: 
the Frexch with Lances, Sagays and Fire-Arms. 
The ſhock was furious," three of the French loſt 
teir Lives, and five were Wounded, ro whom 
the Spaniards gave good'Quatrer. The reſt ſee- 
ing their itrength fo inferior-to thar- of the Ene- + 
mes, abandon'd the Fiel&of. Battle, and rerir'd: 
tw the Mountains, from whence they deſcended 
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not till they had -leen the Spaniards under Sail,who 
before their departure fer the Tents on fire and ri: 
fled all chat belong 'd ro the French, ſo that they re- 
main'd in the Iſle withour Beds, Tents.or Tools ro 
Work with, and leda very miſerable Life for the 
ſpace of three or four months.Many died for want, 
and the reſt ſaw themſelves in danger of periſh. 
ing in the like miſery, when five of che moſt da- 
ring of them reſoly'd tro expoſe themſelves to all 
| ſorrs of perils, rather than remain in this Ifte. 
They made a Pyperi or Canoa, in which 
they determin'd to adventure to Sea, to ſeek out 
for ſome Iſland Inhabized by Chriſtians, of what- 
Tſoever Nation they might be ;and one of themha-! 
ving tappily found an Axe on the Trunk of an- 
Acamas Tree, they made choice of the Wool of 
the Mahot and TrumperT ree,which are the light- 
eſt in that Country, and labour'd with fo great di- 
ligence, thar in three days they join'd roperher- 
ſome pieces of Wood, and inſtead of Morriſe and 
Nails, they made uie 0t great and trongeords, 
and fo firred our their Pyperi. Ir was eleven toor 
wide and fourreen long, and that it mighr cur the. 
Water more nimbly they made ir ſharp pointed, 
and in the middle of it "wry a Maſt fifteen foot 
high: Two of the five {trip'd rhemſelves ro make 
Satls of their Shirts, and having unripr them, they 
ried chem together with great points of Mabor 
Bark, and faſten'd ro them rwo | as of rhe lame 
| Bark, to: Sail near the Wind, or pur our to the 
Main as they ſhould ſee occaſion. Our five Ad- 
venturers having bid adieu ro them that remain'd 
in the [{le, rather with abundance of Tears rhan. 
Words, rhruft their Pyperi into the Water, where 
they ſeared themſelyes rwo in. the Poop, rwo 10 
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the Prow, and one in the middle. The rwo 
that were in. the Poop held an Oar in form of a 
Rudder, ro conduct them whither foever Divine 
Providence ſhould lead them ; the three others 
held each of them an Oar in form of a Bartle- 
Door, and rowing atter the manner of the Sava- 
ges ; that is to ſay, before them. They arriv'd 
extreamly fatigu'd at a little Ifle call'd Virgine 
Gonarda, where Landing, with their Match which 
they carefully kepr burning in rheir Typerl, they 
made a Fire vpon a Bank of Sand, to boil ſome 
Periwinkles andCray-tiſhes that they found there. 
Our afflicted Navigators leaving ths Ifle by force 
of Rowing, gain' that of St. Thomas, where find- 
ing what 4 5k they wanted, as Oranges, 
Cirons,Lemons,Gouyans Pananas and Figs, 
abode rhere five days. From the Iſle of Sr. Thomas 
they continu'd their courſe ro the Southern Coaſt 
of Portrico, where they went aſhore upon a great 
Bank of Land. After they had march'd about rwo 
hours within the Iſle, they knew by rhe great ſtore 
of Beeves, Cows and Hogs,which were Wild,that 
it was the Iſle of Sr. Fohbn Portrico. 

They return'd to their Pyperi, which they 
trim'd anew, to ferch up another lirrle Iſland ro. 
the Windward of Portrico and diſtant fromthence 
abour two Leagues ; they Row'd three days with- 
our being able to get near the ſhore, becauſe rhe 
Tide {till bore ro the Main Land, bur after great 
toil they gain'd at lait a little bank of whire Sand, 
whercLanding they happily ſound rwo Wells dig'd 
there by Mariners ; the water of which was very 
good. Here they atio tound Ring-Doves, Hens and 
other Fowls, in 'o great abundance, and ſo rame,. 
that they kill d them upon the Trees with great 
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All rhefe ſupplies, rogerher with rhe foorſteps 
of men thar they obſery'd, made r1em belieye 
* that this place was frequented by ſome'Fiſher- 
Boats, and thar certainly ir would nor be lony 
before ſome of them arriv d, in which they might 
obtain paſſage ro ſome * Chriſtian Land. For 
this Reaſon they erected a little Tent, in which 
they abode 'near three months, walking every 
day round the Iſland, which is in circuit bat 
two Leagues, withour ſecing any perſon on Land, 
or Ship in the Sea, from whence they might 


hope for Juccour. _ In fine, 'on Sundiy moriing, 
as they were ſaying their uſual Prayers, percet- 
ving a'Bark, which coming from the North, 


Coaſted rhe Ifle, they made a Sign to it with a 
Linnen Cloth faitned ro the top of a long ſtick, 
' and the Caprain mov'd by rhetr reiterated cries, 
commanded ro furl the Mam-ſai!, and ftrike the 
Top-fail, and bear ftraighrt ro Land. Seeing bur 
five Naked 'men withour Arms, he ſent five Ma- 
riners towards them in his Boar, amongſt whom 
was a Walloon, who knowing by their Finn 
that they were French catt by Shipwrack, or 
lome other accident, upon'rhe Coalt of rhariile, 
they charirably receiy'd rhem inro their Bot, 
and broight 'rhem ro the Bark. By means of 
"this Fallon Tmerpreter, - they rehears'd unto the 
 Governour the dreadful mileries they had en- 
dur'd. $0 Piriful a recital rouch'd him ſo ſen{t- 
bly, thar he gave them Shirts aqd Drawers, fur- 
'niſh'd rhem with Bread, Wine, and Aqua-vite, 
"and promis'd that within fifteen days, his Fill- 
ing betng ended, he would rerurn and rake them 
"along with him tro Sr. ous Portrico. Heper- 
form d his promiſe, an 
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. of ſo ſtrange an Adventure, he caus'd their 
Pyperi to be made fait ro rhe Prow of his Bark, 
that he might ſhew ir ro Don Franciſco Maldonads, 
Governour of Portrico for his Cartholick Majelty. 
Having, left rhe Ifland four or five Leagues be- 
hind them, the Spaniſh Pilot looking trom the 
Poop towards the Ifle of Virgins, deſcrid a 
League off ſomewhat in the Sea, moving upon a 
_ piece \of Wood, bur the roo great diſtance hin- 
dering him from'diſcerning whar it was, as they 
approach'd nearer he perceiv'd that it was Men 
floating upon a Pyperi, like to that which was 
faſten d ro rhe Prow of the Bark. They wete 
fix' men, the remainder of thoſe that itaid itvthe 
Ife of Virgins, who had builr a Pypert ro car- 
ry them thence. "Theſe poor French-men know- 
ing their Comrades, beleech d the (Caprain to 
fave their Lives as he had done theirs ; - he took 
them into the Ship, carry'd them. ro Portrzcs, - 
and preſented them all to the Governour/ who 
receiv'd them courteouſly, and order'd a Gar- 
ment tobe given ro cach of them, making the 
Town their Prifon, with Liberry ro earn their 
Bread therein: They had no difficulry to fub- 
it here, every one look'd upon them as extra- 
ordinary perſons, and ar firit contended who 
ſhould be moſt liberal ro them. Thoſe rhar were 
Sill d in any Trade ply'd the fame ; and one of 
them thar could play exquifirely well on the 
Violin, gain'd enough alone' ro ailiit the reſt. 
When they. had gather'd a Sum of Money fuffi- 
centro pay for their paſſage into Europe, they all 
embark d in Spaxz({þ Veſſels, fave one thar Mar- 
ried in the Ilfle, and return'd to their Nartiv 

Coumry, Hiſtory of the Antilles. | 
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The Brave Hollander, 


N the month of Seprember 1641. five Gallies 
and rwo Brigantines, commanded by Aly Pe. 
gelin, General of the Algerine Galleys, delicry'd 
a Dutch Ship that carry'd twenty eight Guns and 
forry Men : The Weather was very calm, (o 
that the Hollander could make no advantage of 
his dails. Pepgelin caus'd the Galleys to adyance 
within Cannon-fhor of tae Ship, and ſeeing thar 
it bore Dutch Colours, he ſent a Jelander Rene- 
gado in one-of the Brigantines, who deliverd 
the fo!'lowing Meflage ro the Captain .: General 
Pegelin hath ſent me to advertiſe you, that if yu 
will yield, h: will ſet you aſhore in ſome Chriſtian 
Land ; and this he hath Sworn to perform by the 
Head of Mahomert. I know Pegelin, an{werd 
the Captain, who had been a Slave formerly : 
The Ship belongeth to the Owners, and the Goods" to 
the Merchants : I cannot give away that which it 
none of my own, but if he doth covet it fo much, let 
him come aboard, and he ſhall ſee whether we can 
fatisfie bim. The Renegade rerurn'd wich this 
Anfwer, which Incensd Pegelin to ſuch a de- 
gree, that he gave Orders to the Gallies to rank 
themſelves in form of a Halt-Moon, -anJd ir that 
order ro come up with the Poyp of the Ship, and 
to diſcharge their Guns all together, and to bar- 
rer her croſswiſe. Their pieces were forty eight 
Pounders. His Orders were Executed, but as 
they were ready to Fire the Guns, the Hollander 


who was a skilful and experienc'd Seaman, by- 


the help of a ſmall Gale that God ſent him, 
withour-loling time turned abour his Ship. By

this means he pur the Enemies into confufion,and 
broke all ther meaſures : For the five Galleys 
coming with full Sails, and haſten'd forwards by 
the utmoſt endeavours of rhe Rowers, inſtead 
of ſurrounding the Ship in form of a Halt- 
Moon, as they defien'd, they found rhemfelves 
pell-mell daſhing and breaking upon -0ne ano- 


' ther. Nevertheleſs, Pegelins Galley boarded the 


Ship, and ſeventy Turks entring it wath their 
Scimirars in their Hands, begun to cut the Ca- 
bles, and throw Fire-works to burn the Ship + 
bur the Dutch Captain, who had all his Meg 
under Deck, made them Fire both from Poop 
and Prow foine Guns charg'd with Musket- 
Bullers,” which kill'd abundance of the Turks. 
In the mean while the Galley that had board- 
ed the Ship durft ttay no longer in fo hor a place, 
becauſe . the Veſſel being deep Loaden,. the 
Mouths of the Guns lay io low, that they uit 
flank'd rhe Deck of the Galley ;' which Pegelin 
ſeeing, he commanded the Galleys to retrea:. 
The Turks who ar the beginning of the Fight en- 
terd the Ship, were much aftonith'd ro ſee the 
Galleys abandon them, and leave them ro the- 
Mercy of their Enemies, and lofing all Courage, 
they that could ſwim threw themielves into the 
Sea, and the Wounded, and they that could not 
iwim, remaind idle Spectators of the Fight. 
The Dutch Captain caus'd his Men to diſcharse 
the Guns charg'd with Nails, Muskert-Bullers, 
and pieces of jron, and in lefs than a Cyarter 
of an hour more than two hundred Turks were 
KiIſd in the (alleys, who retir'd without fecing 
an Enemy. "The Ho{/ander tinding himfelf out | 


& the reach of their Cann9n, cammanded tv 
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kill all the Turks thar were left in the Ship, who 
during the Fight had ſav'd themſelves on the 
Ropes, for it was too hor ſtaying on the Deck. 
"Then did the Caprain with his Men come up 
.above Deck, and fir'd upon the Turks as if they 
had been ſo many _ This was a Re- 
-C'ertion for the Dutch, bur a Tragedy for the 
Turks, who had two Captains kill'd, and the 
Bafla of Tripolies Lieurenapt was mortally 
Wounded. *Thele Galleys that came out a few 
days before, and were a Terror to all the Medi- 
eerranean Sea, return'd thus rudely . handled to 
rhe Port of Algiers. Hiſt. of the Captivity of 
Emanueld'Aranda. 


The Memorable, but Unhappy Retreat. 


"QTaniflaus Zolkzerins, a Perſon of an eminent 
2” Extraction, dedicated himſelf ro Arms fo 
foon as he was well able ro wield them, making 
hrs: firſt Campaign under that Great Chancellor 
an&Captain of Poland, Fohn Zamoysks, who at 
the famous Bartel of Byezin, which decided the 
conrelt berween S:gi/mund and Maximilian con- 
eerning that Crown in tavour of rhe former, had 
the Honour to command the Righr Wing of 
Famoyskies Army, 10 the defeating of that Ene- 
my which oppo'ed him ; in which Encounter he 
received a dangerous Wound in the Knee. His 
conduct in this Ingagemeur, ſoon after adyanced 
him vo be Lieutenanr-General of Poland ; during 
which command, he was imployed againſt rhe 
Rebellious Coſſacks, whom afrer many doubtful 
. Fights, he reduc'd to his own Terms : Ofdelt- 
F£ring up their General, a common Souldier, 
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but of grear Conduct, with three other princi- 

Officers, into his Hands. He defeated rhe 
Swedes at Revel, and afrerward being made Ge- 
neral,- he beat rhe Ruſſians at Cluſmum, enred 
Mucko, forced Demetrius ro quir his Siege, and 
led away the Emperour Zu;skz, and his rwo Bro- 
thers, Caprives into Poland. 

Being ſeverty years of Ape, he was created 
Great Chancellor of Pe/and : He repreſled the 
Tartars in their Invaſion at Orimen, and foon at- 
ter marched with his Army into Moldavia, to 
the Aid of Gratian the Vayvod, againſt rne 
Turks, who fo exrreamly oppreſſed him, that he 
came 1n tro Zolkierivs with bur fix hundred 
Horſe, and fo fatally negligent, thar he could 
give no account of the Enemies number or force, 
even in his own Country ; ſo that rhe General 
bad no certainty till he ſaw them cover the ſur- 
rounding Fields with their numerous Hotts.. 
He himdelf had Incamped upon the Plains of 
Cicora, determining in thar place to attend their 
morions, 

This was in September 1620. The Tartars who 
had joined with the Turks upon this occaſion, 
taving taken ſome Chrittian Priſoners, gained 
irom them an Acconnt of their Strengrh, which 
did not exceed Ten Thonfand effective Men ; 
whereupon they drew up within view of them, 
with an Army double their number, led by 
their Commander Cantimer Mrur{z. A fevr hours 
ater they were followed by Skinder Bafſa, Ge- 
neral of the Twkiſh Army, who pitch'd- rheir 
Tents near thoſe of the Confederates, and like- 
wiſe in fight of the Chriſtians. 

The Poles contained themſelyes within their 
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Frenches rill-a Squadron of 'Ceſ/acks, who had 
the Our: guard, Encountred that of the Tartars; 
whom after a ſmart diſpute, they forced to a Re. 
treat, bur being relieved by their own Men, 
they rurned upon the Chritzans, purſuing them 
up to their, very Trenches, where they allo be. 
ing lealonably reinforced, oppoſed the prevail- 
ing Enemy with fo great L999 4 that having 
kilieda great number, they chaſed them into 


,, their main Body, bur giving no Quarter, did 


conlequently take no-Priſoners, and ſo made no 
diſcovery of the Enemies ſtrength, inſomuch that 
Folkzterins making his computation by whar ap- 
peared in view, and finding his Army chenddy 
upon the Succels of rhat days Action, reſolved 
ro put all upon the Forrune of a Barrel. That 
Night there came « the Turk;//2 Camp Sultan 
Galga the great Chams Brother, with a freſh Ar- 


,my of thirty thouſand choice Souldiers, whereof 


Zollgerius had no knowledge, and therefore, ac 
cording ro his former derermination, he drew 
our his whole Army early the next Morning, 
and ranging them in Barrel, ſtrengrhned both 
Wings with Forrs made of his Waggons and 
Carriages, cloſed rogether on all fides, and fil- 
led with Foor and Cannon, ſo that the Enemy 
could make no advantage of their numbers t0 
infeit their Flanks. Skinder Baſla on the other 
fide ſeeing rhe Order of the Chriſtians, drew hs 
Army into.a Line of Barrel, placing only whe 
Turks, Revolred Walachians, and Tranſyloanians, 
in view, the Auxiliary Tartars being placed out 
of fight, and commanded nor toftir tulla Signs 
was given them to movye, which ſhould be whes 
the Chriſtiazs were Ingaged. The Poles had it: 
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deed ordered their Reſeryes, bur by: an ove* 
confidence advanced upen rhe Enemy, without 
the Proreftion of rheir Forts, contrary to the 
Generals Orders, which the Turks obſerving, the 
Tartars fhewed themſelves on the: Right Wing, 
and extending that way, endeayoured to get be- 
ween the Chriſtians Camp and the Rear of their 
Army, which obliged Zo/kzevjus ro oppole againſt 
them his Reſerves. Tone Fight was: bloody and 
doubtful for rwo hours rogether, -but rhe maitx 
Bartel of the Poles having no ſeconds, (by reaforr 
of the diverſion of their Reſerves ro defend rhe 
Rear) opprefſed by the often repeated charges of 
the Enemies freſh Troops, rhough keeping them-- 
ſelves on the Left Wing, within the protection 
of their Forts, yer were no.longer able ro ſuttain 
the force of thoſe multitudes thar (warmed 
around them ; they therefore faced abour, and. 
breaking through rhoſe Squadrons of Tartars 
who had gor berween them and the Camp,. made* 
their Rerreat in-reaſonable good order, the Bar-- 
barians being checked in their purſuir by the 
Forts above-mentioned, which were till defend- 
&d by the Poles. Thar on rhe Right Wing was 
violently afſaulred by che Enemy, who killed. 
three hundred of the Defendants, and rook four 
of their Field-pieces. Neither had their ſucceſs 
reited there, bur. that the Chriſtians valiantly ad- 
vanced in this extremity, with their belt Troops 
to thetr relief, obliging che Infidels, after a hor: 
diſpute, ro a confuſed Retreat. The Fort or 
Cattle on the other Wing was left unatremprted, 
and Night coming on, the Enemy after, a kind 
of drawn Barrel, whercin there fell one thou- 
land of theirs, and abour fix hundred Chriſtians, * 
cetreared to their Tents, C 3 Thac 
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Thar Night and the next day paſſed with. 
-ouTt any Action, the Poles in the mean time con. 
{ulred waat to do jn this Exigency, bur could nor 
readily come to any determination ; during 
which, a Report was ſpread about the Camp thar 
the chief Ofiicers deligned to {teal away from 
the Army, which cauted niuch dilturbance, till 
the generous af{furances of their Leaders had 
cor poſed their Spirits, who vowed to live and 
dye with rhem. Zolkgerius propoſed in Council 
that they ſhould nexr day try the Fortune of 
another Barrel, wherein they might eaſily cor- 
rect the Errors of the former Day ; and being 
now informed of their own and the Enemies 
{trength, rhey could betrer underſtand theirad- 
vantages, having hitherto failed more in Condud& 
than in Courage, and if rhe Succeſs ſhould an- 
Jwer the Artempr, they might then think of re- 
tiring towards the Confines of their own Coun- 
ary, Where they would be ſure to meer with new 
Supplies, for the further proſecution of the 
War. 

The very mention of another Battel ſurprized 
many of the grear Perſons, eſpecially Alexander 
Kalinowsks,, Dake Corecki, and Nicholas Siruſe, 
three of the mott Eminent Lords 11 the: Army, 
who-envying the Command of Zolkierius, were 
the mcre apt ro oppote his Advice,. etpecially 4n 
41s juncture, when they mutt bring their Lives 
to. an apparent hazard : They therefore abs 
lately declared againit ir, and that there was no 
fatery bur in a {udden flight, by vyhich means 
they might avoid Dearth, or a Turks/b Bondage, 
vvhich vyas yet more "Terrible. And being re- 
tolyed to pur the Councils they had giver in Exe- 
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cution, thar Night they rook the firſt opportunity, 
zfrer the Watch vvas ler, ro quit the Camp, pro- 
poling ro themſelves, rhar, by the fayour of the 
darkneſs rhey might ger over rhe River Prue, 
which covered rhe Rear of the Camp, before the: 
Enemy could rake the alarm of their departure ; 
Gratian the Vayvod, for whole preſervation the 
War was undettaken, went away with them, 
and kaving, by the number of their Train and 
Dependants, made a conſiderable party, they 
concluded rhemielves of Strength able, by rhe 
advantage of the Night, to break through all 
oppoltition. .* 
here was a ſecond Report ſpread in the Ar- 

my, that the General himſelf was gone likewile, 
which carrying Terror with it, the inferior Offi- 
cers and Souldters were upon preparation for the 
flight alſo ; whereof Zolkzerins having ſpeedy no- 
rice mounted on Horieback, and cauſed many 
lighred Torches to be carried before him, ſhew-» 

himſelf ro his Souldiers, fucrounded their 
Quarters, ſpoke ro every one he mer, and incou- 

ed all with his preſence and chearfulneſs. 
Headded, That he could not be guilty of ſo nefarious 
a Treaſon as to deſert fo many brave Men bis fellow 
Souldiers ; that they had ſerved too long under bis 
Command, to conceive their General capable of ſo 
wicked an AG, as to ſully al! his Honour by fo ſordid 
6 Retreat : That for hu part, he had no other confi 
deration for his Life, but in order to their preſerva- 
tion, and ſince ſome (he muſt confeſs Eminent Per- 


ſons) had preferred their own Safety above all ſenſe 


of Honour, he was glad they were gone, hoping trey 
bad carriec! away with them that Contagion of Cow- 


ardice which might have infetted the whole Army. -

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He aiſo would wiſh them a good Fourney, provided 
*hey would tell the King, and ſuch of their Frieng; 
as ſhould inquire after them, - That they had Aban- 
dmed the Army and their General, in the.Plains of 
Cicara, engaged againſt theirs and the Common Ene- 
my of Chrittendom s 

Though Zslkerizs had harangued his Souldi- 
ers in {uch 'Lerms as the'*, and with a ſerene 
Countenance, yer he could fcarce compoſe. the 
Minds of thoſe who were di{turbed with Terror 
and Fear, and could nor be obliged ro rerurn ro 
their Duty, ull a ſence of the danger of their 
Ditobedience obliged them to it : Bur they were 
wholly confirmed by rhe ill ſacceſs of thoſe 
Lords,. and others, that had Deferred them, who 
by their Ungenerous flight had haſtened, and 
nor prevenred, their own Ruine; for in paſling 
the River, which was rather rapid than deep, 
many of them mifling the Ford were over- 
evhelmed in it, © Kalinowsks himielf periſhed in 
the Stream, and ſuch as got oyer were moſt of 


them knocked on the Head by the Tartars, who+ 


Guarded that Poſt. Gratian and his Moldavians 
being skilled in rhe paſſage and ways got clear 
off, bur being purſued by his ill Fate; had rhe 
recompence of his Infamous flight rewarded up- 
on him by the Treachery of his own Servants, 
who murdered their Lord to poſſels themfelvyes of 
whar Treaſure he had brought away with him. 
The reit of the party, after a vain attempt to 
pats the River, nor daring to Land on the other 
ide, wer, weary, and confounded wirh, thame, 
came back ro the Camp, twhich awhile betore 
they lad forſaken as delperare, repoſing now all 
nerr fafery in thar of the Army. 


| 
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The Poles by theſe loſſes, and the eſcape of 
nine hundred Cofſacks, (who by a more lucky 
Fate than that of their Felluws, - had broke 
through a neglected Quarter withour oppoſition) 
being much weakned, and far unequal in ftrengrh 
to the Enemy, and nor daring to attempr ano-- 
ther Fight, wirhout manitelt danger of loſing 
all, they refolved upon a Retrear. They had 
bt many of their Horles, and more died daily. * 
for want of Forrage ; they were harafled with 
Duty, and had no hope of Relief trom Poland, 
being Befieged by a Barbarous Enemy, ready 
p their apprehenfions ro Storm their Cawp 
every moment, Their Provitions were ſhort, 
and no pojſibiliry. of Supplies from withour, all, 
the fides of. rhe Camp being Inveited fo, rhat 
t was impoſſible for them to ſubfitt for want of 
Food, in expeStanon of Succour from 'their own 
Country ; neither had the King, by_reafon of, 
the Interruption of the Paſſages, received bur 
one Lerrer from Zolkzevius when it was too late, 
wherein he gave hun an account . of his condi- 
ton, and how he-had been unſeaſonably aban- 
doned by fome of the Army. 

This was the Stare of Afairs in the Camp, 
wute rhe Enemy. without lay cloſe upon them, 
ad compuring the diſtreſſes and diſorders with-- 
n, by the Delcrtion of rchoſe-rhat had lefr rhem, 
tey were much raiſed in their kopes, defpiſing - 
al Propoſals of quitting rhe place ; fo thar Sepe. 
22. the whole Turzzſh Army was drawn up be- 
fore the Camp, threatning, a general Afaulr, 
unlels they inſtantly furrendred ar diſcretion. . 
Next day they did the like, and on rhe 26th. the 
balga, or Prince of Tartary, . approaching near 
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the Trenches was mer by Duke Corecks upon 
- Parole, who propoſed an excefiive Ranler for 
himſelf, and ſome few with him, and deſcending 
ro ſome particulars for Rendition of the Camp, 
detring only that the Souldiers might Ma 

away with their Swords, the Tartarian left them 
"with Scorn and Anger, and clapping his Hand 
r9 his Scimirer, bid rhem expect no other condi- 
tions than whar the ſharpneſs of that would afford 
them. 

Folkzerius baving throughly compured the 
Stare of his Affairs, relolved ro quit the Camp, 
and having ordered all things accordingly, which 
xook up three days time, being affiited inthe 
Method of his Deſign ' by Martin Kaſanowsly, 
an old Experienced Collone!, Sept. 29. that part 
'of rhe Wall rhrough which rhe Camp was to 
pals being opened, the Army abtour Sun-ſcr be | 

* gan its March in the following Order : On bot 
hdes.a row of Waggons, as it were chained roges 
ther five hundred 'paccs in length, trawn 
their Horics, c'oled the_Wings, the Front con- 


fiting licewiſe of linked Waggons, took up} 


three hundred paces, and the Rear being fenced 
with the like Barricada, rogether with the out- 
fide of the Camp, was furtitied with Cannon 
The Wounded, Sick, Baggage, and all rhe beſt 
Horſes of the Army, were placed in the midlt, 
while the OScers and Souldiers marched on the 
gurfide of the Camp with Colours flying, and 
their Arms ready fixr to rcfiit any Aſſault. 
The Tartars obſerving this order of the Pats,

Night approaching, they durſt only lend our 
ſmall parties ro obſerve their motion, and fo 
they marched rwo Moldaviſh miles that Night, 
without any diſorder but what they received ar 
the paſſage of a Lake, which yer did nor much, 
incommode them, fince they were nor eagerly - 
refled upon by rhe Enemy. Sept. 30. Skinder 
bat aſſaulred rhe Camp on all tides with his 
united Forces, but being repulſed with grear 
loſs, they marched yer rwo Moldaviſ miles more 
thar Night, which is abour Ten Engliſh miles. .

Fhe Chriſtians Armed with a Native Courage, 
and more Inflamed by rheir Deſpair, exceeded 
their Enemies, for deſpiting their mulrirudes, and. 
reſolving 'ro Conquer or Dye, they made. a 
Charge upon rhoſe that had entred, with a fury 
{uirable ro the circumſtance of their Afﬀairs, and 
forcing the foremott back on their Fellows, 
made rhem contribute ro rheir own Diſorders;

The Tarta#s having got before them, Of. 5.

and being grown Skilful in this kind of March, 
broke through all the Reſiſtance made againſt 
them, though with ſome diſorder in the Rear; 
occafioned by the Fears of the Waggon-me

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their Charge ; bur by rhe Valour and Condy&

The Fiery Misfortune. 


Iv the year 1618. Dec. 28. I George Bonlekoe 

went Aboard rhe Ship Named rhe New Horn, 
burthen eleven hundred Tun, and rwo hundred 
and fix Men, and Sailed from the Texel in Hol- 
land bound for the Eaſt-Indies. In three days 
we lolt fight of the Enz/iſh Coats, the foarth 10 
oreat a Storm arole, that we were forced to Jet 


"down our Top-Sails, and increaſing in the New 
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five great Waves rolled over our Veſſel, which 
filling our Deck with Water, madeour Men cry 
our,, He ſink, the Port-holes are open. Hearing 
that, I ran to the fore-part of the Ship, bur iound 
them all cloſe, and freed rhe Men from their 
fear. I ſenta Man into the Hold, who found no 
Water there, We drained our Deck with Buck- 
ers, and threw over-board the Seamens Cheſts, 
which by rolling about much incommoded us z 
the Wind and Rain were ſo violent, that the 
Sky and Sea ſeemed joined rogerher, and the 
Lightning made all appear like a Flame. The 
Storm ftill continued, when we perceived great 
Flocks.of Sea-Gulls, which made us think we 
were near the Iſle of Breſil, though we could 
not ſee it; at lengrh the fury of the Winds broke 
off our Main-Maitabour five yards above Deck, 
which pur us in great fear, bur with much la- 
botr we made our Fore-maſt ro ſerye in the 
blace, . 
The Tempeſt continued ſixteen days and then 
the Wind ceaſed. When having repaired- our 
Tackle we purſued our Voyage; ſteering our 
courſe to the Canary lands, and perceiving a 
Ship behind us we {topt our courle expecting 
her, and found ir was the New Zealand, who 
had ſuffered no dammage by the Storm. Next 
day we met with another; called the New Enchy- 
ſen, both bound for the Eaſt-Indies, fo we Sailed 
all three in company, making merry every day 
Aboard of each other, and pafſing by the Cana- 
zes, Came to the Ifles of -May and Fonges, where 
the Milts and Rains were fo thick, that we loſt 
light of each other. We ſounded ar. Fenges bur 
iound .no bottom, and ſent our Long-Boar _ 
war 
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ward the ſhore, bur the Sp.niards at Land ſhor 
at them with Muskets, and wonld: not ſuffer 
them to come aſhore ; whereupon having ta- 
ken a few Fiſh, we weighed Anchor and Sail'd 
roward the Equinotial Line. Next -mornin 
we again diſcovered our rwo Companions, and 
joyfully falured each other, who rold us, That 
Landing at the Iſle of May to buy ſome Provi- 
hons, rhe Spaniards oppoſed and killed rwo of 
their Men, which made them rerurn empry. 
Ar length arriving under the Line, the Weather 
calmed, and the Winds were (o uncertain, ſome- 
nimes rurning a{l the Compaſs at ohce, that we 
were obliged to ftay there rhree Weeks. The 
Sea-was calm in the Day and rough at Night, 
and the Waves that bear againſt our Veſſel 
ſeemed like Flames of: Fire. | 

We proceeded toward the Cape of Good Hope, 
and ſaw Sea-Gulls chequer'd with black Spots 
on their Wings, of which we took ſeveral, with 

n Inſtrument whereto a littleBell was ryed. Theſe 

owls yo always near the Cape,and guided us 
thither, but the Wind blowing hard, we paſſed ir 
withour Landing,” ſince all our = were 1n 
Health, this being abour- the as of May, five 
months after cur departure from. Holland. . 

We ſteered our courſe roward Madagaſcar, and 
parted company with. the rwo other Ships, who 
borh took adifferent courſe. Ar this rime ſeveral of 
our Men were Sick, whereupon we endeayoured 
to. Land, perceiving feveral perſons walkingalong 
the ſhore ; one of our Men got aſhore and {poke t0 
chem,bur could not underitand wharz rhey faid,0n- 
ly by ligns perceived thar they informed us there 
was a better Landing place a little lower, Meet- 
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ing with no freſh Proviſions here,ro the great grief 
ot the Sick people (whole number daily increa- 
ſed, and ſome of them dyed) they came tothe 
Captains Cabbin, and defired him to ſeek Land, 
affirming they ſhould recover as ſoon as they 
came aſhore by the help of the Air. 

The Caprain hereupon relolyed to Sail to the 
Ile of Maſcarius, but when he arrived there, 
the Wind was fo ſtrong, rhat Heyn *Roll -ouc 
Merchant would not conſent they ſhould ven- 
ture to go aſhore, Yet at Jengrh, by the imipor- 
tunity of rhe Sick men, they were pur into a 
Shallop, having a Sail ro n—ked Tons with 
Oll, ” Era Kettles, and other Urenhfils, along 
with-them, and ſo were fer aſhore, where they 
inſtantly threw themſelves on the Graſs, and in 
a ſhort rune found much benefit from the {weer 


neſs of the Air. We diſcovered ſeveral Pidgeons 


and Ring-Doves on the Trees, who ſuffered us 
to take them with our Hands ; of which we kt- 
led and waſted rwo hundred in one Day. We 
found likewile tore of Shell-fiſh, which we-Stew- 
ed with Damask-Prunes brought from Holland. * 
Bur this place being inconvenienc, - I went mm 
the Shallop, vvith ſeveral orhets, upon , diſcoye- 
ry, and five Leagues further 'vve found Springs 
of Water near the ſhore, bur ſomevyhar brackith 
by communication vvith the Sea. Here vvere 
Ring-Doves, gray Parrots, and other Fovvl; vvirh 
a great number of Tortoiſes, 25 of them rogether 
lomerimes ſhading themſelves under a Tree ; vve 
took as many as vve pleaſed, for they did nortear 
us. There yvas likevviſe a ſort of Animals yvith 
{mall Wings bur could not fly, being fo far thar 
they drevy their Tails after them on the ground; 
nd yyere {catce able to move, | I 
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It was pleaſant ro obſerve, that when we made 
a Parrot or other Bird cry and makea noiſe, all 
thar heard it came to his relief, and were there- 
by raken. We then pur our Sick men aboard 
the dhip, and brought them to this place, and 
then eight of our Seamen were ſcnt ro ferch in 
Proviiion and Fiſh in the Rivers, where they 
catch'd ſtore of excellent Fiſh, ſome as big as 


Salmons. Here was a little River of freſh Wa- | 


rer, on the brink whereot grew fuch thick Trees, 
and in ſo exact order, as it they had been plant- 
ed, yielding a very fine proſpect. We found 
herea Plank, wherein was cut 1: great Lerrers, 
That Admiral Adrian Maerrs, ſtanding into this 
Road with thirteen Sail of Ships, and having fent 
ſome Shallops to Land, they were all daſhed im pneces 
by a furious Storm, and all the Men drowned ; but 
during our {tay the Sea was cali enough. Our 
Men run over ail the Iſland without meeting 
with any Humane Creature, bur found good 
{tore of Birds, and another River full of Fit ; 


and pulling off their Shirts, and ſpreading them” 


on the Water, carch'd ſeveral excellent Eeles. 
Every morning we had the pleaſure to fee the 
Tortoiles come out of the Sea ra run upon the 
ſhore, digging holes in the Sand wherein to lay 
their Eggs, the number of which were ſome- 
- rimes two hundred, and then covering up the 
holes that lay next the Sun, they left them to be 
' hatchd by the heat thereof, from whence we 
might ſee young 'Tortoiſes no bigger than Walk 
nuts, running upon the Sand. 
In this place were many Palm-trees, from 
whence we drew a very nes Liquor. We 


aw kveral-Deer, but fo 


ld rhar werook only | 
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an old one whoſe Horns were Worm-eaten, and 
the fleth unpleaſant to eat. We fer up a Sun 
Dial ro know how rhe time paſſed. Our Sick 
being fully recovered, and our Veſſel trimmed 
and aired, we bear a Drum for our people ro 
bring aboard all the Proviſions ; one of whom 
by ſhooting at a Fowl, loſt his Eye by the break- 
ing of the Gun. Afrer we had Sojourned twen- 


' ry one days in this ſmall Ifland, we Sailed for 
' St. Marys near Madagaſcar, the Water on the 


ſhore being clear like Chryital, ſo-that we could 
diſcern the botzom; rhe Inhabitants perceiving us, 
came in their Canoa's, made our of an hollow 
Tree, ro our Ships fide, bringing with 'them 
Apples, Cirurns, Rice and Fowl, but we could 
notunderitand rhem, only they cried 6ur, Bon 
Bee Cou, ue Cicon, ſignifying thereby that they 
had Cows, Calves, Sheep and Fowls, and rhar 
what they brought was only a ſmall 'ſample. 
We beheld rhem with much amazemerr, and” 
rave them a great Bowl of Wine, into which 
putting their Heads they drunk like Beaſts, and 
the fumes of the Wine petting into rheir Brains, 
made them ſhew a - rhouſand Antick Tricks, 
They vvere Naked, only their Nudirives cover- 
ed yvith a Skin, their complexion yellovy, incli- 
ning to broyyn, by rubbing themſelves yvirh a 
certain Oyl ro keep off rhe hear of the Sun. We 
went daily on ſhore ro exchange with them lu- 
tle Bells, Spoons, Knives, and Coral for Calves, 
Sheep, Rice and Milk. They brought Milk in 
Leaves made like a cloſe Basker, ſo that we 
were forced to pierce a hole to get it our. 

After rwo or three days ſtay, we Sailed three 


orfour Leaguesfurther, where going on ſhore we *

a Candle ro fill his Runlet with Aqua Vite, 
thar ir might be ready next morning. to diltr-

ving finiſhed his buſineſs, endeavours to. pluck

he Sun was now ſetting, which much af- 
flicted us, who had no hope bur in Heaven, to 
which we continually addreſs'd our Prayers : 
Ar length we were comfortably ſurprized with 
the ſight both - of the, Shallop and Cock-Boay, 
which came very near,us ; I called out ro them, 
Save your Captain : They, anſwered me,, Is au 
Captain ſtill alive ? I rold them, I am the Perſan, 
The Young-man, my Companion, ſer. himſelf 
couragiouſly ro Swimming, bur 1 being 
by my Wounds and Bruiles, cried out, If the 
world have me they muſt come and; fetch me. 
Then rhey made up toward me, and our Trum- | 
. peter threw out a Rope, which I faſtened about 
my middle ; and rhus they drew me to -them, 
T had formerly made a little Lodge in my Shak 
lop for two perſons, wherein I was laid, ir "oo 


thought I would ſoon expire. Heyn Rot, 
others, viſited me, whom I adviſed ro keep. 
Night near the Wreck, to ſee if they could find 
any Provifions, or a Compaſs to find Land, 
for rhey left the Ship in fuch haſte, that they 
rook not any Mcat ner Drink with them: 
They ro'd me likewiſe, that the Pilot had raken 
away the Compals out of his Lodge, as foreſee- 
ing we muit'abandon rhe Ship. 

hat Night Heyz Rel! made the  Sea-men 


, with each of us a Board in ous |: 


Row hard to try if they cquld perceive Land, 
. þutat Day-break, ro their heap, grouÞle, © they 
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- could ſee none. They came and asked my ad- 


vice, I rold them they had done ill in nor con- 
gnuing near the Wreck lait Night, where they 
might have found ſtore of Provifions, fince I 
had ſeen pieces of Fleſh and Cheeſe ſwim in 
great quantities about our Legs, fo thar we 
could icarce make way for them when we were 
on the Mait. They defired me to rife a little, 
which I did wich much difficulty ; I demanded 
what Proviſions they had, rhey ; AB hr me two 
lite Barrels with abour eighr —__ of Bisker, 
which was their whole Srock. Comerades, aid 
I, this will not do, lay by your Oars, for you do 
but.. weary your ſelves with Rowing, take your 
Shirts and mike. Sails of them ; which they did. 
I offered mine bur they would not accept 1t, 
defiring to preſerve my life, We were abour 
forty jg perſons in the Shallop, and twenty fx 
in the ſmall Boat; in all ſeventy rwo. There 
was a good Morning Gown and Cuſhion in rhe 
{mall Boar which were given m2. Our Surgeon 
having no Remedies [ef ftop'd the ro holes in 
my Head wich chewed Bread, which with Gods 
athitance cured rhem. 

Our Sails being ready, we ſteered by the 
courſe of the Stars, though we could ſcarce di(- 
cern their Rifing and Sirting ; the Night was 
extream cold, and rhe day very hot, the Sun 
ſhining juſt over our Heads. We invented an 
Inſtrument, by rhe Coopers help, to rake the * 
Suns height, and afterwards with Chalk made 
a litrſe Sun.Dial L cur on a Plank, behind the 
Shallop, a Charr, in the beſt manner I could, 
and there deſcribing the Iſles of Sumarre, Fave, 
and the Streight of Sunda, lying berween theſe 
4 & 
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rvvo Iflands. That day the Ship vvas loſt, ] 
had taken the height, and found we wete in 
p five Degrees and half South Larirude, and now 
" found we were near ninety Leagues from Land. 
I made likewiſe a Compaſs, and directed our 
courſe ſeventy Leagues tide-ways to get Land, 
that we mighr the better know where. 19 


I now diftributed our ſmall ftore of Bigket, 
giving every man his allowance, which was not 
much bigger than ones Finger ; this was ſoon 
gone, and we had no Drink, fo that our thirſt 
was inſupportable, bur ſoon after it happened tg 
Rain, and we ftrerch'd out our Sails to receive 
it, and wringing the Warer into our little Bar, 
rels, filled them therewith. . I made oneof my 
Shooes ſerve for a Cup, and cauſed every Man 
to take his turn in coming to the Barrel, and 
having drank, to give place to his companion, 
They intreared'.me to Drink my fill, whuch [ 
would nor, - contenting my ſelf with the ſame 

rtion as the ret. And thus. we kept rogether, 
bur the Shallop our-failing rhe Cock-baar, and 
there being none in it that undertitood Naviga- 
tion, they beg'd of me to be received .into the 
Shallop, bur the -Seamen oppoſed ir, , ſaying, 
Thar though the Shallop was large, yer it could 
nat hold fo great a number, and thereupon rhey 
cur the Ropes and left them. Great was our 
calamiry, being wirhour Proviſions, and. out of 
fight of Land, yer I ftill incouraged rhem, by 
jaying they: were nor far from ir ; but they mur- 
mured/ often, crying our, Our Captain teils 1 
 anare than. be »;nows, fince we every day | ſeem 
" to be-at 4. greater diſtance j"o9m it. Burt whenit

ſeemed impoſſible for us to ſubſift any :4onger, 
it pleaſed God to fend a great number. of -Sta- 
Gulls, who flew about us as if they deſfiredity 
to be raken ; we caught ſome of them, bur hat 
not parience to pluck off the Feathers, yer ear 
them with as good an Appetite as if rhey had 
been dreſt, _ 
Bur ſtill deſcrying no Land, we began to de- 
ſpair ; thole in the other Boat coming up, again 
beg d us to take them in, which at lengrh wwe 
did, eſteeming ir berter rodye all togerhes,” fince 
there was no ſign of Relief, being therimall (e- 
venty rwo Souls without either Meat of Drink, 
or expectation of getting any. Looknig thus | 
woefully upon each other, by the goadnefs' of 
Heaven a great quantity of flying Fiſh roſe 
from the Water, flying rill rheir Wings were 
dry, and then fell down into our Boar ; we'itn- - 
mediately ſeized and divided them, andearthem 
raw, which comforted us and kept us from ftat- 
ving, ſo that none dyed, which was wonderful, 
ſince many already drank Sea-Warer, notwirh« 
ſtanding all my Remonſtrances ; others held 
Musker-bulers in their Months ; others agam 
drunk their own Urine fo long as it was good, 
but ar Icength ir wonld nor ſerve. | 
Our calamity till increaſing, we began t9 
look upon one another with a cruel eye, plainly 
diſcoyering our delign to feed upon each orher : 
Ar laſt, it came almot to an open reſolurion, 
thar the Boys ſhould be killed and eaten 'tirit, 
and then they would caft Lots amongſt them» | 
ſelves. Ir is impoſſible ro expreſs the: Horror 
which I had at this propoſal, perceiving their 
readineſs ro execure ir ; 1 therefore earneſtly 
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begged of God ro change rheir. Minds, and pre- 
ſerye; them from this Cruelty, and going w 
ahem, :{aid, Friends,. I do aſſure you we are nat 
far from . Land, for I know it by my Inſt 
ments ; hop? in God and he will relieve ws. 
[They replied, I were uſed to entertain them 
with ſuch diſcourſes, telling me plainly, That if 
they : diſeerned no Land in ſuch a. time, they 
would certainly begin to eat the Boys. Confi- 
dering their, barbarous Reſolution, I reiterated 
my moſt; earneſt Prayers to the Almighty, nor 
0 ſuffer.us to be rempred beyond our power, 
bur rq guide and direct us to ſome place of ſafe- 
ty. We. were grown fo lean and faint that we 
could ſcarce ſtand, and our Merchant Heyn Roll 
was not able ro riſe from the ground, ſo thatmy 
whole bufineſs was to go from Poop ro Prow to 
comfort. them, though I wanted as much conſo- 
lation my lelf. 
- We Salled thus at all Adventures ill Dec. 2- 
1619. being the thirteenth day fince we loft our 
Ship : We had then ſome Rain, which we 
ercedily received, and filled our two ſmall Vel- 
{els,. and every Man at Night ficod back 10 
back againſt each other like Sheep againft rhe 
cold. Next morning the Weather cleared up 
and the Quarrter-maſter being ar the Helm, hol- 
lowed out, Land, Land, Land: All our people 
extreamly rejoyced at rhe News, and taking 
frelh ſtrength and couragey we hoiſted up our 
Sails, and got aſhore thar very Day, where we 
praiſed God, thar had nor ſuffered us ra commit 
the crime we were abour ro perpetrate, for this 
was the laſt Day pretixt for this cruel and barba- 
_xous Reſolution of earing the Boys. We _ 
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the Iſland, and found abundance of Coco- 
Nurs bur no freſh Water; we drew a very pl:a- 
anr Liquor from them, and eat the Mear. We 
could find no Mai on the place, though it ſeem- 
ed ro have been Inhabired, but ſaw a Serpent as 
big as our largeſt Barrels. This Iſland is diſtanr 
four or five L-agues from Sumatra ; we coafted 
Eaftward as !0.3g as our Nurs laſted, which be- 
ing ſpent, we kept near the Iſle ro find a conve- 
mency tro Land, becauſe rhe roughneſs of the 
Sea made ' ir dangerous, and likewiſe a Bank of 
Sand ; bur at length, we gor aſhore withour any 
other dammage than being wer with the daſhing 
of the Waves. 
'-Here we found freſh Water, and Beans 
amonglt rhe Herbs, and a lirtle further Tobacco 
and a Fire, which was very pleaſing to-us' vince" 
we knew the Hland was Inhabired, we kindled @ 
Fire in fix or ſeven places, repoſing que ſelyes. 
abour it, and ar Night placed Sentinels ro! pre- 
vent furprizals froaz the- Inhabiranrs. In the 
Night we were as iick and-griped wirh: the Beans: 
as we hadbeen-before with the Coco's ; and ar 
the' fame 'rime rhe Narives, favoured by the: 
darknels, came upon us; of which our Senrinels: 
gave ns notice, and though we were Sick, and: 
tad no orher Weapons bur rwo Harchers and an: 
od ruity Sword, yer we reſolved toi {elb our 
Lives as dear as poifible, and ranging our men 
In Bartle, vyith cach a Fire-brand ttrerch'd- our: 
at falllength in his Hand, anJ the ſparkles fly- 
mg in the Air, vye approached the Barbarians, 
vrho- vvere much - attoniſh'd; nor diſcerning, 
what Arms yve*had; and thereupon. fled-vuiths . 


_ Ub ſpced, and vye-revarned. to. our Fires,, and = 
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ſtood upon our Guard. . In the morning yye 
ſaw three Men coming taward us, and ſome of 
our Company ſpoke to them in the Malay Lar- 
guage, and they asking who we were, he told 
them Hellanders, that had loft their Ship by Fire, 
and defired Provifions, which they, toon aiter 
brought, both of Rice and Fow1,. for which 
we paid cight Crowns, and divided it betwixt 
us, and met with a Liquor as lirang as Wine, 


in a fmall Village, of which we drunk each his. 
hare. The Narives ſct ons by us, bur ſpake- 


Nat a Word, ſceming amazed to ſee.us. 

After this I bought a Buffle of them for five 
, Crowns, bur he was ſo W1ll I could nor rake 
him, fo our Men-ftaid aſhore ro catch him, and 
{ :went in a Canoa, with rwo Negro's, to. the 
Shallop, who I ſuppoſe. deligned ro do me: a 
miſchiet if there had been opporrtunity,,. bur [ 
uled fuch rough Language toward.them, that 
they ſaw I did not fear them. Next morning 
we ſaw rwo men, bringing a Bufllc, which I pcr- 
ceiving not 10 be the lame, asked them . why 
aur Men did/nort. return ; tbey fajzd, They. had 
nor yer caught the Bufle. Wcll, Taid 1, we will 
make ſure of this, and orderc« the Serjeant-to 
cur off his Legs, at which the Buifle feil,. and 
the Negro's {er up an horrid cry, upon which 
wo or three hundred more came out of 4 
Wood upor! :s, deligning 10 furprize us by get? 
ring berwixt us and the Shallop, bur our. three 
Sentinels gave notice of it, aud came ro our aſ- 
fiſt2nce, they approaching us. with Swords and 
Favelins.; whereupon we made 12 our ,gnallop, 
. and zhey puriyzed-ys farioully r9the fide of i 
Lhe Baker of our Ship wreugly Wopdes 
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our raſty Sword, and two others did the fame 
with the rwo Hartchetrs, bur finding: our ſetves 
over-powered, we cut our Cable and Sailed 
away; ſome of the Negro's lay- Deal,  atid 
others Wounded, on the Water. The-yaliant 
Baker received a Wound in his Belly by an In- 
yvenomed Arrow, of which he died. We loſt 
twelve Men in the Fight, and four that were 
lefr aſhore, which we were very loth to depart 
wichour, but having only eight Hens, and a lit- 
tle Rice for fifry perſons, we Sailed along the 
Coaſts, near the Rocks, and found ſtore of 


{mall Oytters. 
We left the Bay, and Sailed upon the Main. 


aſhore again in another Iſland, where we found 
ſome Bamboos and Palm-rrees, the rops where- 
of being very tender we eat. Here. from the 
trop of an high Mountain I diſcovered the 
Streight of Sunda, and rhe Iſles of Fava and. 
Sumatra, which was joyful news tous all, being 
inpanent rg ſee {ome of our own' Country-men. 
once more, who had a Factory there. Sailing 
on. we met with lome Holland Ships, and among 
others, one of thoſe who loit company of us 
near' the Canary-Iflands, who art firit did not: 
know us, bur when we difcovered our ſelves, 
the Captain embraced us with Tears. of Joy, 
and we-went aboard his Ship, relating ro him at 
large our woeful Misfortunes, which, he - could. 

got heat; without ,much emotion. He gave us. 
2 Yatch to. go to Battavia, where Fobn Peter, 
Kyen kepr his Court, where bemg./arrived?' we. 
Id the. Guards. we . defired. ro ipeak-With the- 
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manded us. to be broughr into his preſence : Af. 
ter we had paid our reſpects ro him, we gave 
a. accounc of - our ſelves, and of the fatal acci- 
dent that :had occaſioned the burning of our 
Ship, -and all the ſad Difaiters arrending us after- 
wards... He replied, It was indeed a\ miſerable 
Aecident, but God, laid he, has miraculouſly pre- 
ferved you in all your Dangers. He command- 
ed his. Attendants ro bring ſome Canary : My 
Lord Drank ro mem a great Cup of Gold, and 
faid I was welcome, and that we ought to cons 
fider our {elves as Men. thar had once loſt our 
Lives, and now by Gods great Mercy had found 
ehem again; adding, muſt be pone thy Night 
to Bantam wpon urgent occaſions, do you remain 
here and eat at my Table till my return. 
Ei.hr days after we were ordered ro attend 
hun at Bautam, where he fent for me, ſaying, 
Captain Bontekoe, go on Board the: Shepherd 
Veſſel till further Order. | accepted rhis Cant 
mition with hearty thanks, and Heyn Roll had 
likewiſe a Commiſion to- exercife Merchan- 
dize : Soon after my Ship, with rwo- others, 
were ſent ro:vard the Coa'ts of China; and co- 
ming to-a Town called Laritocken, whole Inha- 
buants named Specks and Mts much obſtructed 
Trade, thereupon our Council reſolved-that we 
Gould, Artack, and endeavour re: Deſtroy them g 
in. purſuance whereof, we put ſome Men- aſhore, 
who ſer ſome Houſes on Fuxe, on purpoſe to di- 
vert the Inhabitants by quenching them, ro.give 


ws-the, bertce-opportuniry. rw Land our Forces, 
v which bawing done, rhote in the Fort perceiving: 


vs;.medc: wesSalics upon us, and killed rweaty 
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Having taken in freſh Water, we Sailed ro- 
ward Amboina, and parting with Heyn Roll, not 
without much regret, remembring the miſeries 
we both jointly ſuffered, we ar tength arrived at 
the famous City of Batavia, where the Go- 
yernour received me favourably, and made me 
Captain of a berrer Ship, ſnewlv arrived from 
Holland, called the Groningen, in which I Sailed 
to the Road of Fambay. Our Pilot went in a 
Boar up the River to vifit Captain Martes, wha 
entertained him very kindly ; departing from 
thence he found himielf drowtie, and repoſed 
on an Hill ncar the Sea, butin the Night fell in- 
to the Water and was Drowned. 

Having paſlied rwo years -in Voyaging, I was 
ſent in company with eight Ships. more, by or- 
der from General Kyu, ro go to Piſcalors, to 
oblige the Chino ro Iratle either by tair means 
or foul ; and April 22. we calf Anchor before ' 
Macon, being now fifteen Sail, and next day we 
began ro barter the City, and in the mean time 
our Commarder in chief took rhe opportunity of 
the great Fire we made, to Land fix hundred 
Men, the Enemy endeavoured ro hinder them, 
bur our men, with their Swords in their Hands, 
drove them our of the" renches which they had 
made; and we becatne Matters of the lower 
ground, and purſued rhem vigorouſly, whea by 
accident the fire rook our 'Powder, which the 
Enemy underſtanding, came upon us with fuck 
fury, that we were ' wholly diſordered, and 
forced ro fly rowards our Shallops, in grear con-- 
fufion, with the lofs of+ one hundred and thirry 
. bf our-Men, and near as many” Wounded, 
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| We Sailed from hence roward the Coaſt of 
China, and mer a Jonque richly Laden, bound 
for the Man#lles ; we took her, and made two 
handred and fifry Chin/s Prifoners, and faſten. 
Ing the Jonque behind our Ship, we fer fifteen 
of our Men ro Guard thirty of them, yer ſcarce 
thought our ſelves ſafe, and therefore pur them 
all down in the Hold, and ſhut rhe Hatches up 
on them, ſetting .. fix men with their Swcrk 
drawn, and Lamps burning all Night, to Watch 
them, making them come up one by one t0 
Far. This caution cauſed them ro have ſuch 
awe of us, that when I walk'd on rhe Deck, they 
ranged themſelves on both fides ro make way, 
falling on rheir Knees before me. - One of then 
fold us, That a Chinois Prophet predified their 
Country ſhould be' invaded by Men with red 
Beards, and becauſe mine was ſo, they were 
perſwaged I was the. chief Perſon meant by that 
Propheſie, They came every morning above 
Deck ro Comb themſelves : There was ſome 
among them, whole Hair was fo -long that it 
come down to their Heels when. they itood up- 
righr, which they ryed in knors, and faſtened 
with a Bodkin behind. We carried them ro P4/- 
eadoris, Which was the General Rendeyouz of 
. All the Priſoners, who were. ſer tro. work on. the 
Fortiiications of the Fort. 

Having. been ſo long abſent from my Native 
| Country, I Was now deſirous ro retyrn home 
$84. and hearing 2 rhe Ship called the Good 
Hope, was bound tor Batavia, 1 defired. leave of 
rheGeneral to rerura,ro Holland, which at length, 
bh Joane diffculey,, 1, ohrained, aud, ſeri 
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Ships, more; and coming toward the Cape of Good 
Hepe, a,great Tempelt aroſe, ſo thatI was forced 
to, ler. down all my datls, and, give Way ro the 
Wand, ; Which droye our Ship Southward;* the 
woother Vefels following our Example, roward 
Midnight the; Wind increaſed fo violently, that 
we could nor ice what courle ro hold, for the 
Wind. rurned about the Compaſs. © Our Main- 
maſt was, broke off, and thrown into the.Sea; 
This vioſent Storm or Hutricane contimiied about 
four hours, rhe Sea, being nor much mioyed b 

it, : but -rhe Wing. a little abating, it grew f 
rough and boilterous thar, we narrowly eſcaped 
being caſt away : . Our Decks took in {o much. 
Water, that,we; found it {eyen foot deep jw the 
Hold., . We bad fety pieces, of Brais and: Iron 
Cannon. aboard, . vyyhich Jay wnder” the Pepper 
and Ginger, and rowhng about ground, ſeveral 
Bags of Pepper to Powder,” which Rtop'd: the 
paſſages of our Pump, and much indangered 
us ; ar lengrh we cleared ir, and falling ſtgurly 
to. Pumping, were, much incouraged when: we 
found.the Water abare. Ouy Mainzmait, Which 
was: in. the ;*Water, bear frongly. againft . our 
Shipy 49.,thaz ye feared it would. much damanihe 
is,-and. obliged us, ro.cut the Ropes thar held t. 
Next Morning we diſcovered the Mzdleburg, one 
of our, Company,..,which had la{t. all her. Mats 
by.rhe Tempett, þus zhg ocher Ship, ve fuppo- 
fed was galt away,,, joy ye were. garried , into. a 
place where the;Sea was of a brovvn colour, anf 
vve, drevv, from thence .a quantity of Pepper, 
vykich confirmed :us.in., our beliet af her los, 
49 pur great grief... he Captain,olxho Mid 
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vvith ſome Maſts, which we concluded to dy: 
much pirying his miſerable condition, ' bur- the 
Seamen muriny'd, and faid, They had need of 
them themſelves.; bur at tengrh, with threats 
and fair Words, I prevailed with rhem, and {6 
vve furniſhed them wich wharneceſfaries we' had, 
and rhen left them, Sailing toward Madazaſear. 
In Coafting which, we favy a certain place on 
the Land thar burned ; and ſoon after, finding 
& convenient Road, vye cafſt Anchor, and cars 
ried our Merchandizes aſtiore to dry them, atid 
ro repair the Ship. - © And ſeeing ſome. of "the In- 
habirants, vve made them by figns underftati 
yve vvanted'a Mait; and they very obligingly 
directed us where ro cut one down, which we 
did. Whilit we were'thus imploye, rhe people 
heating of our being there, cane from all parts, 
bringing with them Cattfe, "Honey, Wax, and 
ſeveral Fruns, ſetting up 'Tents' the more cons 
veniently to Trade with: us, telling us, They 
vvereat War, and defired us ro affitt them, for 
vvhich we ſhould have * whar we would defire; 


relling'us, "Their King ſpike Spanſh, and-kept

ing ARE he was' foreed fometinngs w- ſenditwo 
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che Rice, bur ofren to little purpoſe. Some of 
the Inhabitants pluck'd off their Wings, and 
boil'd and ear them, making ſigns to us ro do 
the like, but we had no Stomach ro them. The 
King having Treated our Men, came along 
with them ro our Ship, and preſented us with 
four Oxen, which we kindly received, and gave 
him. rw@ Muskers, who accepted them, and 
rook his leave of us. Our Men were to. plea» 
ſed, they were loth ro come away, bur that IL 
threatned them, if they ſtaid, ro return to Ba- 
tavia; ſothey haſtened to repair the Ship, which 
was ready to Sail in April. Moſt of the Inha- 
birants are black, ſome of them. had their. Haze 
dangling about their Shoulders, orhers wore: 1t 
in little curles like Wool, the Women tye up 
theirs behind rheir Head ; they rub themſelves 
wich Tar, and then ftand in the Sun ro make 
it ſhine on their Bodies. They go Naked, on- 
ly ſome have a little cloth abour their Secrets; 
others none. 

We now reſolved to depart, but rwo of our 
Seamen having deſerrc4 ns, we ſent to. find them 
but could not ; we ſuppoſed ſome Women had 
inveigled them away, who are great Lovers of

as well with Wine and Beer as it did with 
Women, we ſhould nor have gor our Men fo 
ſoon off from this Iſland. Therefore leaving 
them in this barbarous Country, we (er Sail for 
the Cape of Good Hope, and fo Sailing along the 
Coaſt of Africa, we at length arrived ar Kinſale 
n Treland, and November 15. 1625. after {o 
many perils, misfurrunes and mai L: 
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Gods Afiſtance we came fafe ro Zealand, ſeyen 
years after our departure from thence.

COme years ſince, rwo Ships were ſer fbrth by 

the Fown of Amſterdam, ' to Sail into the 
North Seas, ro diſcover the Kingdoms of Cathay 
and China, in which VAlliam Barents went as 
chief Pilot. The'tenth of My we Sailed from 
Amſterdam 5 On the i fourth of Fune we faw 
three Suns - and four Rainbows ; and Fobn 
Corneliſon, ' Maſter of the other Ship, with his 
Officers, came aboard our Ship, to perſwade 
us to alter our courſe, 'which we refus'd ro do, 
and ſo parted company. ' 'The Ninth of Septem- 
ber.our Ship was wholly enclos'd with Ice, on 
the Coaſt of Nova Fembla, fo that we lay three 
or four Foor deep im the: Ice, and ſeeing thar we 
could not free our Ship, and rhar Winter was 
coming on, *Wwe refoly'd ro Winter there, and 
caſt our ſefves upon the Providence of God ; 
and taking coanſel rogether, we derermin'd to 
build a Houſe, Immediately eight of us went 
aſhore, ro find our the conventente.t , place ro 
cre3t our Houſe upon, and God in our extream- 
eſt need ſent 'us unexpe&ted comforr, for we 
found certain Trees, which had been driven up- 
on- the ſhore from ſome Neighbouring Region, 
for we ſaw none growing in this Deſart Land. 
And this Drift-wood ſery'd not only to erect 
our Houſe, bur alſo ro burn all the Winter long; 
. Which we laid in heaps, that it might not be 
coyerd oyer with Snow. The Wind - being 
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North-Eaſt it was exceeding eold, freezing two 
Fingers thick in rhe Salr Water. We -made 2 
Sled ro. draw the Wood to the place where we 
had concluded to build our Houle. 

September 25. . our Carpenter died, and we 
Buried him nexr day under the Sedges, not be- 
ingable to dig up the frozen Earth, We began 
$0. Work, hard on our Houſe, being fixtcen 
Men in all, whereof. there was 1t1ll one or qther 
Sick ; we then carry'd the greare{t part -of. our 
Bread from rhe Ship- to our Houſe, and the day 
following brought aſhore our Wine, and other

- The Twentiech being caloz/ Sun- 
wane weather, we 'went to 'ferch rhe reſt of our 
Beer out of the Ship, where 'we found fome of 
the Barrels, ;and even their. Iron Hoops; frozen 
in pieces. The next day ir wasſo great aiSnow,' 
that. we could not ſtir our. of Doors 3 therday 
atter being calm, we went on Boardv bring 
tne re{t-of. our Men home ro our Honſez bur we 
found --0ne of them fick, and: perceiving that 
the Wind began ro blow hard, we. were torced 
to lye ſtill thar day. - The Twenty fourth, the 
reſt of our Men came ' ro the Houſe, drawing 
their ſick Companiori-on a'Sled,” and then with 
grear difficulty we drew our: Boar homey and 
turn'd the borrom thereof upwards, thar-if God:

uſe of 'it, when time ſerv'd us! © - 1 

+ The Sun in irs higheſt Mritude began'now to 
be very low, and we ufed' all the diligence we 
could to ferch all neceffaries our of rhe Ship, bur 
when we bad Laded the laſt Sled, our Maſter 
looking about him percerv'd three Bears, coming 
towards us 'from behind the Ship,' whereupdh 
he cried ont aloud ro fright rhem away, and* we 
put our ſelves in a poiture of Defence, - and;-#s 
ebod Fortune was, there lay rwo Halberds on 
the Sled whereof the Maſter rook ' one arid 1 
the: other, and reſiſted them as well as we could, 
but rhe reſt of our Men running to fave them- 
ſelves in-the Ship, one'of them fell in a Clift'sf 
Ice, which-pur us in great fear,  leit rhe fufiods 
Animals ſhould run ro devour him, but they con- 
tinued to. purſue-the Men that fled rowards rhe 
Ship. In the mean time, we and the Man that 
fell in the Ice, taking our advantage, got- into 
the Ship on the other fide, which the Bealts per- 
ceiving, came fiercely towards us, and we doubr- 
ing that the rwo Halberts would not be ſufficient 
tro defend us, itill kept chem in play by- rhrow- 
wg Billers at them, . and rhey, every time we 
threw, ran after them, as. a Dog uſerh to do at- 
ter a Stone that is calt-ar him : Mean vyvhile 
vve ſent. one dovyn under Harches ro ſtrike 
fire; and another ro ferch Pikes, bur he could 
ger no fire, and fo vve could not ſhoor. Ar lait, 
as they ruſt'd furiouſly upon us, vye ſtruck one 
of them vvith a Halbert on the Snour, where- 
vvith feeling her elf hurt ſhe gave back, - which 
the other two being lels perceiving ran away, ard 
lefr us ar liberty ro draw our Sled: quietly roous 
Houle, on 
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OX. 27. it Snowed fo faſt that we could not 
Work without -Doors.: Thar day, we killd a 
whice Fox, which we Roaſted and. cat, it taited 
like Conies fleſh. We alſo {er up 4a Lamp, 'in 
vvhich we burnt the Bears Far. We then terch'd 
Sedges. from rhe Sea fide, which we laid upon 
the Sail that. was ſpread upon our Houle, for we 
could nor drive the. Deals cloſe rogether for Ice ; 
yve had great ſtore of Snow, fo. that. we durſt 
not look out of doors all that day,. nor the day 
following.

thar the Walls and Roof of our Houſe were'co-

.tyyelye hours, ttiff v#2ccHling'ro'rurrt it in 4vhen 
run 
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run our, leſt we ſhould miſs our time. The 
fourth of December it clear'd up, and then we 
began by turns to dig open our Doors, and made 
clean our Fox- I raps. Lhe fixth vas foul again, 
and the cold ſo iniupportable, thar whar Fire 
ſoever we made it would not warm us ; yea; our 
Sack was frozen ſo hard, that we were forc'd to 
melr it in the Fire, of which each man had 
about half a Pint allow'd him every ſecond 
day, at other times drinking Water. The e- 
yenth continued foul and-ftormy, ſo that con- 
ſulring rogether what were belt for us ro do, one 
of the -company adyisd' us ro burn Sea-coals, 
which would caſt a grear and durable heat; ar 
Evening we. made a great Fire thereof, which 
caiting a good and agreeable. warmth, comtort- 
ed us much : And therefore being deſirous, 10 
continue the hear, we concluded -ro ftop-np. all 
the Doors and Chimney, and - lying down in 
our Cabbins a while talking togerher,. at laſt we. 
were taken with a vertiginous dtzzine(s in our 
Heads, and almqtt all tixft'd with a | choaking 
Vapour. . We firſt perceiv'd our danger by 
means of a Sick- man, who was leſs able ro bear 
it, and--1mmediately ſome of rhe company that 
were ſtrongeſt, ſtarting our of their Cabbins, 


| firſt open'd the Chimney and the Doors, but he 


that open'd the Door feil down in a Swoon up» 
on the Snow, which I hearing, for my Cabbin 
was next the Door, I run to him, and throwing 
Vinegar upon his Face, brought him ro his Sen- 
fes again. No ſooner were the. Doors open, but 
we all recover'd our former Healths, and- {o 
the cold, which till now we had eſteem'd as our 
bitzetetd.and mottdreadtul. Enemy, .pray'd. a :

After this, the Maſter gave to every one of us 
a little Wine to comfort Gur Hearts, and the 
Weather being clear, and the Sky full of Stars, 
we ſer our Door wide open, and made ready 
our Springes, and rook rwo Foxes. ' The ele- 
venth the Air was clear, bur ſo cold that our 
Shooes froze as hard as Horns on our feer, 
that we could not wear them, and rherefore 
made things reſembling great Parrins, the upper 
part being of Sheeps skins, which we par on 
oyer three or four pair of Socks. Our Clothes 
were all white with Frolt, yer we darſt nor 
burn more Coals, for our late misfortune had 
raught us, That to ſhun 'one danger we ſhould 
run into another. We had now burnr all our 
Fire-Wood, bur there lay ſome round abourthe 
Houſe, which with grear pain we digd up and 
brought in, Working by turns, being hardly 
able to endure the extremity of the Cold, though 
we wore Fox-skins about our Heads, and dou- 
ble Apparel on our Backs. The eighteenth: be- 


ing dear Weather, ſeven of us going to the” 
Ship, found a Fox in the Cabbin, and obſerv'd 


that in eighteen days abſence the Water was 
riſen abour a Finger high, but it was all Ice. 
Next day there aroſe ſuch a Storm, thar the 
Houſe ' was encloſed with Snow, yet we heard 
the Foxes runningover our Houſe, and one of 
our company ſaying it-was an ill fign we ask.d 
the reaſon ; he reply'd, Becauſe we could nor 
pur them into the Por, or Roaſt them. The 
foul Weather and the cold- were now ſo invins 


; cible, that, all the. means.we-ugd.to: defend our 


lelves 
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ſelves againlt it were to no purpoſe, and in the 
morning our Cabbins were all frozen, fo that 
as the days began to lengthen, the cold began to 
ftrengrhen, for December 27. it continued fſtor- 
my and cold, ſo that as we far by a great Fire 
and were ready to burn on the fore-fde, our 
Backs were frozen-whire. The day after it 
clear'd up, and we open d tze Door, digging 4 
hole through the Snow, aud went out of the 
Houle upon ſeven or eight {teps, each of the 
height of a Foor, and going to make clean 
our Spriages, we found in oe of them a dead 
Fox, frozen as hard as a Stone, which we 
broughr into the Houle, and fone of the compa- 
ny thaw'd and eat ic. The thirtierh, next day, 
was ſtormy again, 1o thar all our Jabour was. in 
rain, and we were {till Prit:zners, and fo cold, 
thar we burnt our Hoſe before we could feel rhe 
hear, and if we had not ſooner finelt rhan felr 
them, we ſhould have burnt them betore we had 
known 1t.

continued as cold, foul, and Snowy, as betore,

be merry that Night, and were content to ſpend 
fome of the Wing that we had ſpared betore, 
1o that Night we drank to the three Kings, and 
having rwo pound of Meal, we made Pan- 
cakes with Oil, and a white Biskert for every 
Man, which we ſop'd in Wine. We alſo made 
1ickets, and our Gunner was King of Nova 

embla. The eighth being fair Weather, we 
'began to obſerve Day-lighr, which comforted us 
Not a little. The tenth, ſeven of us well Arm'd 
went 10 the Ship, which we found in the fame 
Kare we left it in, bur obſerv'd many foot- 
{teps -of Bears, and perceiv'd that the Water 
as riſen a foot higher in it. The eleventh be- 
ang ſtill fair, we advcntured ro-go ro a Hull, a 
quarter of a Mile of, from whence we brought 
\ ſome Stones to keep /our feet warm in our Cab- 
. bins. The tifteenth, fix of us went aboard 
the Ship, and found a Springe that we had 
plac'd in a hole of rhe Fore-Deck ro catch 
Foxes, lye in the middle of the Ship, all rorn 
in pieces by Bears, as we perceiv'd by their foot- 
ſteps. The fixteenth was fair, and we went 
out row and then to exerciſe our Limbs, and 
{trerch our Joints, with going and running, lelt 
we ſhould become Lame. About Noon we 
perceiv'd a certain rednels in the Sky, a welcome

God for that the. hardeſt part of xthe Winter 
was paſt-over, and comforgng our ſelyes/in rhe 
hopes of ſceing our Native Country once again ; 
wiien we were come thither, we found that the 
Warter {till roſe higher. Two more. weng to the 
Sou:h-ſhore of Nova Zembla, and _y ro 
expectation, I firſt perceiv'd rhe edge of the 
Yun, Immediarely we rerurn'd ro make the reſt. 
of our company partakers of theſe joyful Ty- 
dings, bur Mr. Barents would nor-belicve us, at- 
tirming thar it was yet fourteen days wo ſoon 
tor the Sun to appear in that Climare, . being. 'in 
the Latirude of Wh fix degrees ; and many 
offer'd ro lay V Vagers abgur it. The rwo days 
following, the Air was-over-ſpread with foggy

warn them, and rowards Night made .a good 
Fire. The fourth of 'Much,.five of us going 
tro the Ship, found that the Bears had open'd 
our Cooks Cap-board, that , was cover'd over 
with Snow, and had drawn 1t out of the Ship, 
Three days after we were again ſhut up, bur 
we were now usd to climb up through the 
Chimney. The Storm continued two or three 
days, and we percetv'd ttill more open Water 
in the 5ca. Twelve of us went to ferch Wao, 
our pain and labour {till increaſing, becauſe our 
ſtrengrh decreas'd. When we came home, we 
intreared our Matter to.give each of us a Glaſs 
oi Wine, which he did, and this not only com- 
torred and reviv'd our drooping Spirits, bur. 
made us more willing :and cheerful in perforn- 
ing our Laborious Tasks : Yer would we often 
ſay ro one another, That if Wood might be had. 
for Money, we would gladly part with all our 
Wages for it, for the coid was as piercing. as*in 
the depth of Winter, and daily increaſed rather 
than F:minith'd, and therefore we made Shooes 
of Felt, - tor the Leather was frozen as hard 
as a Horn, The twenty firit we brought home , 
another Sled full of Wood, yer the, cold was - 
in{yupportable, and it froze very hard on the 
Roofs and Walls of our Houſe, and the day 
afrer a ftorm enclos'4 us, an®$ rhen our Ccals 
were very uſeful to us, bar we dig'd our ſelves 
out «two days after, and ferch'd home more 
Wood, the pinching extremity of cold having 
forcd us to burn ; all rhar we had. The 
twenty eighth, tix ot us went aboard rhe Ship, 
and found there many marks of the Ravenous 
Bears, one of them coming ro our Houſe ; we 
: E. 4. attempred

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artempred to ſhootat her, but the Weather be. 
Ing moitt, and-the cock foiſty, rhe Piece would 
10t give Fire, m2an while the Beait advyancd 
voldly forwards, and coming Cown the Stairs 
cloſe ro the Door, endeavour'd to break into 
the Honie. Our Maſter run to {hur the Door, 
but being in great haite and fear, could nor make 
fait the Bolr, bur it pleas'd God thar the furious 
Creature fſecing the Door ſhut retir'd, yer with- 
1 wo hours after returning, ſhe got vryon the 
top of the Houle, and made ſuch a hideous roar- 
ing and hellith noiſe, as fill'd us all with a pannick 
Terror, fo that we verily beliey'd ſhe would 
have broken it down; ſhe rore the Sail that 
cover d- it in pieces, but the darknels of the 
Night hindering us ſrom ſeeing her, we made 
no reii!tance, and fo ar lait ſhe left us. 

April 15. being calm, ſeven of us went 
aboard the Ship, and found ir to be ſtill in 
the lame caſe, and as we return'd homewards, 
; ercatr- Bear came towards us; we put our 
j-!v2s 1n a polture to meer her, whereupon ſhe 
z2ye back, and we obſerving the place from 
whence ſhe came went to ſee her Den, where 
we .found a grear hole made in the Ice about 
rwo foor deep, the entry thereof was narrow, 
bur it widend inward, we thruit in our Pikes 
to feel if rhere was any thing in it, but percet- 
ving it was empry, one of our Mzyn crept 1a, 


{ yer durit nor proceed too far, for it was: fearful 


and terrible, Then going aiong by the Sza-ſide, 
we law the Mountains of Ice piled upon one 
another, 11 ſo wonderful a maaner, thar they 
appear'd like Icy Towns aad Caltles fortity d 
with Towers and Bulwarks. The ſeventeenth,

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ſeven .of us went again to. the $hip, and from 
thence clamber'd over the Icy Hills.ro the operi 
Water, an& when we were got-thirher, ſaw 4 
lictle-Bird (wimming, .&/hich as ſoorras' it eſpy'd 
us div'd under Water. The thirti&th, in- the 
Night, we {aw the Sun North, [juſt above the 
Horizon, and from rhar rime had ſighr of ir both ' 
Night and Day. . 

The. firſt of May we dreſt our -laſt Fleſh, '. 
which we! had. long ſpared, and it was ſtiltyery 
good, -and- the lait Mortel rafted as well as rhe 
firſt ; we then began o think that we' had kepr 
Houſe long exough here, and ro talk of our * 
departure, and zhe Matter contidering that our 
beit Mear began to fail us, when the Labour we - 
were to undergo requrred rhe greateſt itrength, 
he ſhared rhe - rett of the Bacon' amongit us, 
which was only a finall Barrel ot Salt Bacon 
and Pickle, whercot every one had rwo' Ounces 
2 Day, and lo in three Weeks. it was all eaten : 
up. The ſeventh Day we were yer once again - 
closd up in our Houſe : The fourteenth we” 
ferch'd! our latt Sled of Fire-wood, ftill, wearing 
our Rug-ſhooes. The, rwenry ninth - in; rhe - 
Morning, ten of us were to bring our Scure ro 
the Houſe ro clean ir, and- were fain, with ex- ' 
tream pain, todig ir out from under the Snow 
wherewith it lay cover'd/ bur beginning r0& 
draw it, we ſoon found our ſelves. unable to--- 
proceed, - by reaſon of our | excraordinary fees | 
blenels. This quire diſhearrned us, bur -our ' 
Matiter encouragd us, reprelenting unto 'us that 
our Lives lay ar the Stake, and thar if we did 
nor, draw away, and fir our the-Scute; wemult 


refolve ro,continye. Byrghers: of; Nova: Sgnbla, 4 
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and make aur Grayes there; but we were'not- 
withitanding, .con{train d to pive ovcr.at thi 


time, and return home comfortleſs, yer inthe 
Afternoon raking heart 2giin, we derermin'd to 
turn- the [Boat that lay by the Houſe, and to 
amend ir, that it might be fitrer ro carry us 
rhrough- the -infinite number of dangers that 
' threaten'd us, in the performance of {o long 
and troubleſome a : Voyage. While we were 
buge at Work, a huge Bear aflaulted -us with 
greater. fury and boldneſs than ever any' had 
done before, bur we got into rhe Houſe, where 
we expected her coming in 'our three Doors 
with Harquebufſes, and one ſtood with a Mas: 
ker in the Chimney ; ar lelt the over-grown 
Beatt advanc&-as far-as the loweit itep thar en- 
red into/-one of our Doors, and which is dread- 
{ul ro relate, the Man that Watch'd there was 
ar thar anſtanr looking rowards another Door, 
" and ſaw nor his furious Enemy, till a fadden 
ſhour of theſe rhar percciv'd her from within 
made ham turn abour: yet though the horrible 
tighr-of imminent Death {iruck him with terror 
\and aſtoniſhment; he fir'd his Piece to fo good 
purpoſe thar he ſhot her quite through rhe Body, 
whereupon ſhe run away. Thus did Dive 
Providence preſerve us trom this terrible dan- 
ger, for it his Piece had fail'd him, it had colt 
us perhaps more Lives than one. The wound 
cd Beait . had nor run far when ſhe fell down, 
then we wenr and kill'd hey our-right, and r1p- 
ping apen. her belly found a piece of a Buck 
rherein, s&in, hair and all, which ſhe had not 
long before devoured, © It ſeems they ſmelr that 


* we:wpuld ſoontbe gone; "ki" reſolved to ralte 
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a;piece of ſome of us, for rwa days afrer ano- 
ther atrack'd us, and thar fo fiercely, rhar/ we 
were forc'd to leave our Work and run into the 
Houſe, whither alfo ſhe purlu'd us, bur we dit- 
charg'd three Pieces at her, which all hir her, 


bur her Death did us more hurr -thaa her Lite, 


fof wedrels'd and ear her Liver, which pleas'd 


our taite very well, bur made. us all fick, eſpe- . 


cially three, who were in. great danger of their 
Lives, yer they recover'd their Healths beyond 


all expectation, but loſt their Skins from Head . 


to. Foot. 


Ar lait we got our Boat ready, aſter we had ' 
wrought fix days upon it; and Fung 4. eleven . 


of us drew the Scute to the Ship, and now our.- 


Labour ſeem'd lighter ro us than formerly;. per-- 
haps becauſe our hopes were ftronger, and cou- 


rage higher, and we had reckon'd to meet with 
no greater difficulues than we found, becauſe - 


the Snow now lay harder on the ground, bar. 


efpccially, rhe earneſt defire and great pleaſure 


we had to Work art that time, augmented our -- 


decay d Spirits. We were forc'd before we 


could draw our Boats to the Sea, ro make the - 
way plain with Hatchers, Shovels, and othey - 


Inizraments, for it was full of ' Hiſlocks and . 
Mountains of Ice, and while we were thus bu«.. 


fiet, a grear lean Bear aſfzulred us, who. we + 


jndg'd came from Tuartary, for we had feen of - 
them rwenry or thirty miles upon the Sea, and + 


fince we had only one Musker which our Sur- 
con carry'd, F run in great haſte towards the.. 


hip ro ferch ſome ; the cruel-: Beaſt purfucd : 
me cloſe, and I expected ro have bzen torn 1n , 


pieces by her ravenous Teeth, when our compa- 


bh 
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ny ſecing my danger follow'd her, which made 
her turn rowards them and leave me, bur in the 
mean time the Surgeon happily diſcharg'd his 
Picce and ſhot her into the Body, whereupon 
fae run away, bur rhe Ice being very uneven 
and full of knobs, we quickly overtook her, 
and killing her ouright tiruck her Teeth out 
of her Head. 

As we were ready to depart, William Barents 
our Pilor left a Lerrer 'in a Musket hanging in 
the Chimney, waerein he gave an account of 
our dilaftrous Voyage, and how we had lain 
ten months in thar deſolate, dark and diſtal 
Country, and art Iaſt were forc d to commit our 
{elves to the cruel Mercy ot thar Icy Sea, in wo 
ſmall Boats, under the protection of our Al- 
mighty Creator. do having finiſh'd ” all things 
as \we determin'd, we drew the Boat and Scurte, 
and eleyen Sleds of Goods and Victuals, to the 
Warer-ſ{ide ; we then divided our ſelves equally 
znto the Boats, and recommending our fatery to 
the abundant Mercies oft our Heavenly Guide, 
with a Weit North- welt Wind, and indifferent 
open Water, we put ro Sea on the thirteenth 


day of Fune. The twentieth of the ſame month | 


our Pilor Mr. Barents died, the loſs of whom 
duihearten'd us not a little, as being the only 
Guide, on whole Conduct, next under the Pros 
-vidence of God, werelied, Ar la{t, after innu- 
merable dangers, aad as many miraculous deli- 
verances, having Sail d almoſt four hundred 
.Dutch.-miles along the Coaſt, we enter'd ghe 
River of Cola in Lap/and, on the firlt of Sep- 
tember,” and when rhe Flood was paſt, we calt 
* our Stones that lery'd us for Anchors aground, 
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till the Tyde came in again, and then fer Sail 
till Midnight, and after that Anchor'd tilt morn- 
ing: There rowiryg up the River, as we paſt 
along we ſaw {ome Trees, which comforted us 
as much as if we had enter'd into a new World, 
for all the rime that we had been our we had 
ſeen none. Ar length we gor to a Durch Ship, 
which we had news of ſome days before, little 
dreaming ir was our- Conſort, that the year be- 
fore ſer our wich us, and left us abour the Bear 
Iſland. There we began ro make merry with 
our old Companions, - and bid each other wel- 
come ; then we rowed forward, and Landed ar 
Coola. Here with the - Governors leaye, we 
brought our Scure anal Boar to the Merchants 
Houle, and ſer them up for a Monuinenrt, of 
our redious (and never before Sailed) Voyage. 
The ſevtnreenth of Seprember . we ſet Sail from 
thence, and on the rwenty ninth of Ofober atti- 
ved in the Mazſe, and on the firſt of [November 
got to Amſterdam, in our Nova Zembla Clothes, 
and Caps furr'd -with white Foxes Skins, and 
were received by our Friends as if we had come 
from rhe Dead, rhey having given us over for 
loſt a long while before.

The diſaſtrous Voyage, and miraculous Deli- 


verance of P. Quirini a Venetian, 


A Venetian Ship, ig which were above ſeven 
hundred Burs of Wine, Spices and other 
Merchandizes of great value, with fixry eight 
Men, er Sail from Candia, the Maiter Pzero. 
' Quirinz ; on the ſixth of November, we came by 
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chance into the Mouth of tae Channels of FE. 
ders, and were driven by a ſtorm from the South 
rowards the North-weſt. The fury of the 
Winds was fo great, thar it broke tive of the 
Hinges of our Rudder, and the ftorm hourly 
increaſing, beat vpon our feeble Rudder with 
ſuch violence, thar it hung on the one fide; 
whereforc, for the latt Remedy, we faltend a 
great, Cable tro it, with-which we drew ir after 
us rhree days, in which time, in our judgment, 
we had run above two hundred Miles againſt 
our wills. Afterwards, with many. pieces of 
Timber, we made a ſhadow of another, and 
firted ir ro the Ship ; bur this allo was carried 
away by the breaking Surges, on the rwenty 
fixth of this month, fo rhat then we loſt all 
hopes of directing oar Ship. On the fourth of 
December, the Winds grew to outragious. that 
they "carried away our third Sail, and fo we. 
wander'd at adventure, not knowing by what 
means to provide for our tatery. Afterwards the 
rage and violence of the Winds increafing, the 
Sea began ro ſwell ſo high, that the Waves 
feem'd Mountains, and our Terror was aug- 
mented by the darkneſs of rhe extream long 
Nights, ſo that we ſeem'd ro be ſfwallow'd up . 
in the botromleſs Depths of the Abyſs : It's haxd 
ro imagine how. great the anguiſh and rrembling 
of our hearts was, living it a continual expeCta- 
tion of Death. In the middle of this horrible 
darkneſs, we ſometimes ſaw the Heavens as it 
were open'd, with ſudden flaihes of dazling 
Lightning : Somerimes we ſeem'd to rouch the 
* Stars, and ar other times faiy our ſelves buried 
in Hell, inlonuch that we loſt both Strength 
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Whillt-we remain'd uſeleſs Spectators of this 


woetul "Tragedy, pitifully beholding one, ano- 


ther, a rolling Billow came over rhe Ship with. 
fo great fury, that it was fill'd almolthalf full 
of Water, {9 that ſhe turn'd up ker Keel, aad 
lay as if the had been ready to fink : But Hea- 
ven forſakerh not them that Religiouſly call uy- 
on-him, and ſtrengrhen'd our- ſorrowfut hearrs. 
We cur down the Main-maft, and threw it oyer- 
board, together with the Main-yard and Tack- 
ling, which eaſed rhe Ship very much, fo that 
we be:an to cait out the Warer, which art la(t 
we over-came, though nor without great diffi- 
culry and pain. The day appearing, we agreed ' 
ro make ready the Boar and Skiff, and parred 
equally our mall remainder of Proviſions ; , 
forty .rwo perſons were willing ro enter into the 
Skiff, and therefore we were forc d to caſt Lars 
who ſhould go therein, it being capable only vf 
one 'and rwenty. The Maſter and forty ſeyen 
more enter d the Boar, unto whom ratably fell 
their proportion of Victuals, We wete, in our 
judgment, 'diltanr. from rhe neareſt 'Land or 
Iſland, above five hundred miles, and then came 
to Sail in a quier Sea for ſome rime ; bur a dark 
Mitt arifing in the Night we loft fight of rhe 
Sktff, and never ſaw it more. The Morning 
appearing, we were much troubled that we could 
ſee no tokens of the Skiff, which made us fear 
the worſt, and ſuſpe&t what had befaln them, 
for the Storm was fo furious, that an imperuous 
Billow ruſhed into the Pinnace behind the Poop, 


where L was, with ſo great violence, that rwo - 


vrays were batrer'd and bent by the vehemency: 
of the Shock, 'which filled our hearts with con- , 
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{ternation and terror, for now was the Pinnace 
more charged with-tne weight of the Water, than 
with her own burrhen .; . bur Necelitry ſer us. all 
a working, and fear of, ſo, igzmiticnt a- danger 
made the feeblelſt of us beſtwr. themlelves, and 
fall ro lading it our with their hands, and being 
in a dreadful hurry, we threw over-board all 
rhat_ lay in our way. As foonas-we had drain'd 
the Pinnace, the Storm continuing, we agreed 
ro calt out ſome Casks of Wine to lighren her, 
which we did with (lo grear hafte and precipiran- 
cy, that we hal ſoon redyc'd our ſelves. to ſuch 
extremity, that if we delird to taite of that 
chearing Liquor, to reltore our drooping Spirits, 
we were forc'd to content our ſelves with one 


Gobler apiece every day, waich was all that 


could be allowed ro each of us; and it any 
could nor farisfie his. pagchd Thrgar with this, 
he” was conltraind tro have recourſe to the 
brackiſh Liquor, that threatea'd to {walloy us 
up every moment: 

Bur all this was Luxury in reſpect of what 
our cruel Deſtintes relcrv/'d for us, this Meaſure 
of Wine held our only a Week with us; ar the 
end of which, our rormenting fears quite ex- 
hauſting our ſmall ſtore, conſtrain'd us to: di- 
miniih our proportion ro half a Gobler a day 
each Man. Thirlt was nor the oaly, nor great- 
eſt Miſery that attended our deplorable and 
forlora Company, perperual Terror, and di- 
ſtracting Doubts, did to dilturb our afflicted 
Minds, that we could never compogſe our ſelves 
ſecurely ro ſleep, and notwichitanding our tot; 
tering Limbs were hardly able to (uitain, our 


finking Bodies, we were ares rp, rag. hard 
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| Night and Day, both, at Helm and Pump, be- 


ing at the fame time almoſt frozen to Death 
with intolerable cold, which was incomparably 
more grizvous than that which, to the admirati- 
on of all Men, not many years ago coverd all 
the Channels at Venice with thick and impene- 
trable Ice. And now the compalionarte Reader 
may conſider how lamentable our caſe was, we 
wanted Clothes to fence us from the pinching 
cold, our Mear and Drink fail d us, and we re- 
main'd amidit rhe Horrors of an unknown and 
ſtormy Ocean, deitirure not only of all com- 
forrs, but eyen of neceſfaries to ſuſtain our * 
fainting Bodies ; and leſt any thing ſhould be 
wanting to compleat our Milery, the Nights 
were twenty one hours long, and very dark. 
The growing cold now began to produce terrible 
effects of its cruelry athong us, we were all of 
a ſudden ſeized with a certain numneſ(s,” which 
began ar ohr Feer, and then gradnally aſcending 
over-run our whole Bodies, cauſing in us a ditl- 
order'd and raging apperite, which was no finall 
addition. to our Sorrow, tor every Man endeax 
youred to filch whar he could from h:s Netgh- 
bour, and Ranſacking every cojner greedily, 
devour'd all he could find. Then did Death 
Tyrannize among: as, and yo! might ſee here 
one, ang there another, broache out a broken 
fgh, thate his gidsy Head, and fi!l down dead 
on a ſudden. In which er:remuy, of forty 
leven Men which made up our d-io!are Compa- 
ny, rweaty fix gave up the Ghoit, and this was 
lo far from being a Wonder, conſidering our 
helpleſs condirion, rhar it was certainly a Mira- 


cle'of Divine Bounty, that any of us. were pre- 
4 lervd 
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ſerv'd alive ro Celebrate the never-failing gord 
nels of our Almighty Deliverer, and exalt th 
Glory of his power. Theſe xwenty fix diet 
berweern the twenty third of December to the 
fifth of Fanuary, and found their Graves in the 
bottom of the mercileſs Ocean. 

And now the laſt day of rhis diſaſtrous year 
prelented us with a diſmal proſpect of unavoid- 
able Ruine, for our little ſtock of Wine wa 
wholly exhauited, and rhe fad experience 
our dead and dying Companions taught us, that 
the Sea-water with which we were wont t0 de- 
lade the intolerable fury of our Thirit, did on 
ly haiten our approaching Dearh ; fo rhar, not 
x29W10g what ro do, we forc'd our own Wate 
down our Throats. How deplorable and rtaiv 
-breaking an object was it to. ſee ſome galping 
Wretches, whoſe parcht Entrails refus'd ro fur 
niſh any moiſture, with dying groans and rueful 
* looks, imploring the favour of a ſmall draught 
of rhe Urine of their Companions, who, either 
unwilling to part with what they fear'd would 
quickly be ſpent, or rather unable ro-ſ{pare an 
fron themſelves, refus'd: ro (ave the Liyes 0i 


their deareſt Friends, at the expences of a {mal 
quantity of thac unſavory Liquor, which ws 
the only means left ro preſerve rheir own. , "Is 


true, ſome of us had the prudence to _— 
ir with a little Sirrup of Grecn Ginger and Is 
mons, which by Proyidence was not yet Cov 
{lum'd. Ar laſt, when there was no hopes lett, 
when Deſpair and Palengls were painred.on ol 
hollow Cheeks, and rhe Grim King of Terror 
in the moit trighrtul ſhape ſtar'd us 1n rhe Fae 


* tacendid our picitul Redeemer ſtrerch forth- bs | 
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| belping Hand, -and on the third of Fannary 1431. 


we deſcry'd Land afar off, being a ledge of 
ragged Rocks, coverd to the rop with huge 
Mountains of Snow, and lying to the weather 
of us : Bur ir ſeems Forrune fttll ow'd 'us a 
pie, for the Winds bcing contrary we durft not 
pread our Satls, and our feeble Arms were al- 


| rogether unable ro manage the Oars, ſo that a 


ſtrong current driving us along, we loſt fight of. 
Land and all our Hopes together. Burt magni- 
hed be the wonderful Goodneſs of our God, 


| we eſcaped ſafe out of a'Deluge of Dangers, 


in which we were almoſt oyer-whelmed, for ha- 
ving been long toſs'd and batter d by rhe Cru- 
elry of outragious. Guſts, among rhe Death- 
threatning points of lurking Rocks, ' which by 
reaſon of- the horrible:jdarkneſs of the rediaus 
Night we could not avoid ; at laſt, fear of 
Death, and defire of Life, inſpiring us wirh 
unwonted Vigour, we enter'd into a Bay be- 
tween two ſteep Rocks. No fooner did our Pit- 
nace rouch ypon the Sand, bur, five of our men 
made deſperate by tormenting Thirſt, leap'd 1n- 
to the Sea, withour knowing the depth x ove” 
which was conſiderable, and making hatte, ro- 
wards the Snow, ..chruſt ſuch great quantities - 


1 down their infatiable'Threats, thar they ſeem'd 


to delight in glurting themſelves therewith ; at 
lengrh they rerurg'd Laden wich huge quantities 
thereof, which w2 alſo gulpd down very 
greediy. 

Now- from the time that we lefr the Ship, 
latil Fanuary 6. being eighteen days; we n_—_

But 
alas! our Pinnace ws :1&'Leiky, thar: defpair- 
ing to be ever able ro fir her out” for” rhe Sex 
again, we-drew . her nor” withour great pain'to 
Land, and derermin'd 1o- make a little Hovel of 
her, to- ſhelter us from the viotence-of the Wea- 
ther, - 'T'0, accompliſh which; .we divided theran- 
to.:xwo. parts, of rhe fivit and (greater of which 
we made a:Shed for Thirreen of 'us, aad of the 
lefſer another for the reit, covering. them wit 
part of our Sails, and referving* rhe rematnaet; 
with the Cordage, for Fuel; ro comfort our tro- 


zen Limbs. And now being urrerly deſtitute of 


all Sultenance ro. preſerve our wretched Lives 
we wander'd along the ſhore ro: garher {ome

Ih the middle of -theſe, extremities, four of 
our Companions of the greater Shed,” unable 
to hold ' our longer, under the inſupportable 
weight of milery. that overwhelm'd us, gave 
up the, Ghoſt, notwithſtanding all the pains that 
our poor alflicted, Maſter .rook, rs... provide ſome: 
fmall remedies and comftorgs, both for their Souls 
and Bodies. Our feebleneſs was ſo extream, thar 
we were not able ro remove their worn end:rot- 
ten Carkaſſes rwo, yards, the fight whereof was 
as grievous and lamentable. as the ftench was 
contagious'and noifome. Now was Natute. ſo 
much decay'd in us, that we could nor 'rerain 
the little Food we had provided, and no foaner 

ured a little melred Snow, down our Throats,” 
fur we preſently cali it up again, and yet were 
not able ro abllain from «, which ſo weaken'# 
us chat our Legs could hardly, ſuſtain, us; and 
withal, the cold was ſo pinching, that to preſerye 
our ſelves from being frozen, we were forc'd 
to ftand fo cloſe crowded . together, . that we 
kem'd ro be ſew'd to one another. We had co- 
rerd our Cotrages with our Sails round about 
down to the ground, without leaving any vent- 
bole-for the Smoke, which aroſe in ſuch abun- 
dance, and fo thick, ſrom the pitched Wood of 
our. Pinnace, being all rhe Fuel we had, that 
our Eyes were ſo {woln therewith, we could 
bot fee one another, and yet were willing t0 
endure, any thing rather than to expoſe our 


ves tO ths more intolerable cold... In the mean, 
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' Time we were almoſt eaten up by Vermine, to; 
we never ſhifted our Clothes, and the Lice 
ſwarm'd upon us in ſuch' numbers; that we calf 
them by whole handfuls into the Fire; yer the 
nor only gnaw'd off our-Fleſh, but pierc'd evei 
70 the Bones, and ar laſt ear their way to the ve- 
ry Bowels of a Young-may of our company, a 
Notary by Calling, who expir'd in _ utiexprefſi- 
ble-Torments. © AN this "could nor humble our 
Pride, nor morrifie 'the contentious haughtines 
of our Minds ; our*common Calamiry could 
nor unire us together, nor make us bear with 
one anorhers Intirmirties. - So that Charity wax- 
ing cold, and difcord.arifing among us, part of 
our Company wandring about the Savage and 
Uninhabned-Ifland, .came to the knowledge of 
a lonely retiring place, made by fome _ 
herdsto ſhelter rhemſelyes during their abode 
"there; ir was ſeated in the highelit parr of rhe 
 Weltern Coatt of the Ifland, diſtant from our 
{ , Hunts about a+ mile and. half. To this fax of 
| the eight that remain'd in the greater Corrage 
determin'd ro withdraw, leaving their rwo Cone 
"anions alone in their defolate and abandon'd 

abitarion, they being neither able ro Travel, 
nor the others ro conduct them to this New- 
tound Dwelling. 

Bur now ro confirm rhe Truth of that pro 
mile, That every thing ſhall turn to the good if 
thoſe that put their Truſt in God, he ſent us an 
exceeding grear Fiſh, ro which I know not what 
Name to give, whether Whale or Sea-Porpyſs 
When we ſaw ir caſt upon the ſhore, dead, ye 
* freſh, great and good, and ar a time when K 
pair d of all rclicf; we could nor but 
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ledge it to be an amazing effect of the Divine 
Bounty towards us, and praite the never-failing 
Mercy of God, in ſending us ſuch ſeaſonable 
2nd comforrable Nouriſhment for our enfeebled 
and diſeaſed Bodies. On this Fiſh we feafted 
fox nine days_rogerher, and ro heighten our 
erateful ſenſe of this wonderful Providence, and 
make us reliſh the {weernels thereof more, fully, 


peſtuous, with Wind, Rain and Snow, that the 
cruel Srorm would nor have permitred us to fhr 
one foor our of our Corrage. The miraculous 
Fiſh being ({pent, the fury ot the 'Tempelſt was 


bmewhar  mitigared, wherefore not. having 


wherewithal ro ſuſtain Life, and opprefſed with 
extream hunger, we Ranſack'd every Clift of. 
the deſert Rocks tg ſcek for ſome Relief, and 
at latt found a few Sea Perriwinkles and Barna- 


contented ; and with this ſlender nouriſhment we 
maintain d our felves until the laſt of Fanuary. 
While we were thus wandring abour, lean, 
pale, afflicted and half Dead, we found ſome 
Oxes Dung dried and baked by the Cold and 
Winds, whereof we gathered every day ſuffi- 
dent ro make a {mall Fire. By this we came ro 
know that the place was frequented by Oxen, 
which gave us ſome hopes of finding an end of 
our miſery, and in the i{trength of this comfor- 
oe allurance, we were better enabled. to en-

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Two young Heifers had ſtray'd the year be. 


fore from a certain Fiſher-man, living in Ruſten, 
an Iſland ' five miles diſtant from the Sayage 
Iſle of Saints wherein we were, and he* had 
long ago given over all hopes of ever finding 
them again: Now it happend that on-the 
firit of February, at Night, . one of the Filher- 
mans Sons, a Youth of fixrcen years of Age, 
Dreamed that ' certainly the two Heifers were 
ful alive, and were got over to the Wettern 
point of the Iſland of Saints, whereupon he 
carneſily beſoughr his Father and elder Bro- 
ther, that rhey would accompany him to 
that place, who yielding ro his importunarte 1n- 
rreatics, they all three enter'd/ into a Fitſher- 
Boat,” and .Rowed rowards the faid |, point, 
where they were no ſooner Landed bur they 
deſcry'd a Smoke ariſing from: rhe Habitation 
which they had formerly uſed, which ſurprizd 
them wich great aſtoniſhment, whence and. by 
what means {o ſtrange an accident could come 
ro paſs, fo thar they ſtood a great while much 
amazed; and at lait, endeavouring to guels at 
the cauſe thereof, they began ro talk ro one ano- 
theft. Bur though we heard rhe found of their 
Voices, yer we conld not imagine whence it

we could not forbear ro ſearch in the Boar, * 


whether happily we might find any rhing-10 
relieve cur neceiry, but ro no purpole, for 
we could meer with nothing. 

The piriful ttrangers perceiving by our acti 
ons, and the figns we made, that we were almolt 
 ttarvd for want of ſuttenance, were 'moved to 
* compatiton, and chearfully agreed * ro carry 
along with them two of our Company, 'Gh:rards 
ai Line a Sewer, and Cola di Otrunto a Mart 
ner, who {poke French and High-Dutch, leaying 
us in great hopes of ſpeedy attuttance. As they 
drew near to Ruſten, the amazed people came 
running /to the Sea-fide, gazing upon the ſtrange 

ountenances and unuſual Garb of our Com- 
panions, . and queſtioning one another, how and 
from whence they were come thither. To ta- 
the rheir curioliry, rhey artempred to dilcourle 
wath"them in ſundry Languages, bur at lait 2 
German Pricit, of the Order of the Predicators, 
ipoke ro one of them in High-Dutch, by whom 
they were certified who we were, from whence 
we came, and how we were calt upon the De- 
{arr Iand ; and all this the Prieſt publiſhed wo 
the people next morning, earneitly exhorting 
them to haye compatiion on our necet{irous Con- 
dition,' and relieve us according to their Abt 
lities. Which had fo-good effect, and found rhe 
Spirirs of the -people fo much dispos'd ! ro pity, 
Thar the day following, bzing rhe third of

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bruary, the kind Ruſteners came to us -that were 
left in Courteous manner, bringing along with 
them plenty of Provifions to refreſh our teeble 
bodies, and very affectionately invitcd us to 
their Habirations, We embraced their offerd 
kindneſs with a thankful willingneis, and with 
glad Hearrs accompanied rh2m to their Hoſpira- 
ble INand, where we were receiv d with unat- 
tected Sincerity, and entertained with great 
plenty of Reitorative Food, the exceeding abun- 
dance whereof had like to have prov d faral to 
ws, for we could not relitrain our ſelves from 
obeying our craving Appeures, neither conld 
we ever fatiate our felyes with ſeeding ; bne 
neither were our weak Sromachs able ro concoce, 
nor decay'd Nature to bear fo unuſual a' Load 
of Mear, fo that what ve eat ro ſuſtain Lite, 
had almot brought us to an untimely Death. 
There were yer .remaining rwo of our Com-" 
pany in the Iſle of Saints, whom we had left 
n the greater of our Cottages, and who were 
gnorant of our miraculous Succour ; Wherefore 
we inform'd our kind Friends of the'r helplets 
condition, and likewiſe of onr eighr deceated 
mpaniuns, who lay rotting ;above ground, 
Whereupon they aſſemblcd themlelves rogerher, 
and went with the Pricit, Singing Plalms and 
Hymns, as well 'to Bury the Dead as to refcue 
he Living ; when they were arriv'd at the de- 
lace Iſhand, chey Imerr'd the Fodies of the 
tight deceaſed perions, ro which number one 
vt the rwo remaining was now added, whom 
dey likewiſe buried : And you may ca{ly. ima 
ane in how fad a plight rhey found the other

priv'd both of Humane Socicty and Suſtenance 
yet ne was brought to Ryſten, with ſome little 
remainders of Life, where ar the end of two 
days, he found an end of his mileries in Death, 
Eleven of all our numerous Company were 
ſaved, and came alive into this Iſland, among 
vyhom vvas our Malter Piero Quirins, a perſon 
of conſummare prudence, and diſcreet humility, 
of vyhich he gave a notable inſtance yyhen he 
eater*d mro the Houſe of our affeCtionate-and 
charitable Holt ; - for ſeeing his Wife, in reſti- 
mony that he acknoyvledgd her to be Miltrif 
of that Life vyhich her Husvband had preſeryd, 
he cait hunſelf dovvn art her Feet, bur ſhe refu- 
1ing {o great {ubmitſion, Courrtcoully lifred him 
up from rhe ground, and kindly embracing him 
yvith her ovin Hand, gave him ſomevyhat 
ro Eat. With theſe loving and Hoſpirable 
*people vve abode three months and eleven days, 
expecting to have paſlage into Sweden vvith our 
Ho't, vvhither he intended ro go vvith his 
ulual Fraighr of Stock-ftiſh, for every year un 
the menth of May, the people * of this Ifland 
Travel to Sweden, vvith mighty plenty of that 
Commodity, vvith vyhich they turniſh a great 
part of thatKings Dominions. 

Ar lait, onthe tourtcenth of May 143 2. came 
the happy Hour, in vyhich, after ſo tedious and 
lamentable an Exile, vve ſet our Faces home- 
vyards, and began our Journey rovvards out 
beloyod Native Country So vve took oll 
teave ot our Charitable Hoſteſs, and all or 
other atiectionate Friends, leaving vvirth her fot 
a Token of our Love, nor vyhar her kind 


defery'd, or yyhar Juſtice and Gratitude obligs 
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us to haye given, bur vyhar the mercileſs Sea 
had lefr us, which was only a few Trifles, as 
Cups, Girdles, and ſome ſmall Rings, and ex- 
prelsd the grareful ſenſe we 'had of lo many, 
and ſo ſignal Favours, with the beit and mot 
hearty Eloquence we were Maſters of, to the 
Prieit, our Interpreter, by Words, and to the 
people by Signs. Having thus perform & all 
due Salurartions, we Embarked in a ſmall Veſlet 
of the burthen of rwenry Tuns, Laden with 
Fiſh, in winch our Hott went-allo Maſter and 
Pilot, and rhe Ships Crew confitted of his Sons, 
and other Kindred. We fer Sail then on the 
fore-mentioned Day, directing our courle t0- 
wards Bergen, which was the firit convenient 
Haven for Unlading and Vending our Fiſh, 
and diſtant from Ryſtez abour a thouſand miles. 
Theſe* Fiſher-men conducted rhe Bark fafely, 
and with grear eaſe, through various Channels, 
with which, and all the Currents in them, they 
were perfectly acquainted, fo that our Voyage 
prov-d very commodiois to us. When we 
were abour two hundred miles off Ruſten, we 
tound certain Relick5 of the Wreck of our 
Wiff, which certify'd us of the {ad Fare of our 
Companions that were aboard her ; and we 
concluded, they perithed the firlt Night we loit 
bght of them. The twenty ninth of May 1432. 
we arriv'd at Tronden, a Town upon the Coaſt 
of Norway, and the Royal Seat of the King of 
Denmark when he relides in thole parts, and the 
Burial place of the famous Saint and King 
Olaus. Here we abode ten days, waiting for 
lome conyeniency to continue our Voyage, bur 
linding none, were unwilling ro loſe more rime, 
: E-2 and . 
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and: therefore determin'd ro proceed on our 
Journey by Land ; bur fir:t we took our final 
lcave of our bountiful and charitable Patron 
and Hoſt, and his Company, initead of rewards 
offering him only our fincere thanks, and hear- 
ry prayers to God for lum. 

The ninth of Fwne we departed from Tronden, 
Traveiling on foor rowards Vaſtena, a "Town 
within the limits of Sweden, but under the Do- 
rainion of the King of Denmark, where we 
underitood, by rwo of cur Country-men, whom 
19 our great joy and comfort we found there, 
thar the Inhabjrants (for che revcrend reſpect 
they bore to the memory of their Glorious 
Monarch Srt..Ol/aus, unto whom (as they well 
knew) the Republick of Venice ſhewed extraor- 
dinary Favour and Courrzfie, when he paſt 
through that City in his Voyage to, and Return 
from Paleſtine) \were attectionarely diſpos'd to 
afſiit us both with Counſel and Money. And 
iadced, "we were not fruſtrated of our Hopes, 
recetving very loving Eatertainment among 
them, and were inform'd that if we continued 
our Journey directly forwards, we ſhould ex- 
poſe our ſelves to intinire dangers, and the con- 
tinual affaulrs of Wild Beaſts, and therefore 
rey adviſed us ro po to Stzchimborzs, although 
it would b2 no leſs than thirty days Journey 
or of our way, where we ſhould find a Valiant 
and Noble Venetian Cavalier M. Giovannz Franco, 
who woull not fail to receive us graciouſly, and 
all: us plenutully with all Neccitaries for our 
Journey. Following this Aftvice, we fer for- 
wards, and on the erghteenth day arriv'd at the 
- Ccurr of thar Honourable and Vajgrous aw 
who 
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who being inform'sd of us, came to receive us 
with a chearful Countenance, and ſhewed us ſo 
great favour, that we ſoon perceived his:\Noble 
Heart was full of Love to his Country. We 
had no ſooner in an humble manner acquainted 
him with all our Calamities, and preſent Ne- 
cefltous condition, bur he bid .us be of | good 
Comfort, for he was abundantly able ro reheve 
us ; and indeed, he could: not fatisfie himſelf 
with heaping honours and benefits upon us, and 
enicrtaining us ſplendidly. He alſo filld our 
Purſes with Money, and furniſh'd us with good 
Hories;, yea, in his own proper perſon, together 
with M. Mapheo his only Son, and one hundred 
and rwenty Horfeien of his Domeſtick Ser- 
yants, he brought us on our way for ſeveral 
days Journeys, through is Territories, Iravel- 
ling always with all this great Compauy art his 
own Charge. Being come ro the Contines gf 
his Land, we rook our leave ro'deparr, yielding 
him our mot humble and hearry thanks tor his 
unparallel'd bounty to us. Ar his departure he 
lefr'his Son ro be our Guide, with an Artendance 
of rwenry Horſemen, who kept us company all. 
the way to Vaſtena, from whence we came 
abour forty days before, and where we arrived 
on the rhirtieth of Fuly. We- abole here rill rhe 
ſecond of Auguſt, maintain'd ar free-coſt by 


'M. Mapheo, and then humbly raking our leaves 


of him, and preſenting hin with our ordinary 
Retribution for received bencfirs, Thanks, we 
ſer forwards on our Journey, directing our 
Courſe ro Ladeſe, where we arrived on the

Here we found opportunity of paſſage in two .

Veſſels, one bound for England, and the other 
for the Low-Countries, and agreed for the prear- 
er convenieney, to divide ovr ſelves into two 
Compames ; 1n the latter Ship went Chriſtophoro 
Florgvante one of the Council of our Unforty. 
narz Veſſel, Girardo da Lione the Sewer, Nicolo 
de Michiel a Venetian Notary, {and Writer of 
one of the two Relations out of which this Ac- 
count 1s compiled) who Landing ar Reſtech, at- 
rer many rrewbleſfome and dangerous Adyen- 
tures, Travelling fomcrimes on Feor, and ſome- 
times on Horſeback, by the mercitul Providence 
of Almighty -God, arrived at Venice in good 
Healrh, - leaving Girard» da Lione at Vaſenech, 
from thence to continue his Journey to his own 
Native Country. Among theſe who embarkd 
21 the Ship bound tor Exz/and, being in all eight 
perſons, were the Szeur Dutrin, von of Mr. 74- 
como a Venetian Gentleman, Maiter of the un- 
happy Ship, who ſaid, that when he fer foot on 
the Enzliſh ſhore, it feem'd unto him thar he re- 
ceiv'd new Life, and that he was come -out of 
Hell ; he vilie:d Cambridge, where a charitable 
perion gave -him {ixteen Crowns, and abode two 
months in London. In rhe fame Ship went M Pzero 
Gradznico, yon of M. Andrea, a young Mer- 
chant of the Age of cighteen years, and Ber- 
nardo de Cazhire our Pilot, whole Wite being 
young, hearing ro News of her Husband in to 
long time, believ'd certainly thar he was Dead,

The Perilous Ad venture. 


H E News of the War that was declared 
berween France and England in the year 


"1666, coming ro rhe M//t-Indies, the Englif: 


being Matters of the Iſle of Antego, iſſued our 
Orders, forbidding, under pain of Deach, ſome 
French that lived among them, to go our of the 
Limits of rheir Habitations ; norwithitanding 
which prohibition, Urban de Frecide, Lord of 
Grand Maiſon, reſolved to hazard his Life to re- 
gain his Liberry. The Attempr was very bold,, 
and he expos'd himſelf ro a thouſand dangers, 
for there was an abſolute Necetliry ro find our 
ſome relolure Companions tro carry otf a . Boat, 
and make Provition of Victnals, and all this in 
a place. where the French were look'd upon as 
Enemies, and as fuch diligently oblery'd ; bur 
tne defire of Liberty made rhis daring perſon 
over-look all thoſe difficulties, which in rhem- 
elves appear'd unfurmountable. He pitch'd 
upon two of his o»n Nation to be his Compc - - 
nions, of whom one was a Carpenter, and wrh 
joint-conſent they determin'd ro carry off a (mall 
dhallop, which was Chain'd ro a Stake with- 
n {fight of an Engliſh Corps du Guard, And be- 
Quic they us'd ro Lock up the Oars every 
Night, the Carpenter undertook to make new 


-Ones,. and Grand-Mailo LroOOt 3 him{s 
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care of making neceffary Proviftions. The 
Night appointed for rhe Execution of the Enter- 
== being come, ous three Fugirives, and two 
iegro's, whom they had gaind, carried their 
Provilions to the Sea: fide, to the place whither 
racy had relolv'd ro bring the Shallop. About 
Mid-night the bold. Chirurgion, accompanied 
with the Carpenter and a Negro, who carried 
tat Oars, came to the place where the Boar lay, 
and the Carpenter having ſaw'd aſunder the 
Poitto Which it was falten'a, they carry ir off 
with ſo little noiſe, that they were nor heard by 
the Centry, and without any moleitarion brought 
It to the place of Rendeyouz, Mok part of 
the Night was employed in this Werk, and nn 
carrying on Board the flender Provition of 
Victuals, that Grand-M3:/on was able to furnifh, 
lo rhat having Embark'd rthemlelyes, and endea- 
vouring by force of Ruwing to ger clear of the 
hared ihore, rkey were {arpriz'd, when by the 
gliumering lizghr of rhe Morning they dilcayerd 
that Land, which they endeavour'd to thun, but 
haif a -Leacue diitant. This oblig'd rhem to 
rejire into the J/land of Birds, a Delart place, 
and of difficult acceſs. Ar Sun-ſer our diſmayd 
Company put to Sea again, endeavouring t0 
doubic the Ea{t poinr of the Iſle of Antego, that 
they might afrerwards gain that of Guade!onp ; 
bur they were aitoniſh d ro find nexr morning 
that all their Efforts had been in vain againf 
the itrengrh of the Current, and rhar rhey Welt 
not advanc d aboyea League. Their wearineb 
and fear of being difcover'd by thote that were 
wpon tle Watch on the rifing Grounds of Ante, 
biel: wa pallpdiions ne Ezuol:lh. hom 
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them to Land'in a place that was over-grown 
with Trees, amongtt which having hid their. 
Boat, they fearcit all around for- treſh Warer 
and Herbs, though with little fuccels, , for rhe 
Sea (welling mrghtity in» the Night, had daſt'd 
againſt rheir Boar, and ſo wer rheir Caſſave 
Bread, that it was alrogether unfit ro be caren ; 
ſo that they had nothing letr ro feed upan bur 
a lictle Salt Pork, and only one Por of Warer 
ro Drink, with a littte Aqua-vite, made of Sugar 
Canes. | 

Ar Night they put to Sea again, fſtecring the 
ſame courſe thar they held the foregoing Nighr, 
bur kaq nor got above a League from the ſhore, 
when they found themſelves in the middle of e- 
veral Rocks lurking uniier Water, upon which , 
they ſtrack ſo dangerouſly. ac it was a Mi- 
racle they were nor buried tn the Waves. Want 
of Water and Vidtuals, and rthz breaking of 
their Rudder, -contirained rhem to go aſhore 
on an Uninhabited ltoler, where they found 
lome Fruirs of the Country, and cnough freſh. 
Water ro fill one of their Barrels: They found 
allo the Wrecks of a Boar thar had been caſt 
away there, of which they made a new Rud- 
der, or elſe they could nor have poilibly gain'd 
any of the French Iſles. In the beginning of 
the Night they lefr this Green Rock, and jteer- 
ed towards Guadeloup, hoping, ro touch there 1n 
the Morning, bu: the day ſurpriz'd them agaih 
on the ,Coalt of Antego ; bur the Iide was lo 
ſtrong, har the Boar ha like to have been dri- 
yen fafcibly upon rhe Nortt-wer tie of rhe 
Iſland, where vrege the principai Fortreties of 
361 Enemic 2nd thereiore he 2bour d " 7 
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all their mighr/ ro fave themſelves from falling 
into their dreaded hands. When they ſaw them- 
jelves ar a reaſonable diſtance from the ſhore, 
they began to conſult abour their Aﬀairs ; Wa- 
zer and Victuals fail'd rhem, their Strengrh was 
allo much leflen'd, and their Spirits almoſt Ex- 
hauſted by the Fatigues which they had under- 
gone. | 

Therefore Grand-Maiſen was of opinion, that 
it would be their belt: courſe ro endeayour to 
gain the land of S$?.:Chriſtopher, which lay to the 
Lec-ward, whither-they might eafily go with full 
Sails. This Advice vas unanimouſly followed, 
but having no Sails, they were at a ſtand what 
to do, when Neceſſity, the Mother of Invention, 
raught them to- make uſe of a Hammock, or 


Cotron-Bed, which rhey had in the Shallop, and j 


rhe Carpenter made a little Maſt, ro which 
they fattend it. In this condition they coated 
the Iſle of Antego, rwo Leagues from che ſhore, 
; and towards Night they began to loſe fight of 
ir, directing their courte rowards St. Chriſtopþers, 
By break of day they found themſelves lo near 
the ſhore of rhe Ifle of Nevis, which alſo be- 
longeth ro the Eng/iſi, thar they were conl{train- 
ed to labour hard to pals ro the Wind-wards 
of thar Iſland, thereby to gain the Salr-pits of 
St. Chr:iſtophers. "Their Efforts were nor alroge- 
ther vain, for they doubled Nevis ; bur wirhal, 
were forc'd to run fo near the ſhore, that they 
look d every moment for the appearing of 
ſome Barks from thence, ro ſeiſe their Veſſel and 
Perſons. : 

_ In the mean time they paſs'd the Streight be- 
tween Nevis and St. Chriſtophers, and tinding

themſelves over againtt the Salt-pirs of this lalk 
Iland, they endeavour'd 1a vain to get to-Land, 
for when rhey were come within half a League 
of the thore, they were ſucdenly engaged 
among hidden Ro:ks and breaking Waves, 
where they were rtols'd with ſuch violence, 
that rhe Boar daſhing again(t one of the Rocks, 
they had much ado to bring her off, being 
much weakned by hard Labour an want of 
Suitenance ; neverthelels, they were ſo happy 
as to ger clear of all theſe dangers, ard held 
out one Night more with Hanger, Thirft and 
Toil. Finding rhemiclves ar the dawning ot 
the day, over againtt the Head land of St. Chriſto- 


phers Iſland, and knowing tat they mighr eafily 


aad (ately Land there, uicy rook Courage, Fear 
and Sadneſs being baniſh'd our of their Hears, 
and Joy ſucceeding in tacir Room ; ſo that 
forthwith one of them tore his Sihurr, of which 
he made two Flags, and anotier ried his Cravar 
ro the top of rhe Maſt, to ſerve for a Streamer. 
In ghis manner they drew near tro ſhore, which 
was eover'd with French, who came running 
from all parts of the Ifland to behold the won- 
derful Boar. The Sieur Sannzs, Captain of that 
Quarter, being there alſo, gave them norice by 
a Signal of the right Landing place ; ar length 
they came aſhore with glad Hearts, and were 
received by their Country-men witha great deal

ÞRevcis, Lord of None, Sir-named Iron-Hand 
had a Silter called Marparet, Marry'd to the 
Lord de Vezins, of an illuitrious Houſe in Anjay, 
Of this Marriage were Born a Son and two 
Daughters. Vezins being a Widower, Married 
his Ladies Wairing-maid ; ſhe defiring thar her 
Children mighr be the only Heirs of thar rich

Tiage to be ſecretly carried ro Pardic in low 
Bretagne, a Houle ſeared upon the Sea-ſhore, 
and pertaining ro the Lord de Vezins, ' There 
they were pur into the Hands of an Engliſh Pi- 
lor, whochad agreed ro throw them into the Sea, 
bur touched with compatiion, he contented him- 
ſelf ro leave them with a Pealant onthe Coatt 
of England, to be by htm Educated as Children 
of mean Birth, and withour giving them the 
leaſt knowledge of their Extraction, for they 
were as yet ſo young, that he did nor think 
they could remember ir. 'Then were they car- 
ried to the ifle of Guernſey, and wirh a littie Mo- 
ney committed ro certain Perions in that !fle, to 
be there broughr, up. In the mean time Reports 
were ſpread abroad from time to time, rhat the 
Children died one after the other in their Fathers

. HE Duke of Biron-was a great Favou- 
rite to Henry the Fourth, Grandfather ra 


the preſent French King, bur his Pride and Am- 
' | bition prompring him to imagine thar his Servi- 
ces to his Maſter were not rewarded according 
to his Merit, he, with ſeveral orhers of his Par- 
tzans, entred into dangerous correſpondences 
with the Duke of Savoy, and rhe King of Spain, 
to the prejudice of the Kings Aﬀairs, and like- 
| wiſe conlpired to ſeize and deſtroy his Perſon. 
King Henry had Intelligence of rhe whole In- 
trigue, yet had ſuch an entire loye and favour 
tor lum, that he ſent for him and acquainted him 
with whar dilcoveries he had made ; bur added, 
That if he. would be to ingenuous to give him 
a full account of all the Tranſactions, he ſhould 


certainly find Mercy and Pardon from him. 
The

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The Duke being ignorant that one La Fin, t | 
whom he had declared his Relenrments, and | 
made privy to the Defgas he was managing, 
had acquainted the King wirh rhe whole mar. 
rer, obſtinately refas'd to confe(s any thing, and 
denied he was any way concerned in any Con- 
ipiracy, againſt him or his Government, making 
many Prerzitations of his Innocency, beſceching 
the King ro do him Juſtice agaialt thoſe who 
deſigned his Ruin by Slanders and falſe Reports, 
which were inſupportable to ſo clear a Soul as 
he had, deſiring leave ro take his Revenge by 
the Sword. The King led him to the Tennis 
Courr, where rhe Duke propoſed the March, 
laying, That the Duke of Eſpernon and he woul 
play againſt His Majeſty and the Connt of Soiſlons, 
The Duke of Eſpernon ſuddenly replied, My 
Lord, you play well, but you make your Matches 1ll, 
Ar Supper he ſeemed difcontented, eating no- 
thing, nor any Man ſpeaking ro him, eſteeming 
him a Man abandoned ro Misfortune ; yer he 
thought he had ſo minch Courage, thar no 
Man durit lay hands on him, 4 6 

The King in the mean time walked in hs 
Chamber; much diſturbed how ro come to a 
Reſolution, and ſpeaking of him and the Count 
of Auvergne, With the other Coaſpirators, being 
full of Mercy and Clemency, he faid, If they 
will yet return to their Duties, and give - me the 
oppartunity to prevent the ill Deſians of my Enemies, 


I will ſtill pardon them: If they weep I wil! weep 
with them ; if they will remsmber the Duty that 
they owe me, «I will not forget ro be hind and gra- 
cious to them ; they ſhall find m2 as full of Clemen) 


- as they are of Diſloyalty and Ingratitude, 1 would 
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wot make the Duke of Biron the firſt Example of 


| the Severity of my Fuſtice, or that be ſhould cauſe 


my Reign, which hath hitherto been like a calm and 
ſerene, Sky, to be over-caſt with Clouds, Thunder, 
and Lightning ; but yet 1 amreſolo'd he ſhall either 
bend or break. 

Next morning the King commanded the 
Count of Sciſſons ro go ro him, and endeavour 
to mollify his Mind, and draw the Truth our 
of him : He goes to him, he perſwades, con- 
jures, beſeeches him ro ſubmir himſelf ro phe 
King, and to fear the Indignation of a Prince 
as he would do the paw of a Lion. "The Duke / 
of Biron anſwered roughly, That the King had 
mo reaſon. to complain of him, unleſs it were for 
bis good Services, and that he himſelf had the mo 
eſt cauſe to complain that his Loyalty ſhould be ſuſ- 
pefted, who had given ſo many and ſo great proofs 
thereof. 

The Count pf Soiſſons finding all his endea-* 
vours were fruitleſs againſt his obſtinate remper, 
lefr him, and rhe next morning carly the King 
ſent for him into rhe litrle Garden, and diſcours'd 
win him a long time, he making till great pro- 
reſtarions' of his Innocency, bearing his Breaſt, 
and caiting up his Eyes tro Heaven 1n confirma- 
tion rhereof, Ar their parting there appeared 
Anger in the Kings Countenance, and by the ' 
Dues carriage there ſeemed Fire in his Words. 
From thence the Duke went to Dinner, and hat 
a Lerter delivered him with Advice. to retire 
tumſelf; bur he laugh'd ar all warnings, and de- 
Iptied any Advertiſement of his fall. The King 


had an account of his Bravado's, bur took little 
kotice of them ;z at length, upon conſultation 


with 
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with ſome of the Lords of the Council, it was 
relolved that he ſhould be apprehended, and 
likewiſe the Count of Auvergn2; the King 
would nor have rhem raken in rhe Court but in 
their own Lodgings, which the Duke of Bir 
was ſomewhat apprehenfive of, and rherefare 
thought he need fear norhing in the Prelence- 
Chamber, bur thar his danger would be- moit 
in going forth, to prevent which he had pro- 
vided a ſhort Sword, wherewich ro make his 
way by the Death of any Oppoſer. The King 
was informed, that if he were nor ſeized in the 
Preſence-Chamber it would occaſion Blood-ſhed, 
ro prevent which it was convenient to paſs by 
ſome unneceſlary reſpects ; the King ſent for 
Vitry and Pralin, Captains of his Guards, and 


ordered them in what manner ro execute his 


commands. 
The Duke of Biron ſup'd at Mmrtiznys Lodg- 
ings, where he diſcours'd more proudly and 
vainly than ever- of his own Merits, and his 
many Friends in Switzerland, and proceeded 
highly ro commend the Piety, Juttice and Libe- 
rality, of rhe late King of Spain. Myntig 
ſudenly interrupred him, faying, The greateſt 
commendation due to that Princes memory, was, 
That he put his own Son to Death, for attempt- 
ing to promote troubles and diſturbances in the 
State. This puz an cn4 ro the Dukes Haran- 
gue, who by his Eycs ſeemed ro- hear rhis ſharp 
reply wita much amazement and {urprize. ' 
A'rer Sapper, the Duke of Biron and the 
Count of Arvergn2 waired on the King in the 
Gard21, with a greater Train of Guards than 
- they expe.ted, The King inviced the Duke to 


play. 
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play in vhe Queens Lodgings ; they plaid ar Chels, 
and the King being perplex d, went ofren ro and 
again to his Cloſer. As they entred the Door of 
the Chamber, the Count of Auvergne whiſpered 
che Duke in the Ear, Ye are undone : The King 
was much unrelolved, bur ar length he pray d 
God to aflift him with his Holy Spirit, and ro 
infuſe fach Reſolutions intro him as might be for 
his Glory, and the -good of his people, over 
whom he Ruled only by his Grace. His Pray- 
er ended his doubts were (aris:ied, and he conclu- 
ded abſolutely rodeliver rhe Duke into the hands 
of Jultice. 'The Count of Auvergne was retird, 
the King ſent for him, and walked about rhe 
Rooni while the Duke minded nothing bur his 
Game ; . Varennes, Lieutenant of his Company, 
pretending to take up his Cloak, told him 1n his 
Ear, He was undone. | his Iaft word altoniſhed 
him ſo that he neglected his Game, which the 
Queen obſerving, told him, That he had miſreckon & 
himſelf to his own loſs. The King antwered, That 
they had plaid enough, commanding every man to 
retire. He rook the Duke of B:ron into his Ca- 
biner, and charged him, once for all, freely ro 


declare what Tranſactions he had managed with 


the Duke of Savoy, ard rhe Count of Fuentes, 
Governour for the King of Spain, aſſuring him 
that his Clemency ſhoul1 ſfurmount his Crimes. 
The Duke, though he was conſcious to himſelf 
thar he deſerved Death, yer had not the humuliry 
to defire his Life, nor a "Tongue ro beg par- 
don, but anſwered the King more -reſolutely 
than ever : That they had contrived the over- 
throw of an honeſt Man, and that he had no 
other deſign than. what he had already diſcovered. -

As the Duke was going out of the Cabinet, | 


and had paſſed the Chamber-Door, he mer Vier, 
wholaid his Hand upon Birozs Sword, and de- 
mands the delivery of it by the Kings Ordet: | 
From me ! ſaid the Duke; Mat to take away ny 
Sword, who have ſo faithfully ſerved the King ? My 
Sword ! Who have ended the War, and have ſettled 
Peace in France 2 That my Sword which my -Ene- 
mies could never wreſt from me, ſhould be now ta- 
hen away by my Friends. He intreated the Duke 
of Montbazon to beleech the King to give him 
leave ro deliver it into hisown hands ; the King 
ordered Vitry to do as he had commanded him: 
The Duke was forced ro fuffer ir to be taken 
from him, \and in delivering it catt his Eyes 
avout to ſeize upon another, bur they prevenred 
him. When he ſaw all rhe Guard p/aced in the 
Gallery, he thoughr they would have killed 
him, and deſired ro have {fomething in his Hand 
that -he mighr have the Honour to dye in de- 
fending himſelf, and ſome little rime ro pray to 
God. They arfwered, Thar no Man ſhould 
hurt hum, they having Order from the King on- 
ly ro conduct him to his Lodgings. Tou ſee ({aid 
he in patiing by) how good Catholicks are Treated. 
He was carried to the Cloſer of Arms, bur net 
ther flepr nor lay down. Praliu was fent to 
the Count Armvergne to demand his Sword in the 
Kings Name : I, take it (faid the Count) 7t hath 
never killed any but Wild Boars, if then hadſt i 
formed me of this I had been a Bed and aſleep two 
* hours ago. 'Thele rwo Noble-men were like 
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Torches in a Field ,of Corn, 'able to inflame 
the Kingdom. The Duke of , Biron grew ex- 
reamly impatient, fcarce ſpeaking a Word bur 
it was either againſt God or. che King, and dit- 
covered all the rage and fury of a Mad-man ; 
bat ſuddenly recolleCting himſelf, et, ſaid he, 
I find this is but Folly, for all my paſſim and raving 
will do me no Service. 

The King returned from Famtainbleau, where 
the Conſpiracy 'was diſcovered, ro-Paris, . and 
was received with the Shours and Acclamations 
of the people for his ſafe return, and rheir De- 
kwerance from Slavery. The Prifoners were 
led ro the Bailile, the. Duke of Biron was-melan- 
cholly and dejected, the Count of Auvergne mer- 
ryand pleatant ; the fart entred the Battle ax, in- 
to his Grave, the ſecond as into a Palace, ima- 
gining that no place could be a Prifon ro him. 
They had the liberzy» of-the Houſe, bur fearing 
the Dukes deſperacon mighr make him deſtroy 
himſelf, they ſuffered none thay, came near him 
towear Arms ; and feeing himſelf ſerved with a 
Knife without a point, he ſaid, That this was to 
the Greye, which 1s a place un Paris where great 
perſons are Executed, and ſpeaking of Dearth 
with difdain,; 'faid, That zt could never come un- 
kd for to a Man well reſolved, nor ſtrange to him 
that doth foreſee it, nor ſhameful to a Generous 
Mind. tle continued ſome time, atret. his: Im- 
prilonmenr, withourearing or ſleeping, and: the 
violent motions of his Heart catt him into a 
Fever, yer would rake no Phylick but whar his 
Phylicians rafted firſt, for fear he fhould: be 
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Poyloned ; yer the fire of his Courage was nor. _ 
thered with his Diftemper, what did .-herfay, * 
peiQlt{ t} or 
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or what did he not ſay, Fury and Choler made 
him utrer ſenceleſs Speeches. . If they will pu 
me to Death, ſays he, hoy do they not diſpatch 
me, that they may. not beaſt they have made me 
afraid of Death ? And then let them drink them 
ſelves Drunk, with the Blood which remains of fie 
and thirty Wounds that I have received in the' Ser. 
vice of France, To pacitie his farious diſcon- 
rear, the Archbiſhop of Bourges was ſent to him 
to retifhe his con{cience, and to remove ſome 
Atheiftical Opimons that he had unbraced, and 
ro aſſure him zaat if he did heartily repent and 
confels his. Cruncs, . he might yer expect for 
giveneſs both from God and the King. As ſoon 
as he was a Priſoner, every one ſaid he wasa 
Dead man, and ſeeing himlelf fo ſtrictly Guard: 
ed, he ſaid, They did not prt Birds of his kind im 
to a Cage to ſuffer them to eſcape ; for when once 4 
Man of Courage and Fattion comes to be Impriſoned, 
it is more dangerous to abſolve than to condemn 
him. 

The King ſent to the Parliament of Paris to 
proceed againit him, and Commillioners were 
appoinred, who rook Informarions in the Baftile 
'I he Priſoner ar firit was a little ceremonious 
in his anſwers, bur being entred into diſcourk, 
he gave the Commutſioners matrer enough to 
work. upon, confeiiing in a manner all he was 
accuſed of, ſo that from his: own Mouth they 
might -have juitly condemned him, to loſe as 
many Lives as he had Years. He had (o ill r0- 
verned his Judgment in Proſperity, that ir was 
prejudicial ro him in his Adverurty, yielding 
lometimes to Grief, then ro Rage, and alway 
ro Indiſcretion;! ſpeaking as much ro Ruine as 
1, D1 14L 
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Diſcharge himfelf ; he was confronted with the 
Witnefles face ro face, bur when he ſaw La Fin 
he fel into an exrream trembling. The Preli- 
dent asked him if he would except again{ 
La Fin; he replied, That he judoed him a Gen- 
tleman of Honour, and his Friend and Kinſman. 
Bur when he had heard his Depofirion, he cried 
out againſt him as rhe moit execrable Villau: 
in the World, appealing to all the Powers of 
Heaven and Earth to juſtifie his Innocency. L4 
Fin being diſturbed ro hear himſelf thus accu- 
ſed, rold him, That he was forry they were in a 


place where one was allowed to ſp2ah all, and the 


other to hear all ; he juſtified all he. had faid 
againlt the Danke, and made a more full diico- 
very of the conſpiracy than before. The Pri- 
foner ſaid, That if Renaze were there he would 
aver the contrary. This was anothcr of the 
Conlpiratorts, who was inltantly brought before. 
him, at which he was extreamly ſurprized, be- 
lieving thar he had been dead in Savoy long be- 
tore. He then alledged, that the Duke of $- 
voy had fer him ar Liberty to Ruine him, and 
ſeemed confounded to find all things conſpire ro 
his dettruction, for Renaze was made a Prifoner 
In Piedmont, to prevent him from difcovering 
this Treaſon, bur making his eſcape, he came- 
juit now, by an admirable - Proyidence, ro for- 
ny che Te.timony of his Maſter La Ein, who 
elle had been bur a ſingle Witnels. 

He had many friends, but the King repre- 
ſented his crime to be ſo dereſtable an4 odious 
to the Princes and Nobiliry, that none of them 
had the courage to intercede for him ; his Pro- 
cels being finithed, he is called ro make his de- 
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fence. He 3s Charged to have Treated with thy 
Duke of Savoy, about the Betraying of Bourg and 
o:her places, and adviſing him to attempt againſt 
the Kings Army and his own Perſon, diſcevermg t6 
him many things of Importante, and offering him 
his Service and Aſſiſtance againſt all Men, in hope 
.of Marrying his Daughter : That he would have per- 
ſwaded the King to appear before $t. Katherines 
Fort, on purpoſe that he might be Slain, and had 
writ to the Governor how he ſhould diſtinquſh Hy 
Majeſty from others. Thele and leveral Arrticles 
more were alledged againſt him, but the Duke 
denied all, and renounced rhe Confeflion he had 
made at his fir Examination, alledging, That 
La Fin had bewitched him, rhat he birt him by 
the Ear, and made him drink Inchanted Was 
rers, caliing him his King, his Prince, his Lord; 
that he ſhewed him an Image of Wax which 
fake rheie Words, Thou ſhalt dye W/itched King, 
and 1f he had ſuch power over a ſenſcle(s Image, 
what might he nor do upon him whom he had 
wholly bewitched ro do whar he pleaſed ? He 
made a bold and rc{olute Defence, and conclu- 
ded it in thele words: My fault is great, but it 
was only in theng/t and conception, and not Execu- 
red, in' d*ſire, but not in effett ; great Offences 
muſt have great Pardons. , I am he alone in France 
wwo feel the Rigor of Fuſtice, and cannot hope far 
tre Merit of Mercy ; whatever happens, 1 rely 
nore upon you, Gentlemen, then on the King, who 
having formerly regarded me with an Eye of Lov, 


looks no more on me now but with Indignation, , 


and holds it a Virtue to be cruel to m?, and a Vice 
to ſhew any at of Clemency towards me, it had beet 
vetter for me if he bad not pardened me at fiſt, thets 
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to give me Life and now to make me le it with 
Shame and Diſhonour. His dilcourſe was fo long, 
that the Judges had nor time to give their Opt- 
nions, fo he was remanded to the Baitile full of 
hopes of being diſcharged, boaiting ro rhe 
Captains of rhe Guard, that he had defended 
himſelf ſo bravely and diicreetly, as doubtleſs 
he had fully ſatisfied them all ; adding, T hat . 
if he were Dead, no Man was able to ſupply 
his place; and faying, Is ir poſſible that rhe 
King ſhould bz ſo vain as to think ro” frighten 
me with the apprehenſion of Death, or that he 
is able ro rerrity me with it ? 

Three days after the Judges mer, and upon 
Conlulration concluded him ro be Guilty of, 
High Treaſon, antl the Chancellor with the firſt 


- Pretidemt of Parliament, wirh fome others, went 
. into the Baſtile ro acquaint him with the Sen- 


rence of the Courr: The Duke looking ous of a 
Window art that time, he heard a Womans cries 
and lamentations, which he inſtantly appres 
hended were made upon his account, and {ome- 
whar diiturbed him, bur eſpying the Chancellor 
coming towards him crots the Courr, he cried 
our that he was Dead. Tor come, taid he, to pro- 


' nounce my Sentence, I am unjufly Condemned, teil 


my Relations that T dye innicezat ; and coming 
near, he ſaid, O my Lord Chancellor, is there no 
Pardon? Is there wo Mercy : The Chancellor Sa+ 
lured him, and pur on his Har; the Dake -con-. 
tinued bare, an having abandoned ail the * 
Powers of his Soul to Grief and Paſſion, he 
ipoke a'l that a Mind over-whelmed with Sor- 
row could utter, reproaching the Chancellor, 
that he was more delirous to condcinn than fave. 
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him, and raved againſt the King in the moſt 
horrid expreflions imaginable ; then ſhaking the 
Chancellor by the Arm, ou have Fudged me, (aid 
he, but Ged will Abſolve me, he will lay open the 
Iniquities of thoſe who have ſhut their Eyes, be- 
cauſe they would not ſee mine Innecency. Tou, my: 
Lord, ſhall anſwer for this Injuſtice before him, 
whither I do Summon you within a year and a day ; 
T go before by the Fudzment of Men, but thoſe that 
are the cauſe of my Death, ſhall come after by the 
Fudament of God. All which was ſpoke with 
the utmolt fury and rage, with other terrible 
Words, both againſt the King and Parliament; 
bur his appeal was not anſwered, for the Chan- 
cellor lived many years after, And then pro- 
ceeding in his diſcourſe, T ſee very well that I am 
not the moſt Wicked, but the moſt Unfortnuate, 
thoſe that have done worſe than I ever thought are 
Favoured, the Kings Clemency is dead towards me, 
he doth not imitate the example of Calar nor Au- 
guſtus, or of other great Princes, who not only par- 
dened thoſe that intended ill, but that ated it too; 
they were over-ſparing of Blood, yea, of the meaneſt, 
Hnerein can the King ſhew himſelf greater than im 
Pardening * Mercy is a Prancely Virtue, every one 
can give Death, but it belongs only to Soveraigns to 
ive Life ; and Cruel that he is, Does he not remem- 
% that be hath already pardoned me, I had a bad 
Deſign and he gracicuſly forgave me, I demand it 
again, and fo you may inform him. The Lueen of 
England told me, that if the Earl of Eflex would 
have humbled Limfelf and asked her Pardon, ſhe 
would have forgiven him, but he grew obdurate and 
. would never amplore her Mercy, and thereby depri- 


- ved her of all means to ſbow the effes of her Good- 
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"meſs ; ſhe like a Generous Princeſs, deſired to pardon 

him as ſhe hoped that God would pardon her. He 
was Guilty, I am Innocent, he Sued for no Pardsn 
for Lis Offence, I defire it for mine Innocence. Is 
# poſſible he ſhe:d forget the Services Þ have done 
him ? Dyes he not remember the Conſpiracy at 
Mantes, and his preat danger if I had not m 
vented it * There is no vein in my Body that hath 
not bled for his Service; he ſhews that he never lo- 
ved me any longer than he thought himſelf to have 
ned of me. Has he forgotten the Siege of Amiens, 
where I was often ſeen covered with Fire and Bullets, 
ready to give or receive Death > My Father expoſed 
himſelf to a thouſand Dangers, and l:ft his Life to 
fet the Crown upon his Head ; I have received thirty 
five Wounds in my Body to ſecure the Crown to hims, 
and for my Reward he takes my Head from my Shoul- 
ders. Let him beware, leſt the Fuftice of God fall 
upon him, he will find woat profit my Death will 
bring him, it will but :zmpair the Reputation of his 
Fuſtice. He will loſe this day a good Servant, and the 
King of Spain a great Enemy ; I am not put to 
Death becauſe I Treated with him, ny Courage rai» 
ſed me up, and my Courage ruins me. 

The Chancellor defired him nor to rofment 
himſelt any more abour his Sentence, fince they 
had done him that Juſtice which a Father 
bound ro pronounce againſt his Son in ſuch a 
caſe as his. At which word his rage increaſed ; 
What Fuſtice, (ſays he) I was never heard but 
once, I could not deliver the fiftieth part of my 
Frſtification ? What Fuſtice upon the Evidence of 
La Fin, the moſt wretched and execrable Villain 
in the World > The Chancellor to divert his dit- 
courle, rold him that he had brought rwo Di- , 
| i ny Voes,, . 
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vines, 10 comfort and prepare him for Death, 
he rephed, Tt he: was atrexdy prepared, 'and hdq

his Soul inthat Tranquility, as the Nizbt before he 


had ſpoken witli) God, and that lis Guards had 


heard him lansh in his Sicep. He defired the 
Chancellor that he mighr have rhe lait conlola- 
tion of dying men, that 1s, Liberty to make his 
Will, which was granted, and he gave away 
ſeveral rhings to his Servants, and the Guards 
artending him. .'1 hey then defired him ro kneel 
and hear rhe Senrence read ; Re. it, fays he, 
end T will be as ſupple as aGigve, but when men- 
tion was made that he had atrcmpted againſt 
the Kings perlon, he fell again into a Rage, 6 
thar it was coacluded he thould be bound and 
delivered initantly inro the hands of the Exe- 
curioner.. Fle ſwore he would be drawn to 
picces with four tlorſes, before he would be car- 
ried ro dye at the Greve, bur was rold, Thar the 
King. had done him the favour to be Executed 
in the Baſtile. By the per{wafion of the Di- 
vines, he began to examine his Conſcience, con: 
tinuing therein abour an, hour, which ought to 
have been done with an humble, penirent, and 
contrire Mind, but he feemed more careful of 
the affairs of his Family than of his Soul, pray- 
ing to God nor as a devour Chriltian bur like a 
Souldicr. His ConteTion being ended he walk- 
ed about, often crying our oi lus Innocency, and 
curing La Fin, and askmg if it were not law- 
ful for his Brechren ro cauie him ro be Burnr, 
He deſired ro ice forae of his Relations and 
Friends whom he Named, but was rold, That 
raere were,none of them in the Ciry, where- 
upon he mourntully ſaid, All the H/orld hath fors 
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ſaken me, in theſe Crimes Friendſhip is dangerous, 
Friends fail, and the Diſeaſe 1s counted Infetiious 
to Acquaintance ; he is Wiſeſt that knows no Man, 
nr any Man him. | 
Going our of the Chappel the Executioner 


prelented himſelf ro him ; he asked J/ozſon who 
he was, It 1s, faid he, the Executioner of the Sen-+ 
tence. Be gone, ſaid the Duke, touci> me not till 
it be tim? ; and doubting he ſhould, be bound, 
he added, I wil! 20 freely to Death, I have. no 
hands to defend my ſeif againſt it, but it, ſhall n:wer 
be ſaid that I dye bound like 1a Tiief or a Stave, ard 
turning towards the Hang-man, liz ſwore it he 
cam2 near him he weult pull our his I hroar. 
He at length came to the Scatfold, and kneeling 
upon the firſt ſtep, made a ihort Prayer, with 
his eyes lift up to Heaven ; when he came up, 
he caſt a furious look upon the Exccutioner, 
Voiſon perſwaded him ir was not he, Nay, ſays 
he, Tou think to deceive m2, but I know him well 
enough. The Exccurioner offcred him a. Cloth 
ta put before his Eyes, bur h2 refuſed ir, ſaying, 
That if he touch d him, except only ta give him 
the flroke of Death, he would ſtransle lim. He 
open'd his Breaſt ro the Guards, -and ſaid he 
ſhould be much obliged to rhem it rhey would | 
ſhoor him with a Musket. oat pity 15s 2t, | 
ſaid he, to dy: ſo miſerably, and of ſo infamous 4 
ſtroke. He asked then, Is there no pardon ? Wl, 
I have made my Scul ready to preſent it before ' Al- 
mighty God, but I pity the Kings Soul, whp hath 
put me to Death unjuſtly, for I dye. at-ſolutely inno- 
cent, and my Death is the Recompence he gives me 
for all my Services. Theſe Words drew tears as 
well from the Souldiers as the, reit of. the 

G 4 Spectators . 
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Spectators ; rhe Judges told him his Sentene 
mult be read once more, which he heard with 
grear impatience. After which, the Preachers 
perſwaded him ro call upon God, and abandon 
the thoughts of all earthly things ; he asks what 
he muſt do, then rakes his Handkerchief and 
covers Þis Eyes, asking the Execurioner where 
he ſhould Sear himſelf, There, my Lord, quoth 
the Hang-man : And where's that, thou ſeeſt I am 
blindfold, and yet ſpeakeſt as if I ſaw? And then fu- 
rioutly pulls his Handkerchief from his Eyes, 
then blinds himſelf again, commanding the Exe. 
cutioner to diſparch him quickly. He defired 
to dye ſtanding, but rhe Hang-man told him he 
mult kneel, for he durſt nor do any thing but 
accordingro Order ; ar length he kneeled down, 
and bid rhe Executioner make an end, bur 
ſtarting up ſnddenly again, Moat is there no Mer- 
cy then ? ſays he, looking ſeverely upon the 
Specta:ors and the Hang-man, and it was ſup- 
poled, he detigned either ro have taken his 
Sword from him, and hewed his way through 
the people, or thar he did believe the King 
would only afiright him with the Terrors cf 
Death, and then ſend his Pardon. The Exe- 
cutioner delired Jeave ro cur his Hair ; at this 
he grew into 2 rage, and ſwore it he rouch'd 
him he would Strangle him. Foiſcn reproved 
him ; favs he, He fall not medic with me while 
T am troins, and if you put me into a paſſion, 1 
will Stranzle balf the company that is here, and 
force the reſt to hall me. TI will leap off the Scaffold 
if you throw m2 into deſpair. Lhe Preachers 
came again upon the Stage, and endeayoured 
.to allay his fury ; at length he grey calm, cry- 
ing 
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ing out, My Ged, my God, take pity upon me. The 
Preachers afſure him that his Soul is ready ro 
ſee God, I, ſaid he, Heaven is open for my Soul ; 
he then bowed his Head, ſaying to rhe Execu- 
tioner, Strike, ſtrike, O ſtrike. The Hang-marr 
ſeeing he had roſe thrice before, and fearing he - 
would ſeize his Sword, reſolved ro ſurprize him, 
telling him he muſt ſay his laſt Prayer to re- 
commend his Soul ro God, which by rhe Preach- 
ers intreaty he did, when the Hang-man gaye 
a ſign to his Man to reach his Sword, where- 
with he cut off his Head while he was ſpeaking. 
The blow was ſo fudden that few perceived it; 
and the Head leaped from the Scaffold ro the -' 
ground, and even then his Countenance ſeemed 
furious. This was the end of the paflionate 
Duke of Biron, whole Courage was Invincible 
in War, and was never tired with Labour, be- 
ing ofren fifteen days rogether on Horſeback, * 
bur his Pride and Ambition clouded all his Var- 
tnes, which with his boiling Rage, and intempe- 
rare Fury, were the grear occation of his Ruin. 
He was advanced from the meanett to the high- 
eſt degree of Honour, of a private Souldier he 
became a Captain, then Collonel, afterwards . 
Almiral, great Marſhal of France, and Lieure- 
nant of the Kings Armies, and in his Heart af- 
pired ro be Duke of Burgundy, Son-in-Law to- 
the Duke of Savoy, and Nephew to the King 
of Spain. He was bred a Proteftapr, theg 
turned Papiit, bur was a Scoffer ar all ung 
It is reported, that being formerly in rrouble for 
the Murder of a Gentleman in a Duel, and for 
which he afterward had a Pardon from the King, 
he went diſguiſed like a Carrier to one Ls Broſſe, 
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a great Mathemarician, ro whom he ſhewed his 
Narivity as one killed therein, which he had 
got to be taken by another, pretending it was 
a Gentlemans whom he ſerved, that deſired ro 
know whartend he ſhould have; La Broſſe ha» 
ving conſider d it, told him, That the Perſon was 
of a good Houſe. and no older than himſelf, and 
he ſuppoſed it his own : "Tis no matter for that, 
ſaid he, but pray tell me what his Life, Eſtate, 
and end ſhail be. The Old man replied, My 
Son, T find that he whoſe Nativity this is, ſhall ar- 
7rve to great Honour by his Induſtry and great Va- 
four, and may be a King, but that there is a Caput 
Argol will hinder it. And what is that, (aid Bi- 
ron ? Do not ash me, quuth the Old man : Nay, 
but T will know, ſays Biron. Ar length he told 
, him, That the Perſon would af ,thoſe things. which 
ſhould cauſe him to loſe his ' Head ; whereupon 
Biron beat him ſeverely, and leaving him halt 
Dead in the little Garret where they- were, he 
Lock'd ir, and carried the Key with him, where- 
of he boatted afterward ro his Companions, 
It is 1:kewiſe ſaid, that he had ſome diſcourſe 
with a Magician in Paris, who told him, That 
only one bach blow of a Burgundian would hinder 
him from being King. Which Prediction he re- 
membred in. Priſon, and ſenr one to inquire 
what Country-man the Hang-man was, and 
hearing he was a Burgundian, he ſaid, Then am 
F a Dead Man. It 1s allo faid, that his Father 
obſerving his Ambirious temper, fſatd thus ro 
him : Biron, I would adviſe thee when a Peace 
ſhall be made, to go and live privately at thy own 
Houſe, ar elſe thou muſt leave thy Head upon 4 
' » Scaffold ; which happened accordingly, as we

Blood for Blood, or the Double Revenge. 


Loris, the firſt of that Name, the Nineteench 

Earl of Holland, Zealand and Friezeland, 
was a Valiant Prince, bur gave himſelf up to 
Incontinency, which was the occaiion of ' his la- 
mentable fall. His Father, H/illiam the Second, 
was Elected King of the Romans, and after 
the Death of Conrade, Emperor of Germany, was 
declared ro be his Succefſor ; and Pope Imocent, 
by Letters, gave him advice thereof, deſiring 
him ro come to Reme and receive the' Crown, 
and all rhe other Enligns of the Imperial Dig- 
nity. King H/7!/iam having no great confidence . 
in ſome of rhe Princes of Germany and Italy, 
Travelled ro Rome in the Habit of a Pilgrim, 
accompanied with twelve of his Loyal Nobilty, 
and arriving in Italy, mer with the Pope ar Ge> 
nos, by whom he was Honourably received, 
and having conferr d with him, he wenr from 
thetice, in the fame Habir, through Lombardy 
and Germany, being owned and acxnowledged 
for their lawful Soveraign in all placzs where he 
would diſcover himſelf, and” conialied- with rhe 
Nobility aboar rhe Atfairs of r12 Empire. 

Whili he was chus imploycd, he had Inte 
ligence that rhe M/ft Frizens were Revolred, and . * 
as they formerly had done; Invaded the Fron- 
tiers of Holland, tron whence they daily carried 
away great Booties, without oppoiition or re- 
ſtraint, he being fo far dittanr from chem. The 
King was juſt ready to -go from Gerinny into ,

Ttaly with a Royal Train and Army, to. be 
Crowned at Rome, but yer thought ir better to 
defer his Journey for ſome time, and to preſerve 
his own Inheritance, and {ertle peace and: quiet- 
neſs in his own Country, and among his own 
Subjects, than to go ſo far off to purchaſe a Ti- 
tle of Honour without Profit ; he therefore de- 
clined his Voyage to Italy, and led his Army.to 
Utrecht, where being ata Feaſt with the Noble. 
men and Prelates, ſome treacherous Villain 
wounded him vcry dangerouſlv on the Head 
with a Stone, while he fate .at Table, and yet 
none could po from whence it came, This 
accident did extreamly difturb the Prelates and 
Lords .who had invied him to the Fealt ; The 
King taking up the Stone, ſaid, Do but obſerve 
what malice and deſpipht the people of Utrecht ſhen 
toward me, to knock me on the Head with Stones, 
though I never deſerved any evil at their Hands, but 


*bave alw-ys aſſiſted them, and ſubdued their Enemies| 


at my own Charge ; but by the living God, this af- 
front ſha!l, not go unpimiſhed, if I live but one yea 
lonzcr. Having faud thus, he inftantly rook 
Horle, ani rid away in great Indignarion, 
threatning the whole Ciry with utter Ruin and 
Deva"aton. The Magittrares and Burgefles of 
Utrecht were extreamly concerned at this wicked 
and un'ortunzre accident, and having obraineda 
Pa'yorr, ri.ey. ſend their Burgomatſters ro hs 
Cour: ar the- Hague, to endeayour to pacifie hs 
Wrath and Indignation againſt them. The 
King anſwered them in few words, That wh 
he had Sworn he would certainly perform, and was re 
ſolved ntterly to deſtroy their Town, unleſs they dels 


» vwecred into bis Hands him-that had thrown the Stone. | 
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With this anfwer they returned, and having a(- 
ſembled rheir Council, they made diligent ſearch 


for the Delinquent bur could nor find him. 


In the mean time the King haftened into 
Friezland, whereby thoſe of Utrecht eſcaped the 
terrible Vengeance he had deſigned ro rake up- 
on them, for marching with his Army to Weſt 
Friezland, he vanquiſhd thoſe that oppoſed his 

fage, and erected a Caſtle near A/kner, which 
c called — or, The Caſtle of hi Wrath. 
He then proceeded with all ſpeed in hope to 
ſurprize the Rebels, for jr being, Winter, the 
Lord of Brederode, who led one of the Barra- 
lions, had incountred and vanquiſhed the 
Drechters, and the King mounted upon a very 
great Horſe, leading the other Battalion, endea- 
youred to find the ſhorteſt way ro Hoockwind, ' 
which he deſigned ro burn, and marched alone

ing to break his Horſe fell in, and he was al- 
molt drowned, he having none near to aflift him. 
The Frizons, who lay ia Ambuſh in the Reeds - 
and Okers, ſeeing a Horſeman thus mired, they 
ran thirher and knock'd him on the Head with 
Clubs and Staves, not knowing him to be the 
King, bur obſerving his Target they thought 
him to be ſome Nobleman. Some Hollanders 1n 
thoſe parts who were baniſhed rhither for rheir 
crimes, coming haſtily thirher, diſcovered by his 
Arms who he was, and told rhe Frizons that they 
had done very ill ro Murder the King their Na- 
tural Lord and Prince, which when they under- 
ſtood, both Man, Woman and Child, were ex-

Count Floris wholly ignorant of this Conſpi- 
racy and Reſolurion, went to Utrecht ro compoſe

rid Fat, that they vowed Revenge againſt the 
chief Actors, and went to befiege the Caſtle of 
Cronenburg, thoſe within it comtmued quier, pre- 
rending that neither Gerard nor his Accomplices 
were there, though indeed they were. - An aG& 
count of this Murder was ſenr to all the Friends 
of Count Floris, particularly to the Earl of 
Heynault, and ro Count Fohnz his Son, who came 
before the Caſtle and planted rheir Engines of 
Barrery againit ir : The Earl of Crick (who was 
preſent at the conſultation at Cambray, in the 
Name of the Duke of Brabant) hearing that 
Gerard was belieged in his Caſtle, writ ro- rhe

kim to endeayour that the Beſieged might have

the Lord of Loef, Brother ro the Earl of Cleves,

The Ear! doubring it might re- 
fle& upon his Honour, reſolved to join with the 
Hollanders in reducing it, and by Scaling Lad- 
"*] ders, and other Inſtruments of War, they at 

'| length rook it by Afaulr, and kept the Priſoners 
"| in ſafe cuſtody, 

The Kennemers having notice that the Earl of 
Cleves would favethe Lives of Gerard Van Velfen, 
"| and the reſt, they preſently run ro Arms, and 
cried out, That if there were any who ſhould endea- 
"| our to ſave the Lives of the Murderers of their 
Prince, they ſhould firſt dye themſelves by their hands ; 
whereupon the Earl was forced ro deliver them 
the Priloners. The people of Dore had Hugh of 
Baverland, the Kennemers had the Lord The!zngen, 
thoſe of Haerlem Van Zanthem, thole of Dort the 
Lord Beuſchop, the Earl of Cleves haii Gerars of 
Craenhorſt, and four others, who were all broxen 
upon the Wheel with cruel Tortures, anc after- 


ward Beheaded, and thole of Leyden had Gerard 
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Van Velſon, the Aurhor of this conſpiracy, and 
the immediate Murderer of Count Floris, whon 
they reſolved ro puniſh with the moſt exquiſie 
Torments; fo they put him fiark Naked into 1 
Barrel full of ſharp Nails, and then rolled hin 
up and down through a!l the Streers vf Leyden 
Afrer which cruel ' uſage they: rook him 0 

broke him upon'a Wheel, and then Beheade 
him ; and all his Kindred, eyen ro the ninth de. 
gree, thar could be raken, were broken upa 
Wheels. . Many upon ſuſpicion only of being 
willing to ſerve their Matters upon this occafion 
were baniſhed for ever our of Holland ; ſome de 
ſigning rofly into Denmark, mittaking their courk, 
were driven beyond-the Streight of Weygate, na 
knowing whither they wenr, and coatited al 

Tartary till they entred the River of Oby, fron 
whence they Sailed into Perſia, and by leave 
. from that King, Inhabired a Marſty part of tha 
Country, and culrivared it after the manner 
Holland, where they have continued their ancient 
Language, Labour, and 'courſe of Life, ro th 
time. The Hollanders raied the Caſtle of C 
zenburg £0 the ground ; after which, the Nobility, 
Towns, and Commons of Ho/and, agreed joint 
ly together, ro root our and deſtroy the Houſe 
and Families of Amſtel, V/eerden, Velſon, and al 
their Kindred and Allies, which they confirmed 
by ſolemn Oaths and Writings, drawn berweet 
them upon Record, whereby many. Innocent 
were made Beggars and Vagabonds, ſo that not 
one perſon of any of theſe Families durſt appee 
publickly in Hel/and, but concealed” rhemlfelve, 
or led Country Lives ; neither did any Man 


preſume eyer {ance to bear the Coars of Arms 
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ary of theſe three Houſes. And thus was one 
Revenge followed by anorher, to the Ruine arid 
deſtruction of ſo many people.

The Scaladoof Geneva, 


HE Wars which had continued ſome time be- 
rween the, French King and the Duke of $4a- 
w,being compoſed by a Treary of Peace in 1602. 
wherein though the Genevozſes were not named, 
yet the King declared they were intended and in- 
cluded.and ought ro enjoy the benefit of the Peace. 
They reſted to ſecurely upon the faith thereof, 
thar though they had many intimations and warn- 
ings given them that the Duke had a ſecrer defign 
to be Maſter of the City,and though his Invaſion 
of ſeveral Villages and Impropriations belonging 
to that State, were ſufficient indications of his de- - 
figns, yet the Magittrates were lull'd afleep with 
the proteſlations of the Lord Albigny, Lr. General 
totheD. of Savoy on this fide the Mountains, who 
declared that it was both his own and his Maſters 


| defire thar they ſhould live quietly,and offered his 


aſſiſtance to promote a laſting agreement between 
them ; theſe affurances made them diſtruſt no- 
thing, fo that they neglected the Guarding of the 
City, though the Dukes Subjects themſelves were 
lo kind to diſcover the Intrigue ro them, for the 
day before the execution of this ſubtle enterprize 
there came a Savoyard from Cheſne, who draw- 
Ing near the Gate, told rhem potitively, That the 
Enemy was approaching, and that they ſhould ſtand 
wor their "Guard, yer this advertiiement was 
lighted like the-relt. 
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The Duke had cauſed feveral Troops road. 
vance undiſcovered into the Duke of Nemo: 
Country, and among others a Regiment conſiſt. 
ing of eight hundred French Fugitives,who would 
undertake any thing for Money ; Bruneleiu the 
Lord Albigny's Lieutenant, had already,with ſome 
others, taken an exa& view of the Ciry, with the 
height of the Walls, and rhe depth of the Dirches, 
in the Nighr, and had aflured his Maſter of the 
facility of the Enterprize,aud having likewile in- 
relligence with the Syndick, or Commander of. 


the Ciry Guard,who was to remove the Sentinel } 


from the place they intendcd to Scale it, made 
them ſo confident of ſucceſs,that on Saturday, De- 
cember 11. the day appointed for the execurion of 
their defign, teveral perſons came into the Ciry to 
buy Horſes, and ſpoke ſuſpiciouſly, Thar the next 
day they would come and conclude the Bargain. It 
was confidently affirmed thar Bruneleiu, before he 
undertook this atair, had, by a ſpecial Diſpenſs 
tion, received rhe Extream Undiion from a 
Prieſt, Swearing he would live no longer if he did 
nor effect his deſign, and that rhe reit had Con- 
feſſed themſelves, and raken the Sacrament upon 
ir, The Jeſuites and Capuchins failed nor to ex- 
hort both great and ſmall to obſerve the Oath, 
lately made ar the Jubilee in Thoxon, for the Ex- 
rirpation of Hererticks. 

In the mean time A/b;gny, about Six a Clock 
at Nighr, began ro draw up his Men, it being 
the ſhorreit day in the year, 'they conſifted in his 
Company of Guards, the French Regiment, and 
ſome Gentlemen of Savoy ; fome Spaniards and 
Neapolitans were Quartered at Anecy, and ordered 


* to March up when. Commanded. Out of 
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firſt Troops were drawn three hundred choice 
Men,Armed ar all points, wich Breaſt-plares, Hel- 
mets on their Heads, Piſtols ar their Girdles, and 
broad Swords ia their Hands, and another parry 
with Half-pikes and Muskets ; as they marched 
along,they ſeized the Peaſants in their way to pre - 
vent them from alarming the Ciry,yert ſome made 
their eſcape and came ro the Gates of Geneva, gi- 
ving - notice ro the Sentinels ro ſtand on their 
Guard for the; Enemy was at hand, bur rheir 
Words were diſregarded as if rhey had jeſted. 
The Watch who-oughr ro have lain our of the 
City, ro diſcover any that ſhould approach, had 
diſperſed themſelves and perceived northeTroops 
who advanced undiſcovered along rhe f4rve. 
The Duke, who doubred nor of rhe Snccels, 
came. Poſt Incognito from beyond the Mountains, 
and Perfonared an Ambaſhdor ; he arrived thar 
Night at Tremblieres, a Village a League diſtant, 
from Genevs, ro animate the Fearful with hispre- 
ſence: For firſt, a Hare ſtarring up amongit 
them.at the place of Rendevouz,ttruck them with 
Terror ; then they ſpied ſeveral Stakes, abour fix 
hundred paces from the Town-Ditch,uſed to dry 
verges on, Which they judged ro be an Ambut- 
cade from -the Ciry, ranged there to {urprize 
them ; yet they rook Courage, and leaving-the 
Main Body of their Army at Plein Palais,the molt 
reſolute of chem, who had undertaken co Scale 
the Walls,alighted from their Horſes,and went to- 
ward the Counterſcarp in the Ditch of Coraterte, 
and were no ſooner there when a flight of Wild 
Ducks aroſe and made them ftart, fearing they 
Dbould wake rhe Sentinels, and diſcover the En- 
terprize. - Atlength, recovering themnleives, they * 


| ——_ 
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paſſed ſoftly over the Ditch apon Hurdles, t» 
prevent tinking in the mud, and raifed up three 
Ladders againit the Walls near the Watch Tow- 
er, roward Monnoye, and as they after confeſſed, 
threw ſeveral Stones againit the Wall to try if 
any one heard rhem ; the Ladders were black; 
nor to be ſeen in the dark, jointed rogether to be 
ſhortned and lengthned ar pleaſure, and ro be 
carried on Horleback, the Feer had ſharp Iron 
Spikes ro fatten rhem in the Ground, the rop of 
thele Ladders, which were to touch the Wall, 
had a Pulley, and were covered with: thick 
Cloth ro ſlide the eafier, and with leſs noiſe. 
They had allo Steel Hammers to cut the Chains 
of rhe Draw-bridge, with the Locks and Boks, 
and Pinchersto pluck out Nails and Hinges from 
.Gares, and ſeveral Pctards ro burft them open; 
and being thus furnihed rhey begarr to climb. 
» Senos, one of the torwardeit, who reſolved to 
Keveng: the Dearth of his Father, who was kil- 
led by rhe Genevoiſes, began, by an ill Omen, to 
bleed at Nolte, before he aſcended the Ladder, 
and being got half way up, received ſuch a blow 


by the fall af-a Stone from the Wall, as almot 


rook away his fences, and was forced ro come 
down. Alibigny, who was moit concerned in the 
Succeſs of the bufineis, ſiood at the Foot of the 
Ladder, incouraging the Souldiers with the Ho- 
' novr and Booty they might expect if they pre- 
vailed. Farher Alexander, a Scotch Jeſuit, be- 
Edes the Exhortation he made them in Plein Pa- 
{ais, Conteiled them art the foor of the Ladder, 
aſfuring them, That if they ſhould dye in this Ser- 
 wvice, the ronnds of the Ladder would be as fo many 
$te;5 te carry then direttly up into Heaven ; burthe 
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Prieſt did nor foreſee that they would leave 
the World from off another kind of Ladder than 
this. He likewiſe gave them little Bills, with 
ſome paſſages of Scripture wrir in them.and other 
Papers, like Charms or Conjuration, which ke 
ſaid would preſerve thoſe that carried them from. * 
ſudden Death. * December 12. abour One in the 
Morning they began ro mount, all rhings were 
quiet and ftill, fo rhar Sozos, Attignae, and fix 
others, entred the Ciry through a Gate that - is 
within, and 1s always left open, and walk'd 
abour the Streets in couples, to obſerve wherher 
the people were fait aſleep, - or thar this great 
Silence were not a Trick to intrap them ; but 
all were'quier, and the reit climbed up in great 
ngumbers. 

The Duke hearing that his moſt. reſolute men _ 
were entred withour reſiſtance, ſent for the Spa- 
naards and Neapolitans, to march rkither with-all 
ſpeed; he likewiſe diſpatch'd Currierstoall parts 
with 'Lydings of this happy beginning, and cas - 
ſed ir ro be confidently reporred in Piedm:-nt, $4- 
oy, and Daphne, that Geneva was taken, and in- 
deed he had cauſe ro think fo, fince rwo- hundred 
of rhe toureſt men in his Army were already gor 
in. Some lay flat oti the ground under the Trees 
of the Paraper; others ſtood up againft rhe Houſes 
in Corraterie, till they ſhould be itronyer, for Br- 
n.4ezn, atid the other chicf Managers,” did nor in- 
rend ro appear till four a Clock in the —_— 
that their men mighr'have rhe more time to.clim 
up, and. that the' Rere-Guard mighr approach 
ncarer, and likewiſe rhar they might have more 
lighrto carry on this weighty affair ; but about 
Thrce in the morning, a Souldier 1who ſtood Ser - 
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tinel in the Tower of Monnoye, hearing a noiſcin 
the Ditch, called his Corporal ro know what ir 
might be, the Corporal ſends a Souldier, with a 
Lanthorn, who rakes his Musker with him, and 
gers upon the Paraper, where he perceives ſome 
Armed Men coming toward him, ro whom he 
. ery d, Who comes there ? and having no anfwet, 
tired his Musker ar them ; they inttantly fell up. 
on him,and he crying out Arm, Arm, they knock d 
him down,which the Sentinel perceiving diſchar- 
ged his Picce tro give notice to the Main Guard, 
who were only ſix Men. 

Bryneleiu, and the moſt refolfffs ameng them, 
perceiving they were diſcoyered, and that it was

were amazed to ſce themſelves prevented when 
they came -ro apply the Perard ro the. Gare. A 
Citizen, who was one of the firſt awakened at 
the noiſe, came our of his Houſe with his Halberr 
half undreſs'd, and diſcovering four or five Sout- 
diers,asked aloud where the Enemy was, who co- 
ming up to him, cried our, Peace, Slave, come h3- 
ther and be on our ſide: God bleſs the Duke of Savoy.

The Cirizens run thither ro Barrica- 
dothe way to the Gare, ſome being perceived by 
their Torches were killed by the Enemy, others 
wounded ; Canal, an Ancient Captain of great 
Courage, going beyond the Chain, and nor think- 
ing the Enemy fo near, was ſlain, bur perceiving 
the Cirizens ro increaſe, they retired to their Fek 
lows at the New Gare. % 

In the mean rime the City being thronghly 
alarm'd; ſome went to- their uſual Rendevouz, 
others ran directly upon the Enemy, who belie- 
ving they had effected rhe buſineſs, ſhoured 'onar 


bleſs the Duke of Savoy, the City is our own, kill, kzth, 
kill 'um ; down with um,down with 'um.”The Wareh- 
word whereby they knew cach other, was, when 
they mer, ro croak like a Frog: When the Ciri- 
zens demanded Yo goes there, they anſwered 
Friends ; others ro divide them cried our, Arm, 
Arm, the Enemy is at the Gate of Rive. The Ene- 
my broke rwice through the Guards at Monnoye 
and forcing open the Doors, behind which the 


Souldiers had Barricado'd themſelyes, were ruſh-, | 
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ing into the Ciry, but the Grand Rounds oppoſed 
them with ſo much courage, that rhey left many 
Dead upon the place. The Cirizens likewiſe co- 


. ming in, briskly charged them, and kill'd one on 


the Bridge of Rhoſne, and anvther berween the 
Gare and the Port-cullice which was let down. 
Being repulſed from thence, they endeavoured to 
break throvgh the Houſes into the chief Street of 
the City, killing one Man, and applying the Pe- 
tard toa Stable Door. 

W hilt rhis was doing, a Gunner having fired 
a Cannon from the Bulwark of Oye, which lay 
leyel with rhe Walls, he had the good hap to ſhat- 
rer the Ladders, and threw them all down ; the 
report of which being heard by the French Regi- 
ment withour the Gare, they joytully cry d-our, 
March up, march up, the City is our own, thinking 
the Perard had broken open the Gate with to 
great a noiſe, and the Drums withour further ao- 
rice began to bear, which ſet them all on running 
to the: New Gare to diyide the Spoil, bur were 
much amazed to find it ſtill ſhur, fo that going 
into the Dirch near the Scaling Ladders, the Gun- 
ner having fired his Cannon a ſecond time char- 
ged with Small Shot, madea dreadful ſlaughter 
among them. Ar the ſame time a party of coura- 
gious Cirizens, reſolving to Sacrifice their Lives 
indefence of their Country, and recover the New 
Gare; fell vravely upon the Enemies Guards, kil- 
ling rwo of them, with Pico the Er gineer, as 
he was managing the Perard, and being atliſted 
by orhers, they drove them from the Gare, «and 
made them retreat tro rheir Fellows, 5 

The Savozard:s aſtoniſhed tro find themſelves in- 
cloſed berween the Walls and the Houſes, and not 
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&nowing how to eſcape; began to loſe their cou- | 
rage ; they offered to let Bruneleru down trom the 
Wall witha Rope,bur he choſe rather to dye rhan 
to live with ſhame : The Shot flew abour rherr 
Ears like Hail from the Windows and tops of the 
Houſes. One of the City Captains, halt drelsd, 
Signalized himlelt eminently. A Taylor with a 


two haixded Sword did Wonders. A Woman 


throwing our on purpole an Iron Por on the head 
of the forwardelit, broke his Skull. The courage 
of rheCirizens increaſing,and the Savoyards fceing 
fifty of their Men lying on the ground, they fled 
tothe place where the Ladders ttood, bur finding 
none.threw themſelves down the Wall and one of 
them- falling upon Fatner Alexander almoſt killed 


This falſe Propher. The Chevalier Daxdelot ſliding * 
' down broke his Nole. Fitty foifr were killed.mot 


Officers and men of Qugkity, and thirteen taken 
priſoners. ''T he Cannon;was broughr on the plar- 
form:of Treille, and levelled againlt Plein Palay, 


; which inſtantly put rhe-Horſe and Foot that lay 


there to the Rour. 4 

Albigny amazed at the unſuccesfulneſs of the 
undertaking,ſo well contrived and (o ill perform - 
ed, and finding the Shopkeepers,(as he called rhem 
in Scorn) had courage to defend themſelves, he 
ſounded a Retrear, which was very welcome to 
his diſperſed Troops, who were benummed with 
tear and cold. They marched away in haſte,and 
brought rhe Duke of $.vyy the News of the un- | 
fortunare ſucceſs which the Lord of Albigny's 
raſhne(s had produced.

Ir 1s (aid that Sonas of- 
fered ro redeem his Life with his weight in Sil 
ver, bur yet was hanged, rogether with Chaffar 
don, Attignas, and orher perfons of (ualiry, being 
accompanied by rhe Miniſters ro the place of Ex. 
ecutrion. The Conncil of Sixry ordered that their 
Heads, with thoſe that were killed between the 
Walls, ihould be cur of and rar.ged on the Wall 
vf the Bulwark, near the place where they Sca- 
led, and rheir Bodies to be thrown into the River. 
They were found ro be fixry ſeven in all, and fo 
many years had the City thrown oft the Romaiſh 
Yoak ; but with thoſe in the Ditch, and thar died 
by the way,they were two hundred in the whole.
